Initial findings will be used 
to influence the public spend¬ 
ing round this year, but the 
Treasury made dear yesterday 
that the chief secretaiy would 
use the exercise as the base for 
a much longer-term strategy, 
which could change the shape 
of public spending. “He will 
be looking to see if expendi¬ 
ture in certain areas has 
outlived its purpose.” Al¬ 
though the review will be 
completed by the next election, 
it will influence policy deri¬ 
sions that could have then- 
impact 20 years ahead, such 
as equalising pension ages 
and building schools. 

The Labour party warned 
Norman Lamont, the Chan¬ 
cellor. not to break election 
pledges on spending in key 
areas such as health and 
welfare benefits. Gordon 
Brown, the shadow Chancel¬ 
lor. said last night “Ministers 
cannot tear up yet more elec¬ 
tion pledges without a wave of 
anger throughout the country 


about the consequences for 
health care, schools, transport 
basic amenities and our quali¬ 
ty of life.” 

With publiosector borrow¬ 
ing likely to reach £37 billion 
this year and at least £44 
billion next year, the govern¬ 
ment is anxious to reassure the 
markets of its determination to 
cut the budget deficit by taking 
a firm control on spending. 
The prime minister has made 
dear that he would favour 
tighter curbs on public spendr 
ing rather than higher taxes. 

Despite stringent measures 
in last year's public spending 
round, which resulted in cuts 
in some ministries. Mr 
Portillo is now searching for 
better value for money 
throughout Whitehafl. Offici¬ 
als saw that the search would 
focus on spending pro¬ 
grammes rather than on ad¬ 
ministration which has been 
tackled separately. 

Mr Major underlined this 
tough approach to public 
spending in his speech at die 
Carlton Chib on Wednesday. 
“It is always dangerously easy 
for the state to settle into habits 
of spending which outlast 
their purpose and outrun their 
budgets.” he said, “and to 
avoid that happening it is 
necessary from time to time to 


roqxamine tong-term trends 
in Expenditure- If we are to 
sustain sound public finance 
and make progress towards 
our goals of tower personal 
taxation, we must keep firm 
control of inflation and take a 
rigorous approach to public 
spending.” 

A decision to examine 
spending departments in him 
was taken in principle by the 
cabinet last May. before last 
year's spending round. Mr 
Portillo’s lenient approach to 
the social security department 
last autumn may well have 
been a signal that a radical 
streamlining of the govem- 
ment’s highest spending de¬ 
partment was on the way. 

Although Peter Lilley. the 
sodal security secretary, has 
insisted recently that it is 
difficult to curb benefit pay¬ 
ments during a recession. 
Treasury advisers feel that the 
government has no other op¬ 
tion. Child benefit, retirement 
pensions, unemployment ben¬ 
efit and disability benefits will 
all be reviewed. 

Many members of the cabi¬ 
net feel that universal benefits 
are no longer sustainable and 
there have been calls for 
taxing or means-testing child 
benefit 

Mr UUey is known to be 
concentrating on pension re¬ 
forms.

JOHN Major is demanding

THE Clinton administration 
is considering appointing a 
special envoy to gauge wheth¬ 
er the UN peace plan for 
Bosnia can be renegotiated 
into an acceptable form. 

White House officials said 
that the idea would be to

Children 
given 
‘slay in’ 
warning

CHILDREN are sleeping 
alongside their ponies and 
vigilante groups are running 
night patrols as frustration 
grows over the series of sexual 
attacks on horses in the 
Home Counties. 

Parents have discovered 
girts as young as seven miss¬ 
ing from their beds after they 
have sneaked out to check on 
ponies in remote fields and 
stables. Angie Johnson, co¬ 
ordinator of the south coast 
branch of Horsewatch, has 
joined police in advising par¬ 
ents to keep their children 
under lock and key. 

“1 have had calls from 
parents whose seven-year- 
olds have disappeared at two 
in the morning. Others say 
their teenage daughters are 
sleeping in barns to be near 
the horses, and taking along 
their boyfriends with flick 
knives in case they meet an 
intruder. It is really getting 
out of proportion. Parents 
must keep their children at 
home,” she said, adding that 
adults should accompany 
children on visits to isolated 
fields and stables. 

Throughout rural Hamp¬ 
shire. where most of the 
attacks have taken place, rid¬ 
ing schools ami livery yards 
have increased security. Sen¬ 
sor lights are sold out in some 
areas, and many yards now 
ensure a groom lives on site. 

More than 1.200 people 
have telephoned the police to 
give information to Operation 
Mountbatten. Police believe 
from the methods used and 
from information received 
that three different people are 
responsible for the attacks in 
the county. They have no 
reason to believe that they are 
working together, or are 
members of a cult

King grounds himself after ‘crowning achievement’

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BRITISH Airways yesterday appointed 
Sir Cohn Marshall as its new chairman 
as Lord King stepped down “to remove 
uncertainty and speculation about die 
future leadership” of the world’s most 
sticcesful airline. 

There was no mention of Richard 
Branson or his airline. Virgin Atlantic, 
nor of the £610.000 Kbel damages which 
BA had agreed to pay after allegations of 
“dirty tricks". Lend King turned angrily 
on a questioner who asked if the two 
were linked. “No — madam. " he snap¬ 
ped. He insisted the board meeting had 
been “a very happy occasion” Later be 
said: To have been chairman of British 
Airways during these last twelve memo¬ 
rable years I regard as the crowning 
achievement of my working life." 


Sir Colin, 59. retains responsibility for 
rnaxiy key departments including fi¬ 
nance, a decision which is unlikely to 
remove concern in the City that he should 
not have joint powers. But Robert Ayling, 
the commercial and operations director, 
becomes group managing director with 
responsibility for “the g reate r part of the 
business day4o-day". 

Lord King is to become the first 
president of BA for an initial three-year 
term. Sir Midiad Angus will become 
nonexecutive deputy chairman and act 
as a “watchdog" to ensure that “the 
board operates in the best interest of 
shareholders and in compliance with the 
Cadbury code of best practice". 

David Burnside, the controversial di¬ 
rector of public affairs, is leaving. BA said 


yesterday that, like Lord King, he had 
intended to step down in July but had 
derided to bring forward his departure to 
pursue an independent career. 

As Lord King left London in his 
Bentley with his wife Isabelle after the 
board meeting Richard Branson wished 
him well in his retirement 
John Prescott the shadow transport 
secretary, attacked the shake-up as “an 
astounding decision by rite BA board, 
which has promoted the principal offi¬ 
cers who have acknowledged the compa¬ 
ny’s responsibility for disreputable and 
illegal activities against a competitor 
airline".

Tories launch cash

THE Conservative party will 
have to raise C40-E50 million 
from business and individual 
supporters over the next few 
years to pay off its soaring 
deficit ana to finance the next 
election, campaign. 

Sir Norman Fowler, the 
parly diairman, admitted yes¬ 
terday that die Tories would 
have to raise a record amount 
over die next three to four 
years to eliminate a cumula¬ 
tive deficit expected to peak at 
El 9 mQlion next montb- 
This unprecedented fund- 
raising is in addition to a big 
cost-cutting exercise, part of 
the largest shake-up in the 
party organisation for de¬ 
cades. Central and area staff 
are being cut by more than a 
fifth, in chiding 42 compulsory 
redundancies by die year’s 
end. 

Sir Norman dampened 
speculation tbat he might 
return to the cabinet in the 
expected summer reshuffle by 
saying that he wanted to “see 
through these important and 
fundamental reforms". He 
would not say whether he 
would be staying at Central 
Office until the next election. 

Toty fund-raising is to be 
reorganised completely and 
new appeals to industry and 
individual donors will accom¬ 
pany a drive to raise party 
membership, now estimated 
at only “half a million-plus". 

Altogether, sixty-one Con¬ 
servative party workers will 
lose their jobs only 10 months 
after helping John Major se¬ 
cure an historic fourth general 
election victory. They in dude 
Patrick O'SuItivEn. 58, a mes¬ 
senger who started work at 
Central Office under Harold 
Macmillan, and a school- 
leaver who had joined in the 
golden era of Mrs Thatcher.

The shake-up. the biggest 
for 60 years, is designed to

42 of them compul¬ 
sory, win be divided between 
the party's headquarters in 
London, and the 10 regional 
offices, first established in the 
1930s under Stanley Baldwin, 
which are being slimmed 
down to six. 

Mr Fowler, the party chair¬ 
man, told them in January 
that the party’s debts were 
much higher than first feared, 
and that 60 jobs would have to 
disappear. Those on the hit list 
were called in individually on 
Thursday to be fold their fate. 
The official announcement 
was yesterday. 

Many of tire workers clear¬ 
ing their desks were in tears.

Shrinking party membership brings 
threat of more begging letters 


B ritish politics is increas¬ 
ingly an activity for a 
small minority of enthusiasts. 
The most striking announce¬ 
ment by Sir Norman Fowler 
yesterday was not about the 
redundancies among party 
staff or the reorganisation at 
Conservative Central Office 
but his admission that die 
party had only “half a million 
plus” members. 

This is a rough estimate 
since there are no national 
records. But until recently 
party chairmen have talked, 
or rather guessed, that the 
total was one dtitiran. 

The latest Toty figure is still 
twice that of individual Lab¬ 
our members. However, be¬ 
tween them, Britain’s three 
main parties now have well 
under one milli on members. 
The public is much more 
interested in voluntary work 
or the National Trust than 
malting a political commit¬ 
ment and the trend poses 
increasing financial difficul¬ 
ties for the parties. 

The core of Sir Norman’s 
announcement was finan cial. 


The combination of the 
spending binge under 
Kenneth Baker's chairman¬ 
ship and the long preelection 
campaign are primarily re¬ 
sponsible for a cumulative 
deficit expected to peak at El 9 
million next month. 

Yesterday’s cuts wfll merely 
ensure that the party lives 
within its income, reducing 
spending in real terms to its 
lowest level since 1979. The 
measures will not deal with 
the current deficit or the extra 
money the Tories wffl need to 
fight the next election. Sir 
Neuman estimates the party 
will have to raise £40 million 
to £50 million over the next 
three or four years. 

That would be a formidable 
task at any stage, but is 
doubly so now. when many 
businessinenaredisffluskmed 
with the Tories and the pat¬ 
tern of fund-raising has 
changed. Payments by focal 
constituencies now account 
for a tenth of total central 


income compared with almost 
a third in the past. The party 
aims to increase the propor¬ 
tion and wifl also hu nc h a 
membership drive. 


T he Tories face the farther. 

largely underappreciated 
problem — contributions 
from large public companies 
have been stagnant As Mich¬ 
ael Pinto-Dusdnnsky, the 
leading British authority on 
party finances, has said, this 
has made the Tories more 
dependent on large donations 
from individuals, such as a 
reported £2 million from John 
Latsis, the Greek shipping 
owner. That also partly re¬ 
flects the party’s failure to 
develop more ftuty direct mail 
fundraising techniques used 
so extensively in America. 

Sir Norman yesterday also 
announced big changes in the 
party’s fund-raising efforts 
with a new board of party 
treasurers of leading figures 
mainly from business and 


industry, and a new chairman 
of appeals. He hopes the 
reorganisation of Central Of¬ 
fice on a more businesslike 
footing and on a sound finan¬ 
cial basis — being seen to use 
resources efficiently — will 
convince supporters to make 
donations. The party wifl, 
however, have to tap new 
sources of new revenue to 
achieve its aims. Toty sup¬ 
porters will have to get used to 
repeated begging tetters. 

Sir Norman announced yes¬ 
terday that he enjoyed his 
present post more than his 
various cabinet jobs and said 
he wanted to stick with it to 
see through these "important 
and fundamental reforms.” 
He was predictably coy about 
bow long this might be. The 
implication is that his term 
will last beyond the expected 
summer cabinet reshuffle but 
not necessarily until the next 
election. He wants to be one 
of the few chairmen who 
makes a lasting impact on the 
Tory party.

Tories to rebel over 
leasehold sales bill

AN INTERNAL battle will be 
waged within the Conserva¬ 
tive party next week over 
government legislation, to 
compel landlords to sell then- 
properties to leasehold 
tenants. 

Tory MPs with large num¬ 
bers of leaseholders in their 
constituencies want to extend 
the right to buy to as many 
tenants as possible.

Opponents will argue 
for landlords to be paid at least 
the market rate and second 
homes to be exempted. 

The landlords’ lobby is con¬ 
sidering a legal challenge to 
try to bar lease-holding MPS 
from voting on legislation thai 
could bring them a windfall 

Sir Jerry Wiggin (C. Wes¬ 
ton-super-Mare) said: “There 
are leaseholders standing to 
make hundreds of thousands 
of pounds out of this. One 
talks about dukes, companies 
and charities, but there are 
many individuals who will be 
deprived of their property."

Stuntman killed on 
BBC film shoot 

The world-renowned stuntman lip Tipping plunged to his 
death yesterday while filming a reconstruction or the real- 
life escape of a parachutist who became entangled with a 
light aircraft He was taking part in an episode of the BBC I 
series 999 in a remote area of Northumberland. 

Mr Tipping, from Cobham, Surrey, was due to become a 
father for the first time soon and would have celebrated his 
35th birthday next week. He had appeared in Janies Bond 
and Indiana Jones films as well as television shows such as 
Bergerac and Inspector Morse. Northumbria police said it 
appeared that his parachute had failed to open. 

A joint investigation by the police and the Parachute 
Standards Association has been launched. The BBC has also 
established an enquiry. Ronald Neil managing director of 
regional broadcasting, said: “I am deeply shocked by tins 
news. It is a matter of great sadness and (he BBC will 
investigite the cause urgently and in detail.” 

Police pay saboteurs 

Solicitors acting for 28 bant saboteurs disclosed last night 
that Sussex police had agreed to pay an out of court 
settlement of £16^00 for wrongful arrest A spokesman for 
Sussex police at Lewes confirmed the payment The 
saboteurs were suing Sir Roger Birch, the chief constable of 
Sussex, for damages after police derided to drop charges of 
threatening behaviour following arrests at meets of the 
Chiddingfold, Leconfieid and Cowdray hunt at various 
locations in West Sussex since September 1990. Simon 
Wild, 34. of Chichester, said be was likely to receive £1,200, 
and that the other men and women would each get about 
£600. 

Heritage plan dropped 

English Heritage has effectively withdrawn its plans to hand 
over control of London’s 30.000 historic buildings to 
borough councils. Instead, it wifi far the time being give 
“flexible authorisation" to those councils it considers 
qualified to make derisions about the buildings. Proposals 
to abandon the powers that it inherited from the former 
Greater London Council were strongly opposed after their 
publication last November. Sir Hugh CnbitL chairman of 
English Heritage’s London advisory committee, said that it 
proposed to retain its frill powers of direction until each 
London borough established the competence on the 
conservation of historic buildings to make it unnecessary.

, TWO police surgeons were 
jailed yesterday for killing a 
remand prisoner by heavily 
ewer prescribing drugs. 

The doctors prescribed the 
drugs to the former heroin 
addict even though they must 
have known they would dam¬ 
age his heart and lungs, 
Birmingham Crown Court 
was told. 

Dr Dhirenda Saha, 55, of 
Waltham, near Grimsby, and 
Dr Chulum Salim. 55. of 
Grimsby, had both denied 
manslaughter but were con¬ 
victed of reckless or grossly 
negligent unlawful killing. 

Judge Richard Curtis gave 
Dr Saha the longer sentence 
of 21 months because he had 
prescribed the heroin substi¬ 
tute methadone to Graham 
Rawlinson, 23, in addition to 
the cocktail of drugs he was 
already being given shortly 
before his death. Dr Salim 
was jailed for 12 months and 
both were ordered to pay 
£10.000 towards the £50.000 
costs of the six-week trial. 

The judge told them: "I do 
not believe either of you could 
have properly examined the 
prisoner. You each behaved 
with criminal recklessness to¬ 
tally unbefitting of the medical 
profession.” 

Peter Birt QC. for the prose¬ 
cution, said that the prisoner 
had been transferred horn 
Strangeways prison in Man¬ 
chester to Grimsby police sta¬ 
tion in May 1990 after the 
riots and like many of the 


prisoners from there had been 
given tranquillisers to calm 
mm. He was prescribed a 
oocktail of drugs ijy the two 
doctors in Grimsby. That had 
changed him from a “fit, alert 
and cheerful young man” into 
a “zombie-like figure" who 
was seen staggering around 
the police station with glazed 
eyes. When his girl friend 
telephoned him. his speech 
had been slurred and within 
ten. days of his arrival at 
Grimsby he had slipped into a 
coma and had to be taken to 
hospital 

Mr Bin said that he was 
sent back to the police cells 
after leaving hospital. The 
methadone was prescribed in 
September and he again 
slipped into a coma and died 
soon afterwards. 

Defending Dr Saha. 
Kiernan Coon an QC said his 
client had received no guid¬ 
ance from anyone. “He was 
overwhelmed by the demands 
of manipulative addicts," he i 
said. Robert Smith QC said 
his client. Dr Salim, faced 
disciplinary proceedings by 
the General Medical Council 
and had been forced to seek 
retirement 

The Home Office said that 
“the holding of prisoners in 
police cells since the Strange¬ 
ways riots had has been a most 
unwelcome task". It hopes the 
119 Strangeways prisoners 
still in police cells will be back 
in prison in the next few 
weeks.

LORD King erf Wartnaby was 
last night heading back to die 
Leicestershire village whose 
name he took when he was 
ennobled in 1983. The 74- 
year-oki must be hoping for a 
quieter life than the one he. 
has lived since he took over 
tbe reins of British Airways at 
die age of 63. 

An inspired maverick who 
could be ruthless and yet 
capable of acts of personal 
kindness, John King was the 
epitome of Mrs Thatcher's 
ideal businessman. He was 
bom in west London, the son 
of a soldier. His mother took 
in washing and John King 
learnt ■ vety young how to' 
make his own way. 

While working in a garage 
near GiriMfoitL Surrey, dur¬ 
ing the war he fell for, and 


eventually married, the boss’s 
daughter. He was soon 
running his own engineering 
works, making military com¬ 
ponents. As the war ended, he 
realised dial the humble ball¬ 
bearing would be in great 
demand. He acquired a 
small company that he built 
up before it was merged, 
earning him about £10 
milli on. 

Directorships poured in 
and he moved up the social 
ladder before being knighted 
in 1979. Two years later, he 
was offered what seemed the 
ultimate challenge, the chair- 
manshipof state-owned, inef¬ 
ficient, loss-making British 
Airways. Mrs Thatcher, with 
whom he struck up a dose 
working relationship and 
whom he openly admired. 


wanted him to prepare it for 
privatisation, which he did 
with astonishing speed. 

His methods were draconi¬ 
an. He axed 23.000 staff 
from the payroll, dropped 
several routes, got rid of the 
“wrong" sort of aircraft, swal¬ 
lowed rivals and bludgeoned 
ministers into giving his new 
airline a dear run. BA 
emerged as the world’s most 
efficient and profitable 
airline. 

With Colin, now Sir Colin 
Marshall, the Cardinal Wd- 
sey to his Henry VIII, Lord 
King appeared to be able to 
do no wrong. But his aggres¬ 
sive determination encour¬ 
aged some within the 
company to transgress the 
rules of fair business practice. 
The Virgin affair at first 


annoyed, then worried, and 
finally destroyed him. Now, 
apart from his involvement in 
countless companies, he will 
be going back to the life of a 
rural grandee, shooting, 
hunting and watching the 
cricket dub he formed play on 
his private ground near his 
imposing Leicestershire 
house. “He wOl be available to 
cany out any duties we may 
request of him." Sir Colin 
Marshall the new chairman, 
said. “ It is fair to say, however, 
dial we won’t expect to see 
him working on anything like 
a full-time basis.”

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Battle of the 
sexes delays 
new Catholic 
catechism 


■ Roman Catholics hoping soon to read 
the English version of the new catechism of 
their church are facing disappointment

THE question of whether the 
word “men" can refer to 
women as well could delay by 
months the publication of die 
new catechism of the Roman 
Catholic church in English. 

The Catechism of the Cath¬ 
olic Church, which brings 
church thinking up to date on 
morality, has been translated 
using non-sexist language for 
sale in England and the 
United States. 

However, authorities at the 
Vatican are unhappy with 
variations from the original 
French text, according to the 
Catholic weekly The Universe. 
The issue is dividing bishops 
and cardinals in Rome, most 
of whom are determined to 
stand by the original 
The new catechism, which 
prohibits tax evasion and drug 
dealing as well as the more 
traditional sins, was to be on 
sale in England by Easter, but 
publication by then looks in¬ 
creasingly unlikely. 

The work, the first time in 
more than 400 yean that die 
church's teaching has been 
brought together in one vol¬ 
ume. contains a more liberal 
interpretation of the Ten Com¬ 
mandments. Among modem 
sins it indudes drink-driving, 
manipulating public opinion, 
incitement to pornography 
and producing or peddling 
drugs. Grave sins indude 
consulting mediums and 
horoscopes, and superstition. 

The translation into English 
has caused more problems 
than that into Italian. Spanish 
and German, because English 
grammar is not naturally in¬ 
clusive. according to one 
source. Nearly every para¬ 
graph is said to be affected. In 
an attempt to be politically 
correct. English and Ameri¬ 
can translators have resisted 
using the the words “men”, 
“mankind" and male pro¬ 
nouns where the catechism is 
referring to both sexes and 


used “people” and “persons” 
instead. 

English and American bish¬ 
ops, many of whom believe the 
use of inclusive language is 
essential to achieve a wide 
circulation in English-speak¬ 
ing countries, met Catholic 
leaders in Rome earlier this 
week in an attempt to resolve 
the dispute. 

The Right Rev David 
Konstant bishop of Leeds, 
one of die seven authors of the 
catechism, was in Rome with 
Cardinal Bernard Law of Bos¬ 
ton. They have both argued 
for the retention of the inclu¬ 
sive language. The Archbish¬ 
op of Birmingham, die Most 
Rev Maurice Couve de 
M urvilie. who is on the conser¬ 
vative wing of the church, was 
also in Rome this week. Ac¬ 
cording to one source, the 
bishops were involved in talks 
with Cardinal Joseph 
Ratonger, of the Congrega¬ 
tion for die Doctrine of the 
Faith. 

The 700-page catechism is 
to be published by Geoffrey 
Chapman of London, which 
plans a print-run of 12.000 for 
England and 10,000 for 
Ireland. 

Sr Lavinia Byrne, at the 
Council of Churches for Brit¬ 
ain and Ireland, said it was 
possible now to buy accounts 
of the earliest church councils, 
from Nicaea in 325. in inclu¬ 
sive language. She said: “it is 
possible to translate all docu¬ 
ments into inclusive language. 
Hus is essential if the church is 
not to seem antiquated in a 
world where everyone else is 
snuggling to use inclusive 
language." 

Sr Myra Poole, a campaign¬ 
er for women’s ordination in 
the Catholic church, said: 
“They do not understand the 
importance of language and 
symbolism. If the inclusive 
language is taken out. it really 
will be a regrettable step.”

Tennis club’s ban on women 
members appals minister

A DECISION by one of 
Ireland's most prestigious 
sports dubs to maintain a ban 
on women members was 
described as chilling and un¬ 
acceptable by a government 
minister yesterday. 

Mary O’Rourke, minister 
for labour, said Fitzwilliam 
Lawn Tennis Chib had be¬ 
come “symbolic of the en¬ 
trenched attitudes of men 
towards women in Ireland”. 
Her brother, the former depu¬ 
ty prime minister Brian 
Lerrihan, is a member of the 
dub in south Dublin. 

There have been several 
attempts to reform the 
Fitzwilliam. which was estab¬ 
lished in 1870 and has many 
top male lawyers and doctors 
among its members. 

Women are admitted only 
as guests. Wives have free 
access to most facilities, in¬ 


cluding the tennis and squash 
courts, but are not allowed to 
buy a drink at the bar or use 
the gymnasium or billiards 
room. They have no say in the 
way the dub is run. 

The latest proposal to allow 
women members, which was 
backed fay the dub president 
and committee, required a 
two-thirds majority in a secret 
ballot- There were 345 votes 
in favour of admitting women 
and 277 a gains t, although 
only about a third of the 
m emb ers voted. 

The main arguments 
against women are that the 
dub lacks suitable facilities, 
they would bring their hus¬ 
bands to the dub, and that the 
hallowed portals of the 
Fitzwilliam would, according 
to one member, be “swarming 
with children”. 

The Fitzwilliam may not be 


able to resist change for much 
longer, however. New legisla¬ 
tion is being drawn up to 
outlaw discrimination of any 
fcfnri in all dubs. 

Mervyn Taylor. minister for 
equality and law reform, has 
already focused on golf dubs, 
many of which do not grant 
full membership to women. 
He was very disappointed 
yesterday at what he 
described as the undemocrat¬ 
ic developments at 
Fitz wflHam. but he could not 
confirm that the new legist 
tion would definitely force the 
dub to change its rules. 

Anne Taylor, president of 
Che Council for the Status of 
Women, said the government 
should deprive the dub of its 
drinks licence in an attempt 
to encourage tire minority of 
members who voted against 
women to think again. 




Age of conflict 
must be ended

T o many ob¬ 
servers. the 
Israeli govern¬ 
ment’s banish¬ 
ment of 396 
Palestinians to 
their encamp¬ 
ment in southern 
Lebanon and the 
refusal of hu¬ 
manitarian aid 
appears cruel and 

immoral. Yet 
world opinion has 
failed to acknowledge the 
political intentions of these 
deportees. 

Hamas, the Islamic Resis¬ 
tance Movement to which 
these exiles allegedly belong, 
was founded in Gaza In 
1987 at the beginning of the 
Intifada and bom the outset 
marip dear that its ultimate 
aim was to create a Muslim 
Palestine from the Mediter¬ 
ranean to the Jordan. In its 
manifesto, Hamas un¬ 
compromisingly declares: 
“The Islamic Resistence 
Movement believes that aff 
the land of Palestine is 
sacred to Islam, through all 
the generations and forever, 
and it is forbidden to aban¬ 
don it or to yield it.” 

Faced with such a threat 
it is not surprising that 
Israel has sought to divest 
itself of this enemy within 
its own borders. In a post- 
Holocaust world. Israd 
must be eternally vigilant 
against those who seek to 
e limina te the Jewish people 
from their ancestral sofl. 
Nonetheless, such concern 
does not provide a justifica¬ 
tion for all political actions; 
rather tire Jewish tradition 
serves as a check against 
excesses. 

Traditionally. Israel's rela¬ 
tionships with neighbouring 
nations have been conduct¬ 
ed according to the rules of 
covenant In the Hebrew 
scriptures, a covenant is a 
two-sided agreement and 
the ultimate covenant rela¬ 
tionship is that of the Jewish 
people with God. Provided 
the people of Israd walk in 
the ways of the Lord. He will 
be God and they will be His 
people. A co v en a nt lays 
down responsibilities as 
well as privileges; it de¬ 



mands giving as 
well as taking, ob¬ 
ligations as well 
as benefits. So it 
should be in poli¬ 
tics. Israd has a 
duty to ensure 
justice for the Pal¬ 
estinian people. 
In return, the 
Palestinians must 
acknowledge Is- 
rad's right to ex¬ 
ist Together. Jew 
and Arab must be comntit- 
ted to harmony and reconcil¬ 
iation. Such peace has, 
unfortunately, not yet been 
achieved. For five decades, 
the Jewish nation has strug¬ 
gled against its neighbours. 
Today, more than ever, un¬ 
derstanding and forgiveness 
are required, but it must be 
from both sides. 

I srael is in an unenvi¬ 
able position. There is do 
doubt that Hamas is a real 
threat to state security. Yet 
there is pressure on all sides. 
None of the surrounding 
Arab states is wffing to offer 
a borne to these people. The 
American Jewish commun¬ 
ity is uneasy at what is 
perceived to be Israel’s in¬ 
transigence. StfiL it is essen¬ 
tial that the plight of these 
396 alleged terrorists 
should not get in the way of 
the peace process. 

This terrible history of 
Arab-Jew conflict in the 
Middle East must come to 
an end. Now that the desire 
of the Jewish people for a 
homeland has been fulfilled, 
the nation must turn its 
attention to the plight of 
legitimate Palestinian refu¬ 
gees who have been dispos¬ 
sessed of their homes. A 
covenant must be estab¬ 
lished; Jews and Arabs must 
work together towards a 
mutual peace. When such a 
covenant is established, we 
can echo the words of the 
psalmist “Behold how good 
and joyful a tiling it is for 
bremem to dwell together in 
unity.”

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Lancet accuses 
breast cancer

DOCTORS are losing the 
banle against breast cancer 
which continues lo kill thou¬ 
sands of women.

Heart risk 
traced to 
hormones

HIGH blood pressure; one 
of the main risk factors in 
heart disease, is not the 
product of an excessive life 
style but the result of 
hormones in the womb, 
new research suggests. 

Professor Christopher 
Edwards and colleagues 
from the department of 
medicine at the University 
of Edinburgh studied lev¬ 
els of steroid hormones 
called glucocorticoids, 
which are produced by 
mothers. If the foetus is 
exposed to too much glu¬ 
cocorticoid, birth weight is 
low and blood pressure is 
high. 

The Edinburgh team 
suggests that the high 
glucocorticoid levels may 
impair development of the 
heart and blood vessels. 
The result is hi^i Wood 
pressure, and all the risks 
it carries with it. 


cent reduction in the death 
rate between those ages, when 
screening is effective, trans¬ 
lates into only 15.000 lives 
saved out of 150,000 expected 
deaths in the next decade. 
Researchers should be asking 
“why this approach is so 
disappointing”, the Lancet 
says in an editorial. 

New surgical techniques 
that aim to preserve the breast 
have neither improved surviv¬ 
al rates nor. surprisingly, re¬ 
duced psychosocial or psycho- 
sexual problems, possibly 
because fear of death over¬ 
whelms fear of disfigurement 
The Lancet says it is time to 
“pause and ask what we have 
really achieved for women 
with breast cancer and where 
we should be going". 

Professor Nick Wright, di¬ 
rector of clinical research at 
the Imperial Cancer Research 
Fund, denied that the organis¬ 
ation had ever claimed a 
medical breakthrough for any 
kind of cancer. “No one is 
more aware than us that new 
approaches are needed for 
breast cancer which, is why we 
spend at least half the £5 
million a year we devote to the 
disease trying to discover and 
develop them." 

A review in the American 
journal Science paints an 
equally gloomy picture, ob¬ 
serving that the nskof breast 
cancer has doubled in North 
America since 1940. One in 
eight American women is 
expected to have the disease, 
although some of that rise is 
the result of improved 
detection. 

One of the best hopes for 
preventing the cancer — by 
changes -in diet — has also 
faded. The theory that eating 
fatty foods increases the risk 
appears to have been dis¬ 
proved. the journal says. Large 
studies in America and The 
Netherlands have found no 
link between the disease and 
fat in the adul t diet. 

These failures have not di¬ 
minished hope of progress. 
The US Congress, after in¬ 
tense lobbying; has doubled 
research funds for breast can¬ 
cer this year to $210 million.

£5m profit boosts Intercity 
managers’ fight for network

SENIOR Intercity managers 
believe their campaign against 
die government’s decision to 
break up their rafl network 
wfll be boosted by an annual 
profit of about £5 million. 

The expected profit to be 
announced in June, has been 
achieved despite the loss of £70 
million in passenger receipts 
because of foe recession. 

The Intercity managers 
have made no secret of their 
disappointment with their foie 
and next week are due to meet 
Roger Freeman, foe public 
transport minister, to “discuss 
how brand strengths can be 
retained and developed". 

There is a growing percep¬ 
tion that without a strong 
measure of cooperation be¬ 
tween franchise holders, the 
privatisation exercise could de¬ 
generate into unco-ordinated 
confusion. With 14,000 legal 
agreements covering the BR 


network, pessimists have 
painted a picture of angry 
passengers being stranded 
while lawyers dig into a 
goldmine. Potential conflicts 
could range from who blows 
foe whistle on a platform to 
complex disputes over ticket¬ 
ing arrangements. 

To quieten the critics. Mr 
Freeman wiD examine foe 
possibility of allowing fran¬ 
chise holders to set up a jointly 
owned company that would, 
in effect ensure that 200,000 
daily Intercity customers 
would be largety unaware they 
were travelling on indepen¬ 
dently operated services. The 
company could be established 
only wiih the approval of 
Roger Salmon the merchant 
banker who will become direc¬ 
tor of passenger rail fran¬ 
chising. 

Crucially, it would maintain 
the philosophy of Intercity as 


an easy-to-use alternative to 
road and air travel although 
foe players would be responsi¬ 
ble for their own financial 
fates. 

The company would also 
ensure that an Intercity travel¬ 
ler could buy a through ticket 
to Glasgow from Penzance 
and slide seamlessly from one 
“terr i t o ry" into another. 

Such a centre could contin¬ 
ue to market Intercity while 
ensuring agreement on crucial 
questions of maintaining foe 
brand name, advertising and 
special deal fares. Just as 
importantly, it would enable 
the company to own and lease 
foe trains and rolling stock, 
which coukl in turn be leased 
out tp the various franchise 
holders to cut costs and allow 
them to borrow each other's 
stock.

Maimed geese left 
to die by gun clubs

SCORES of injured geese 
turning up on the banks of 
the river Tay are worrying 
local people, who blame conti¬ 
nental shooting parties for 
the carnage. 

Dundee District Council 
yesterday contacted the Scot¬ 
tish Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals and 
called in wfldlife rangers to 
monitor the dead and dying 
birds. Some are missing feet 
and dragging broken wings. 

Bruce Anderson, Tayside 
conservation officer for the 
Royal Society for the Protec¬ 
tion of Birds, said: "There is 
concern about the shooting 
parties. Italians in particular. 
People are reporting that they 
are shooting large numbers 
at a time, shooting at random 
into flocks, shorting into 
flocks on the ground and 
shooting birds other than 
geese." He said that it was 


legal to shoot geese and foe 
society could become involved 
only if illegal lures or repeat¬ 
ing shotguns were used. 

Charles Farquhar. a coun¬ 
cillor. said that hundreds of 
the birds were bdng maimed. 
“Some are suffering dreadful¬ 
ly before they die. We are 
writing to the German and 
Italian ambassadors." 

The British Association for 
Shooting and Conservation 
sent its local officer to 
Kin goodie, scene of some of 
the worst carnage, yesterday. 
The association has a code of 
conduct that it gives to all 
hotels and guides offering 
shooting facilities. 

Robin Peel head of public 
affairs for the association, 
said: “U is a problem. We wall 
be bolding a series of meet¬ 
ings with all concerned in an 
attempt to ensure our code of 
practice is enforced.”

Ministers agonise over new Euro-seats

THE government is grap¬ 
pling with the unusual, and 
politically sensitive, predica¬ 
ment of how to allocate six 
extra seats in the European 
Parliament Proposals for a 
limited redrawing of bound¬ 
aries are imminent. For sitting 
MEPs and aspirants, such as 
Edwina Currie, searching for 
a safe—or at least winnable— 
seat, this is causing great 
concern. Most will not know 
for several months whether 
they are fighting a constituen¬ 
cy that is secure, marginal or 
hopeless and the parties can¬ 
not calculate their overall 
prospects. 

European Community lead¬ 
ers decreed at Edinburgh last 
December that the United 
Kingdom, France and Italy 
should have 87 seats each, 
rather than 81. in the next 
parliament due to be elected 
in 1994. This is to provide a 
counter-balance to Germany’s 
jump from 81 to 97 seats, 
resulting from the 20 per cent 
increase in its population after 
reunification. 

This change presents few 
problems for countries with 
proportional representation. 


■ Aspiring Euro-MPs’ plans have been thrown into confusion by 
attempts to fit in six more seats for next year’s election 


but causes headaches for the 
United Kingdom, with its 
angle-member arrangement 
How can the 78 constituencies 
in Britain — the other three 
are in Northern Ireland — be 
transformed into 84 without 
enormous disruption? 

The parties are already 
choosing candidates for exist¬ 
ing seals now they will have to 
start again. The liberal Dem¬ 
ocrats suggested a simple, 
albeit self-interested, solution: 

put the extra six seats into a 
pool and allocate them in 


proportion to the nationwide 
vote. Not surprisingly. John 
Major rejected the idea. 

Other options indude allo¬ 
cating seats to all parts of foe 
United Kingdom, but the 
main changes are likely to 
affect England. Its electoral 
map has to be rejigged to 
produce 71 or 72 equal-sued 
constituencies instead of the 
existing 66. Scotland and 
Wales do not have to change 
since, even under the new 
quota, they remain entitled to 
only eight and four seats 


respectively, though they 
might gain an extra one for 
political reasons. 

There is a particular absur¬ 
dity about the English redis¬ 
tricting. Each constituency 
consists of seven or eight 
average-sized Westminster 
seats. To be ready fertile 1994 
elections, legislation will be 
needed to short-circuit existing 
provisions for local enquiries. 

The new boundaries will be 
drawn on the basis of the 
outdated 1983 parliamentary 
constituencies, which are

The new 
Westminster seats are at 
present only hypothetical, so 
the Euro-boundaries next year 
will have only a brief life. The 
1999 European elections will 
be based on the new Westmin¬ 
ster boundaries. (There may 
be fewer MEPs from the 
United Kingdom after the 
admissi on of new countries to 
the EC.) 

In the 1989 European elec¬ 
tions, the 66 English seats 
split 34 Labour and 32 Tory. 
If votes had been divided as in 
the 1992 general election, 
they would have split 22 
Labour to 44 Tory. 

Assuming the extra six seats 
are all in England, how would 
the 72 new sears divide? On 
the basis of the April 1992 
electorate, the new population 
for a Euro-constituency would 
be 501.000. Starting in Corah 
wall, we have worked across 
England, putting Westmin¬ 
ster sears into compact 
groupings with between 
460.000 and 540,000 elec¬ 
tors. Existing boundaries have 
been disturbed as little as 
possible. This is obviously 
arbitrary, although the 
Boundary Commission pro¬ 
posals will also be arbitrary 
and the implications may not 
be vety different. 

Constituency names present 
real difficulties, especially for 
the heterogeneous, boundary- 
crossing seats in the Mid¬ 
lands. We have used cumber¬ 
some labels, just as the 
Boundary Commision felt 
forced to do. We have only 
once lapsed into a poetic 
simplification — the Dukeries 
— and we are aware that it 
would displease many of the 
inhabitants of that part of 
Nottinghamshire and Derby¬ 
shire. Even our long-winded 
labels often fail to allow for an 
isolated Westminster seat that 
the pursuit of numerical 
equality forced us to attach to a 
European seat otherwise 
drawn from one country. 

The new map was drawn up 
without regard to party conse¬ 
quences. If votes were divided 
in the same proportions as on 
April 9. the 72 English Euro- 
seats would divide 49 Toiy to 
23 labour instead of the 44- 
22 division that would have 
occurred with the former 66. 
For Britain, the new total of 84 
seats would divide 50 to 33 
with the last seat. Highlands 
and Islands, trembling be¬ 
tween liberal Democrat and 
Scottish nationalist 

Only nine of the old seats 
survive unchanged but the

parties gain fairly evenly from 
the alterations. The Tories 
would win four seals (Derby. 
Humberside North, Lanca¬ 
shire East and Staffordshire 
East} which previously would 
have gone to Labour on the 
J992 votes, bur the changes 
would also save three seats for 
Labour that otherwise would# 4 
have gone to the Tories. 

The Tories are the clear 
gainers, however, when we 
consider the six proposed seats 
that have the best claim to be 
considered “new”. Three are 
in foe South, two in the 
Midlands and one in the 
North. All would go to the 
Tories except one, the 
Dukeries. All estimates are on 
the basis of votes cast in 1992. 
Between the 1989 European 
election and the 1992 general 
election there was a swing of 
6.8 per cent from Labour to 
Tory. If a si milar swing back 
to Labour is assumed in the 
new seats, the result in Britain^ 
would be changed in 15 seats: 
Labour would get 46 to the 
Tories’ 36, with two for other 
parties. This contrasts with the 
1989 result of 45 seats for 
Labour to 32 Toiy. 

In 1992, 43 per cent of the 
national vote won the Tories 
51 per cent of the Westminster 
seats, but it would have won 
them 60 per cent of the 
European seats on existing 
boundaries or on the new 
map. The exaggerative quali¬ 
ties of foe first-past-the-post 
electoral system are more ex¬ 
treme with 84 large seats than 
when the law of averages 
works itself out over 651 seats.

THE government is to

At last year’s party 
conference, Mr Major con¬ 
demned travellers for “de¬ 
stroying the property of 
others" and sponging on 
the welfare state. In spite of 


the provision of sites for 
9,000 gypsy caravans since 
1968,4,500 remain illegal¬ 
ly camped. 

Mr Baldly was speaking 
in a debate on a private 
member's bill to force 
councils to dispose of gypsy 
caravan sites.

IN TEH RAN 

AS THE fourteenth anniver¬ 
sary of the Islamic revolution 
is celebrated this week. Iran's 
mling m ullahs are facing 
increasing defiance and disre¬ 
spect from the public and 
sections of the conventional 
security forces. 

Police officers have inter¬ 
vened to prevent die more 
ideologically motivated Revo¬ 
lutionary Guards detaining 
women infringing the stria 
Islamic dress code, and regu¬ 
lar troops have dashed with 
die guards in at least one 
Tehran barracks over attempts 


to tighten Islamic discipline in 
their ranks. 

Western observers recently 
witnessed one dash between 
policemen and bearded 
guards trying to round up 
women in north Tehran's 
Tajesh Square. In one unre¬ 
ported dash between lowly 
paid soldiers and the guards 
last September. Western 
sources said that seven people 
were kiDed and 40 injured. 

It is not uncommon to see 
members of the middle and 
upper classes spit and shout at 
vigilantes imposing the Islam¬ 
ic code on the streets and in 
the homes of the capital. 
Many younger women are

persisting in wearing anoraks, 
make-up and fluorescent 
socks, defying norms laid 
down by the M disciplinary 
forces". The Increasing chall¬ 
enge to revolutionary tenets 
established by Ayatollah Kho¬ 
meini Iran's late spiritual 
leader, is being matched, four 
years after his death, by signs 
of public disrespect that would 
have been unimaginable be¬ 
fore. As a crude way of 


indicating opposition to the 
clerical hierarchy, many Iran¬ 
ians often refer to the lavatory 
as daftar-e-imam, or “the 
imam's office”. A decision by 
the central bank to overrule 
the late ayatollah’s wishes and 
put his image on banknotes 
was accompanied by an order 
that any found defaced would 
not be treated as legal tender. 

A senior Nato diplomat 
said; “People are so hard- 


pressed economically they are 
becoming fearless. They feel 
that now they have nothing to 
lose." Some analysts, even 
those sympathetic to Islam, 
believe tension will continue to 
grow because of what is seen 
as a doomed attempt to 
modernise the economy while 
at the same time forbidding 
any accompanying social or 
ideological thaw. 

Ayatollah All Khamenei, 
the hardlin e spiritual leader, 
acknowledged the problems 
last month when he appointed 
nin e senior Muslim clerics to 
find ideologically acceptable 
answers to the problems posed 
by the 20th century. "You 


should now assume the re¬ 
sponsibility of responding to 
the current needs of the Mus¬ 
lim individual and society 
from the viewpoint of Sharia 
[Islamic law].” he said. “Your 
mission is to find rational and 
scholastic answers for the 
questions raised by the Islamic 
community today." 

Contempt for the mullahs is 
voiced openly to Westerners. A 
bearded hotel worker laughed 
derisively as he pointed to a 
large sign in the lobby of the 
luxury Azadi Grand Hotel, 
declaring "Down with the 
USA", while at the reception 
desk guests were told that 
room bills could be settled only 


in US dollars. “The sign 
should say: *We love your 
greenbacks'," the worker said. 

Along the teeming alleys of 
the bazaar, the main joke 
among merchants this week 
concerned widespread ru¬ 
mours that Iran’s $500 mil¬ 
lion (£350 million) KDo Class 
submarine, bought last year 
from Russia, had sunk or run 
aground because of the incom¬

UK backs author’s right to speak and travel 

Whitehall support for 
Rushdie angers Iran

TEHRAN accused Britain 
yesterday of fuelling hostility 
between the two countries over 
the Salman Rushdie affair, as 
Whitehall indicated that it 
supports the author’s decision 
to begin emerging from hid¬ 
ing. four years after Ayatollah 
Khomeini, Iran's late spiritual 
leader, called on the Islamic 
world to kin him. 

Iran is angry that Mr 
Rushdie was invited to the 
Foreign Office on Thursday in 
a show of government sup¬ 
port. The official Iranian news 
agency. Ima. said: “The 
refuelling of the [Rushdie] 
dispute coincides with moves 
by Britain to extend its arms 
embargo against Iran to in¬ 
dude high technology, follow¬ 
ing requests from the US. 

“The British government is 
also thought to be under 
pressure from Israel to take a 
more hostile line against Iran. 

S iven its opposition to the 
ionist regime and its scepti¬ 
cism about the so-called Mid¬ 
dle East peace process." 

Mr Rushdie, who has 
stayed at more than 200 ad¬ 
dresses since the fatwa was 
declared against him, this 
week said he had dedded to 
live a more normal life. “I*ve 
had it, frankly, with this kind 
of stuff." he told BBC radio. 

The Indian-bom author has 
lived under police protection 
since his book. The Satanic 
Verses, was ruled blasphe¬ 
mous to Islam. An Iranian 


foundation at first offered a $1 
million (£695.000) bounty for 
his death, doubled it last year, 
and in November increased it 
again to indude all expenses 
involved in his execution. 

Britain yesterday denied it 
was seeking to antagonise 
Iran by inviting Mr Rushdie 
to meet Douglas Hogg, the 
Foreign Office minister, for 45 
minutes on Thursday. A 
spokesman said the govern¬ 
ment had felt it “right to 
demonstrate our stand" after 
Iranian religious leaders sev¬ 
eral times recently confirmed 
the fatwa and the bounty. He 
said the government's policy 
on handling the case had not 
changed, but a decision had 
been made to take a higher 
profile in trying to reach a 
solution. 

"You have a policy and you 
pursue it unto you reach a 
solution," the spokesman said. 
"Salman Rushdie is now 
being more visible and if you 
ask ‘are we angry about that? 
the answer is no. He enjoys the 
same rights to free speech and 
travel as anyone else." 

The spokesman said that 
Mr Hogg had told Mr Rush¬ 
die that Britain was greatly 
concerned by the continued 
failure of Iran to repudiate the 
death order. 

Iran says the death sentence 
is a religious edict which the 
Tehran government cannot 
change. Only Ayatollah Kho¬ 
meini could have withdrawn 


the fatwa. President Rafsan- 
jani said earlier this week. 

Mr Rushdie has also react¬ 
ed to press criticism that he 
had not contributed enough 
financially to the millions of 
pounds it has so far cost to 
safeguard him. He said he 
had paid at least £100,000 a 
year towards the costs of his 
protection. 

The author has appeared in 
public in England several 
times in the past year, giving 
speeches and attending liter¬ 
ary functions. He has also 
travelled to the United States 
and Ireland. Mr Rushdie said 
the government had offered to 
support his efforts to bring his 
case before international bod¬ 
ies, including the United Nar 
tions Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion in Geneva. 

Tehran cut relations with 
Britain in March 1989 over 
publication of Mr Rushdie's 
book. Diplomatic links were 
restored in September 1990 
but Britain has made it dear 
that resumption of full diplo¬ 
matic relations depends on 
Iran lifting the fatwa. 

In Tehran, President Raf- 
sanjani yesterday urged Iran¬ 
ians to take to the streets next 
Thursday on the anniversary 
of the Islamic revolution 
which overthrew the late Shah 
in 1979. "Your presence at file 
rallies can be as effective as 
1.000 atomic bombs against 
our enemies," he told crowds 
attending Friday prayers.

Expulsions draw party flak for Rabin

YITZHAK Rabin's military 
demeanour does not accept 
easily the concept of retreat So 
when the Israeli army yester¬ 
day released a list of 101 
Palestinian deportees to be 
repatriated, die first instal¬ 
ment of a package of conces¬ 
sions over the expulsions, it 
damaged the tough reput¬ 
ation of the prime minister, 
die country's most celebrated 
former general. 

The compromise could as¬ 
sist Warren Christopher, the 
American Secretary of State, 
to revive the peace process 
when he visits the M iddle East 
in less than two weeks. But Mr 
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Rabin's handling of the depor¬ 
tations affair has left a ques¬ 
tion mark over his leaderehip. 

Only seven months ago, 
when the Labour party leader 
came to power on a wave of 
public enthusiasm and expec¬ 
tation, it was widely accepted 
that Mr Rabin was die only 
politician who could deliver 
peace with Israel’s Arab 
neighbours while safeguard¬ 
ing the country* security 
needs. Even-though the veter¬ 
an leader was better known for 
his militaiy prowess than his 
diplomatic skills, the no-non¬ 
sense approach to peacemak¬ 
ing made his promise to reach 
an accord with the Palestin¬ 
ians and the Syrians within a 
year highly plausible 

Today, however, reflecting 
on the way he derided to de¬ 
port 415 Palestinians suspect¬ 
ed of membership of banned 
militant Islamic groups and 
his handling of die unfolding 
crisis, members of his party 
are coming to some depress¬ 
ing conclusions. Not only did 
Mr Rabin steamroller the de¬ 
portation order through the 
cabinet, but he failed to make 
dear the scale and implica¬ 


tions of the order before Israel 
was embroiled in a fiasco. The

been enhanced to the detri¬ 
ment of more moderate Pales¬ 
tinians, and Israel has been 
led into an unnecessary con¬ 
frontation with the United 
Nations Security Council and 
the Clinton administration. 

The strains on Mr Rabin 
emerged this week during the 
cabinet meeting when he 
abruptly silenced David libai. 
toe -justice minister, the only 
member of his government to 
voice objections about the 
deportation derision and to 
abstain during the initial vote. 

The Israeli leader has faced 
a barrage of complaints from 
within his party for his auto¬ 
cratic style of leadership and 
his refusal to accept criticism. 
“Fear stalks the cabinet" said 
Haggain Merom. a Labour 
MP who alleged that policy 
was being set by aides in the 
prime minister’s office. 

A number of members of 
the Labour party are disaffect¬ 
ed with what they see as Mr 
Rabin’s dictatorial manner 
and impatient that none of his 
election promises have been 


fulfilled. It seems likely, for 
instance, that the bilateral 
peace talks, the main focus of 
the left-wing coalition govern¬ 
ment's policy, will not now 
reconvene until ApriL Even 
then. Israel Syria, Jordan, 
Lebanon and the Palestinians 
will be no nearer a solution 
than when they broke off 
negotiations in December. 

To make matters worse, the 
coalition government is show¬ 
ing new signs of fragmenta¬ 
tion.. because of- ^Strains 
between the two junior part¬ 
ners, the left-wing Meretz 
party and the ultra-orthodox 
S has party. 

Although Mr Rabin enjoys 
broad public support, that 
may also begin to slide, partio 
ulariy if the main opposition 
Likud party elects the populv 
Benjamin Netanyahu as its 
leader to replace Yitzhak Sha¬ 
mir, the Cornier prime minis¬ 
ter. “The government was 
correct when it said it would 
have a year to prove itself," 
said one political observer. 
“The time is nearly up and it 
has still achieved nothing."

The Khmer Rouge has nev^ 
er co-operated with UN forces 
hying to implement the peace 
agreement signed by the four 
warring factions in October 

1991. Irhas refused to disarm, 
put its soldiers under UN 
supervision, allow UN person¬ 
nel free access to its zones or 
take part in the UN-sponsored 
election scheduled for May. 

The Khmer Rouge has braz¬ 


enly attacked UN peacekeep- 
ers and held them hostage to 
show its power over the zones 
it controls. Months of diplo¬ 
matic manoeuvring and per¬ 
suasion by Peking, its former 
backer, and even Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk, have 
failed to bring the Khmer 
Rouge into the process. 

"fit’s let the Khmer Rouge 
become outlaws or rebels and

“1 think Cambodia will have 
to deal for the next ten to 15 
years with insurgents,” he 
said, estimating the Khmer 
Rouge troop strength at about 
8,000 to 10,000 men with 
200,000 to 400.000 people 
living in zones it controls. 

UN observers said yesterday 
that Cambodian government 
troops were withdrawing bum 
areas where they had mount¬ 
ed an offensive against the 
Khmer Rouge. The troops 
were not being beaten back 
and appeared to be leaving of 


their own accord. The UN 
criticised the offensive, which 
began eariy in the week, 
claiming it went beyond the 
self-defence permitted under 
the 1991 peace accords. 

In tire past month, govern¬ 
ment troops have pushed to 
within shelling range of the 
Khmer Rouge headquarters 
of Pailin. in Battambang prov¬ 
ince. not far from the Thai 
frontier. The government said 
on Tuesday it had halted its 
offensive and pledged it would 
not attack Pailin unless the 
guerrillas hit targets in 
Battambang and provided 
UN peacekeeping forces es¬ 
tablished a buffer force be¬ 
tween the two sides. 

Prince Sihanouk, who has 
repeatedly changed his mind 1 
about a presidential election 
and whether to tun in it, has 
indicated he will invite die 
Khmer Rouge to join a new 
government formed after the 
elections. 

The international commun¬ 
ity would be prepared to 
accept the Khmer Rouge as 
part of a new government 
despite its refusal to partici¬ 
pate in any elections as a way 
of seeking peace, Mr Jennar 
said. "I am sure Prince Siha¬ 
nouk will try.” he said. “I am 
not sure he will have success.”

SOUTH Africa's foreign min¬ 
ister, R. F. “Pflc" Botha, gave a 
warning yesterday that con¬ 
structive relations between die 
African National Congress 
and the government had been 
threatened by the discoveiy of 
arms and ammunition bong 
smuggled into the country 
from Swaziland, allegedly by 
the ANC's armed wing. Urn- 
kbonto we Sizwe. 

Mr Botha laid foreign dip¬ 
lomats in Cape Town on 
Thursday that die negotiation 
process had been jeopardised, 
and a sub-committee of the 
two negotiating teams on sec¬ 
urity matters was suddenly 
upgraded by the presence of 
Herons Kriei, the law and 
order minister, and Rodf 
Meyer, the constitutional dev¬ 
elopment minister. But Mr 
Botha softened his apparent 
anger by noting that tile ANC 
ana the government sides now 
appeared dose to agreement. 

Later, Mr Kriei and Mr 
Meyer demanded that the 
ANC should establish whether 
its leading members or com¬ 
manders of the armed wing 


had been involved in the 
smuggling. They also asserted 
that the seizure, on Monday, 
served to underline die gov¬ 
ernment's view that the aimed 
wing and its munitions should 
come under proper control. 

Yesterday, the ANC denied 
all knowledge of die smug¬ 
gling and promised to investi¬ 
gate and report back to the 
next meeting of the two sides 
on : Wednesday. Cyril Rama- 
pftosa, die ANC secretary- 
general, declined to accept die

Without Etienne, Zaire's 
future would look as grim as 
Somalia's. Tshisekedi appears 
genuinely concerned for foe 
future of his country and is foe 
only person that everyone 
trusts." 

Mr Tshisekedi leader of foe 
main anti-Mobutu party, the 
Union pour la Democratic et 
le Progres Social has made no 
secret of his dislike of foe 
president, who has ruled Zaire 
since he took power in a 
military coup in 1965. 

While many of the presi¬ 
dent’s opponents tied the 
country and lobbied against 
his regime from the safety of 
Brussels, Mr Tshisekedi. 58. 
worked tirelessly for change in 
Kinshasa where political mur¬ 
der and disappearances were 
daily occurrences.

Sarajevo looks to 
America as UN 
chief backs Owen

THE people of Sarajevo react¬ 
ed with weaiy disbelief yester¬ 
day after the secretary-general 
of die United Nations en¬ 
dorsed the Geneva peace plan 
for Bosnia The beleaguered 
Bosnian presidency, however, 
took comfort from President 
Clinton’s promise to issue an 
alternative blueprint 

“Boutros Boutros Ghali is a 
friend of the Serbs." Zubjekic 
Isnet 26, a policeman patrol¬ 
ling die devastated streets 
around the bartered Bosnian 
presidency building, said. 
“Everything he does strength¬ 
ens the hand of the Serbs." he 
added as the gunners on the 
front lines around the city 
resumed their daily cacopho¬ 
ny after a morning hill. “Only 
the US can save us now." 

Conditions for the besieged 
people of Sarajevo have eased 
only slightly, with electricity 
and local telephones restored 
in part to a fifth of homes two 
weeks ago. The fresh water 
shortage is still bad, but that 
situation has also improved 
slightly, residents say. A merci¬ 
fully mild winter has saved 
thousands of lives, although 
old people pulling pathetic 
sleds bearing firewood remain 
a feature of the grim cityscape 
along Sniper's Alley. 

Food remains inadequate 
for the vast majority unable to 
afford the blade market UN 
protection force (Unprofor) 
statistics released this week 
said French UN troops stifi are

turning back an average of 
500 people a night trying to 
cross no man's land near the 
city airport to forage for food. 

A senior aide to President 
Isetbegovic said, however, that 
he was encouraged that Wash¬ 
ington had failed to endorse 
the Vance-Owen package and 
was confident that President 
Clinton would lift the arms 
embargo so that Muslims can 
arm themselves against the 
Serbian heavy weapons 
poinding the city. “The US 
statement was reasonable.”

“I am convinced the US plan 
will not deny the people of 
Bosnia-Herzegovina the 
chance for legal self-defence. 
We know the Americans will 
stand by human rights. 

"President Clinton has 
made election promises and 
we are convinced he cannot 
shirk his responsibility for the 
life or death of hundreds of 
thousands. We were surprised 
by the decision of Boutros 
Boutros Ghali. especially since 
he has been here and seen the 
destruction of the city." 

Relations between President 
Isetbegovic and the UN have 
plunged to a new low in the 
wake of a UN report on the 
killing of Hakija Turajlic, the 
Bosnian deputy prime minis¬ 
ter. by a Serbian gunman as 


he was being driven in a 
French Unprofor armoured 
personnel carrier on the road 
from Sarajevo airport The 
report partly blames Bosnian 
officials for making excessive 
use of Unprofor vehicles 'and 
not providing sufficient infor¬ 
mation abouipassengers. 

“That is outrageous,” said 
Mr Muftic, who travelled with 
Mr Turajlic in a French 
armoured personnel earner 
on tiie journey to to the 
airport “We entered the vehi¬ 
cle in front of the presidency 
with the list of passengers that 
Unprofor had accepted. Even 
if what tiie UN report says is 
true, does that mean that 
people should be killed on the 
airport road? The Unprofor 
troops should not have opened 
the APC door." 

Bosnian politicians fear the 
UN report may be used as an 
excuse to discourage them 
from travelling abroad to state 
their case. The mayor of 
Sarajevo, Muhammad Kre- 
zeiyakovic, said he had been 
prevented on Thursday from 
frying to Rome for an audi¬ 
ence with the Pope. “Obvious¬ 
ly someone does not want the 
truth to be known about 
Sarajevo," he said.

Serbia is not as disunited 
as West would like to think

BOSNIA has long been nick¬ 
named “the leopard skin'' in 
Belgrade because of the multi¬ 
tude of ethnic dots on its map. 
But this is one leopard which 
has changed its spots — with 
ethnic cleansing and fighting 
driving out whole communi¬ 
ties — and which Lord Owen 
and Cyrus Vance would like to 
alter again under their peace 
plan. 

With the prospect of war in 
tiie former Yugoslav republic 
continuing for years if Ameri¬ 
ca does not endorse the 
Geneva scheme quickly, the 
peace negotiators might see a

Washington now stands 
against the United Nations, 
the European Community, a 
nervous and historically pro- 
Serb Russia, and even China. 
This leaves the warring fac¬ 
tions to lobby for thore parts of 
American or Vance-Owen pol¬ 
icy which please them most, 
increasing the transatlantic 
rift in the process. 

The Clinton administration 


says that it is waiy of the 
Vance-Owen plan mainly 
because it sees it as rewarding 
“ethnic cleansing" by giving 
some Bosnian territory to the 
Serbs and because it fears 
having to put American troops 
on the ground to police a deaL 
However, those involved in 
the peace process believe that 


the reluctance of Washington 
stems at least in part from 
ignorance of the Geneva plan. 
It is also possible that the 
United States is anxious to 
preserve its status as tiie last 
superpower and would not 
like to see any new power blocs 
developing in the search for a 
Balkans solution, for instance 
between Russia and Germany 
and/or China. 

America is now considering 
appointing a special envoy to 
tty to renegotiate the Vance- 
Owen plan instead of pressing 
for the lifting of die arms 
embargo against tiie former 
Yugoslav republics. It has also 
abandoned for the moment 
tiie idea of seeking a United 
Nations resolution giving the 
West the right to bomb Seri) 
airfields and other military 


targets in an attempt to en¬ 
force the no-fly zone. The 
administration has come to 
believe that any allied aerial 
bombardment of Serb targets, 
whether in Bosnia or Serbia 
and Montenegro, would prob¬ 
ably be extremely ineffective 
without ground-troop back-up 
because of the terrain and the 
classic inability of air power to 
defeat ground forces. This was 
evident in the Gulf war, even 
though tiie terrain and con¬ 
ventional nature of the Iraqi 
enemy forces should have 
made air attacks more effect¬ 
ive than they would be against 
guerrilla gun emplacements 
in the mountains of Bosnia. 

Far from helping the victims 
of the war in Bosnia, any such 
forcible "peacemaking" could 
spur Serbs to even greater 
belligerence. They are ex¬ 
tremely nationalistic and even 
opposition leaders regarded as 
friendly by the West — such as 
Vuk Draskovic of the Serbian 
Renewal Movement and the 
leaders of the Social Demo¬ 
cratic Party — say that they will 
never relinquish Kosovo or 
abandon their ethnic brothers 
in the Serb-held Croatian 
enclave of Krajina.

Mobsters ‘used’ FBI boss

J. EDGAR Hoover, the jowly, 
tough-talking hard man who 
ran the FBI for nearly 50 
years, was allegedly also a 
flamboyant gay transvestite 
who called himself “Mary” 
and whose sexual proclivities 
left him at the mercy of Mafia 
blackmailers. 

That, at least, is one of the 
more remarkable claims 
made in a new biography of 
the FBI duet Official and 
Confidential: The Secret Life 
of J. Edgar Hoover by the 
former BBC journalist Antho¬ 
ny Summers. 

Hoover’s alleged homosex¬ 
uality has long been hinted at 
by other biographers, but Mr 


Summers rites evidence 
which he says shows that the 
late FBI director was gay and 
that he protected mobsters 
for decades out of fear that 
they would reveal photo¬ 
graphs of him engaged in 
homosexual acts. In extracts 
from the book published tins 
month in Vanity Fair maga¬ 
zine, Mr Summers quotes 
associates of known Mafia 
leaders saying that compro¬ 
mising photographs were 
used to prevent Hoover from 
damping down on organised 

grime. 

The author quotes Seymour 
Pollock, an associate of the 
crime boss Meyer Lansky, as 


saying: “The homosexual 
thing was Hoover's Achilles’ 
heel... Meyer found it and it 
was like he pulled strings with 
Hoover. He never bothered 
any of Meyer's people." Mr 
Summers speculates that the 
photographs, which have nev¬ 
er surfaced, may have been 
passed to the Mafia by Hoo¬ 
ver’s rivals and enemies at the 
Office of Strategic Sendees, 
the forerunner of the CIA.

LORD Owen had regained a 
certain peace of mind by 
yesterday morning, as he

“We are through the main 
problem,” he said, after days 
of trying to persuade tiie US 
administration to bark, the 
Bosnian peace plan that be 
and Cyrus Vance have been 
negotiating in Geneva for the 
past five months. “We have 
just got die little matter of 
getting Dr Karadzic [the Botr 
nian Serb leader] to sign up, 
and the Muslims." Lord 
Owen arrived in New York at 
lunchtime on Monday with 
Mr Vance, who served as 
Secretary of State under Presi¬ 
dent Carter, to pitch their 
pffflc e package to the Clinton 
administration. It immediate¬ 
ly became dear that they had 
done little in advance to seek 
all-important American back¬ 
ing, despite Mr Vance's dose 
ties to the new administration. 

Even before meeting War¬ 
ren Christopher, the Secretary 
of State, on Monday evening. 
Lord Owen had appeared on 
the Cable News Network. 
“The US administration has 
to decide where it is on this ■ 
peace proposal: whether it 
backs it or not" he said. 

Lord Owen’s strategy has 
been to lake the argument 
directly to the American 
people in an effort to press the 
Clinton administration to ac¬ 
cept the peace package and 
thus force the Muslim-led 


Bosnian government to do the 
same. At tiie meeting with Mr 
Christopher. Lord Owen and 
Mr Vance were taken aback 
by the depth of the Secretary of 
State's apparent ignorance of * 
their proposals. 

IC was that frustrating meet¬ 
ing with Mr Christopher, 
attended by only one other 
State Department official, that 
set the tone for the rest of the 
week. Lord Owen went 
straight to dinner with an old

New US trade moves 
threaten Land-Rover

BILL Clinton’s administra¬

Under intense pressure 
from America’s “big three" 
carmakers, the White House is 
about to raise import duties on 
minivans and siinfliar vehicles 
from 2.5 per cent to 25 per 
cent The purpose would be to 
curb Japanese imports, but it 
would also effect both Land- 
Rover and Volkswagen. 

A senior Land-Rover official 
said yesterday that the in¬ 
creased tariffs would add near¬ 
ly $7,000 to the $44,200 


(£30,690) price of a Range 
Rover, possibly halving sales 
in the British company's big¬ 
gest overseas market and rais¬ 
ing serious questions about 
the viability of Land-Rover 
North America. Thirty per 
cent of aD Range Rovers are 
sold in the US. 

Diplomats also see the deri¬ 
sion as the first real test of the 
new administration's ap¬ 
proach to international trade, 
its recent adverse derisions on 
steel and tdecommunications 
issues having been legacies 
from the Bush administration. 

Both the Japanese and the 
EC are preparing complaints 
under the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade should 
the new duties be imposed.

Reputed Mafia boss seized

GIUSEPPE Montalto. be¬ 
lieved to be one of the leading 
figures in the Sicilian Mafia, 
was arrested in Sicily yester¬ 
day.

Soviet arms 
going for 
bargain 
prices

IN KHARKOV 

MORE than £1.4 billion 
worth of Soviet arms, includ¬ 
ing some of the most modem 
equipment, was this week put 
out to tender privately in 
Kharkov in the largest bar¬ 
gain basement sale of its land 
yet in the former Soviet Union. 

The armaments, which 
come from Russia and could 
be enough to equip a national 
army, have been offered at 
rock-bottom prices. They were 
dumped for quick sales by an 
industrial exchange based in 
an 11-storey building topped 
by Soviet hammers and sickles 
in this grey, industrial city in 
the eastern Ukraine. 

Eighty T62 and T64 tanks 
are bring offered at £140.000 
to £160.000 each, while MiG 
jets are being sold at a fly-away 
prioe of $11 million. T80B 
tanks, reckoned to be unsur¬ 
passed in the world, are selling 
for £1.4 million each. 

The offer has been arranged 
through a joint venture called 
Ukramian-Siberian Universal 
Exchange, a holding com¬ 
pany which tuns 22 other 
firms throughout the former 
Soviet Union. The company’s 
weekly bulletin, which nor¬ 
mally’ offers everything from 
metal to cigarettes and soap, 
this week contained two A4 
pages of arms ranging from 
Yak bombers, dozens of rock¬ 
ets and missile systems, to 
diesel-powered submarines. 

The sellers’ identities, said 
Igor Taranov, the president of 
the arms exchange, are a 
commercial secret as will be 
their final destinations. “The 
conditions of sale are that if 
bought all the weapons must 
be taken out of the country," 
Mr Taranov said. 

Leonid Kuchma, Ukraine's 
prime minister, said he was 
unaware of the sale and prom¬ 
ised an investigation. 


Yeltsin’s referendum plan 
turns into a poison chalice

PRESIDENT Yeltsin’s arch¬ 
rival for power, parliamentary 
speaker Ruslan Khasbulatov. 
yesterday accused the Russian 
leader of losing control of 
government and "failing to 
cope with his duties". He told 
Carl Bfldt the Swedish prime 
minister, in Moscow that Mr 
Yeltsin had “forced the April 
referendum on the constitu¬ 
tion on us and now does not 
know how to get out of the 
situation". 

Mr Yeltsin originally 
planned the referendum to 
control conflicting authorities 
which are paralysing effective 
government and reform in 
Russia. But now the measure 
threatens, not just his own 
power, but democracy and 
unity in the Russian Federa¬ 
tion. He himself has said that 
the referendum “will be deci¬ 
sive for the fate of Russia". 

A round-table of moderate 
conservative forces, including 
Mr Khasbulatov and Alexan¬ 
der Rutskoi. the vice-presi¬ 
dent. yesterday called for the 
referendum to be abandoned, 
and Mr Khasbulatov de¬ 
manded once again that early 
presidential and parliamenta¬ 
ry elections should be held in 
the spring of next year. Vladi¬ 
mir Shumeiko. the first deputy 
prime minister and a leading 
reformer told the meeting that 
a referendum was necessary to 
end the confrontation between 
government and parliament 

Unfortunately for Mr 
Yeltsin, more and more demo¬ 
cratic supporters of reform are 
also turning against the refer¬ 
endum. arguing either that it 
will be wrecked by parliament 
or that it will set a bad 
precedent for presidential gov¬ 
ernment by plebiscite. Instead, 
they are calling for a constitu¬ 
ent assembly, and asking that 
if the referendum takes place, 
a question to that effect should 
be included. 

In Russia, as in most of the 
former Soviet republics, the 
lack of a new constitution is a 
significant factor in political 


turmoil. In the Soviet Union, 
the Communist party held all 
real power, so there was no 
need dearly to delineate the 
roles of the legislature and the 
executive. But now in many 
republics, the supreme soviets 
or parliaments, have arrogat¬ 
ed to themselves executive 
powers which in most democ¬ 
racies would strictly be within

the sphere of the government 
This has given Mr Khasbula¬ 
tov the chance to set himself 
up as an alternative source of 
state authority. Parliament's 
agreement to the referendum 
was one of the few concessions 
extracted by Mr Yeltsin dur¬ 
ing the Congress in Decem¬ 
ber. and it now looks tike a 
poisoned chalice. 

If the referendum were to be 
worded as Mr Yeltsin hopes, it 
would give the people a dear 


choice between a presidential 
and a parliamentary form of 
government In this case, he 
would be almost sure to win. 
because unpopular as his gov¬ 
ernment is becoming, the 
Supreme Soviet viewed by 
most Russians as a useless and 
corrupt talking-shop, is even 
more so. 

Reoent opinion polls show 
that a small majority of Rus¬ 
sians favour an authoritarian 
government if this would help 
to stabilise the worsening eco¬ 
nomic situation. By winning a 
referendum. President Yeltsin 
could hope not just to get a 
constitution of his liking but to 
greatly strengthen his person¬ 
al authority by going directly 
to the people over the heads of 
the conservative dominated 
parliament. 

There is no chance, howev¬ 
er. that the Supreme Soviet 
will allow such a dear ques¬ 
tion. Instead, the key issues are 
being buried in a list of 
questions stretching for three 
pages and including such self- 
evident points as “should Rus¬ 
sia be a sovereign state?" 

So there is a strong likeli¬ 
hood that a bewildered, apa¬ 
thetic and impoverished 
population will show their 
disgust with the entire political 
process by staying away en 
masse. If this happens, observ¬ 
ers have warned, the chief 
damage will be to Mr Yeltsin, 
because his entire position is , 
based on his supposed direct 
link to ihe Russian people, by 
whom he was elected. 


Polluted 
Budapest 
coughs up 
car grants

IN BUDAPEST 

EASTERN Europe is 
choked by pollution this 
winter, and in Budapest a 
chief culprit is the Tra¬ 
han t. the box-like car from 
the communist era whose 
two-stroke engine offers 
low power and high 
toxicity. 

The Hungarian capital, 
where one in five cars is a 
Trabi. is to consider donat¬ 
ing a lump sum to owners 
helping them to exchange 
their vehicles for less pol¬ 
luting models. Those un¬ 
able to afford a new car 
but who wish to keep their 
Trabis or equally toxic 
sisters. War!burgs, are to 
be offered discounts to fit 
catalytic converters. Other 
owners will be offered free 
public transport for two 
years or shopping vouch¬ 
ers as an incentive. 

Last year, Renault of¬ 
fered £1.000 discounts to 
owners who traded in their 
Trabis for a Western car, 
but only 600 drivers in 
Budapest came forward. 
Those behind the new 
project hope it will bring 
fresh air to a city where 
carbon dioxide levels reach 
twice the permitted limit. 
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Austria clings to neutrality 
as power blocks crumble 
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F ew countries feel as chal¬ 
lenged by the end of the 
Cold war as Austria, and for 
few is the new orientation 
towards the West and mem¬ 
bership of the European Com¬ 
munity so important or so 
destructive of Ihe old political 
framework. 

As Franz Vranitzky, the 
chancellor, sard in an inter¬ 
view with The Times, the role 
of neutral intermediary be¬ 
tween rival power blocks, 
played by Austria with such 
success for 36 years, was 
suddenly made redundant in 
1989. Many people have not 
yet come to terms with the 
changed conditions. 

The opening of the borders 
in the East has brought tough 
competition: Poles. Czechs 
and Hungarians have far 
lower manufacturing costs. 
Vienna has lost its impor¬ 
tance as a listening post for 
Eastern Europe. The whole 
concept of neutrality, devel¬ 
oped two years after the 1953 
state treaty as a way of 
protecting Austrian interests, 
has become superfluous. 

No wonder, Herr Vranitzky 
said, many people are now 
uneasy, unsure about (he 
future, worried about unem¬ 
ployment Hie scapegoat, as 
so often, was tire foreigner. 


That explained why more 
than 417,000 people signed 
the recent petition to haft 
immigration. “It does riot 
mean that we are more hostile 
to foreigners than others. It is 
a whole complex of worries." 

Austria, he says, is a country 
which only really found its 
identity after the second 
world war. The first republic, 
built on the remnants of 
empire was a country no one 
wanted, one that none of its 
own citizens believed in. 

A fter the period of Nazi 
rule, Austria’s room for 
manoeuvre was strictly limit¬ 
ed by the East-West conflict: 
neutrality was the only way to 
adjust to a situation where 
either of the. two military 
blocs could have inarched 
through the country at any 
time. The East-West conflict 
has not ended, he insisted, 
citing Serbia. Russia and the 
West. But there is no longer a 
danger of a war between Nato 
and the Warsaw Pact “In that 
sense therefore neutrality asa 
security concept is no longer 
valid." 

Herr Vranitzky said Aus¬ 
tria. unlike Germany, did not 
have constitutional difficul¬ 
ties about joining European 
partners in military opera¬ 


tions: its forces had long been 
engaged with the United Na¬ 
tions. But neutrality still 
meant standing aside from 
Woe pacts such as Nato which 
were set up to wage war. 

J org Haider, the populist 
leader of the maverick 
Freedom party, has just come 
out decisively against Austria 
joining European Community 
governed by Maastricht In 
the light of his failure to win 
support for his anti-foreigner 
campaign, he sees this as a 
new area to exploit 
Herr Vranitzky dismisses 
him as an opportunist But he 
admits the application for 
Community membership will 
not be smooth. Many Austri¬ 
ans now wonder why the 
country should throw the 
strong schilling,which is tied 
to the mark into the turbu¬ 
lence of the European mone¬ 
tary system. 

The government was more 
alarmed by Herr Haider’s 
petition than it admitted. The 
polarisation of opinion would 
make hinder changes of polit¬ 
ical direction and an “anti- 
foreigner" image would have 
damaged Austria's accep¬ 
tance in the EC. “We came 
through," Herr Vranitzky 
said. “We are relieved."

extravagance and hoopla in 
the State Theatre at the 
Lincoln Centre.

The other was to 
a design group called Visual 
Aids for having invented the 
red ribbon, which was, with 
breathtaking tastelessness, 
cited as the most innovative 
fashion accessory of the 
year.

W hatever indignities Ameri¬ 
ca's first ladies have suf¬ 
fered in the course of their 
husband's careers they are nothing 
compared to the fear.' misery and 
tedium experienced fay the Kremlin 
spouses.

- Kremlin- -Wives? a- jumble of fads, 
memoirs, and wild speculation about 
the women who accompanied their 
men to positions of absolute power in 
die Soviet Union, is so popular that it 
is sold in boxloads on the capital's 
pavements (an honour hitherto re¬ 
served for that other Russian 
bestseller, The Jay of Sail- 
The Bolsheviks had a saying that 
Jove was like a glass of water — “drink 
it forget it and get on with the real 
business of building communism''. 
Vasilyeva believes mat the wives of 
the Soviet leadership, far from de¬ 
serving the envy they provoked 
among the general populace, were 
pitiful creatures and die most imme¬ 
diate victims of their' husbands’ 
paranoid and repressive regimes. 
“Once they were swallowed by the 
Kremlin there were only two options 
open to them: the kitchen or the cell” 


Powerless behind 
the Soviet throne 


According to VasOyeva, S talin ’s 
second wife, Nadezbda Alliluyeva, 
revealed her deep unhappiness to a 
friend, the wife of the later foreign 
minister Molotov, saying that her 
husband was “rode, rough and 
unfair" and uninterested in sex. Her 
death in 1932 is still shrouded in 
mystery —- Stalin allowed no investi¬ 
gation after she was found shot 
either by his or her own hand. Nina 
Beria. wife of Stalin’s philandering 
police cbiet ended up in solitary 
confinement after her husband's 
execution. 

Viktoria Brezhnev spent her days of 
grandeur cooking for her burly 
husband — “be loved ray jams, 
pickles, soused fruits and vegetables” 


— while he regularly sauntered off to 
satisfy his other appetites elsewhere - 
Now B4 and tucked away on a 
remote housing estate surrounded by 
forma - KGB famili es, she emerges as 
a simple girt from tbe provinces, who 
never adapted to the opulence of 
Kremlin life, and hated foreign 
travel 

Vasilyeva's credentials for this book 
are sound. As designer of die T44 
tank, her father had privileged status, 
and she grew up with access to high- 
grade gossip about foe leaders. Later, 
as a stalwart of the Writers’ Union 
and the wife of a former Izvestia 
correspondent in London, she en¬ 
joyed the trust of tbe fibre's families, 
knew Nina Khrushchev and inter¬ 


viewed both Chernenko and Brezh¬ 
nev's wives, was on good terms wim 
Raisa Gorbachev and ferreted out 
descendents and relatives °* “le 
earlier leaders — no small feat even 
today. “Kremlin families are doubly 
secretive,” she says. “First in the way 
that all political families in a dictator¬ 
ship are and secondly because they 
have fallen from grace and nowlive 
in a hostile society.” When the KGB 
files opened after the coup she was 
allowed ten days alone amid the 
Lubyanka files. 

Vasilyeva rebuts tbe popular view 
t hat the once established at tbe 
helm of Soviet society, were guaran¬ 
teed a life of raa*- “They were never 
privileged in their own right but 


merely as representatives of the 
power of their country.” she says. 
“The stale gave and the state took 
away. They had everything, but it 
never belonged to them. Even their 
Imives and forks were the properly of 
the Kremlin. When their husbands 
died thev were left with nothing- 
except KGB surveillance." The secret 
service rook a particular interest in 
spouses, distrusting their knowledge 
of health problems and other 
weaknesses. 

But what of Raisa wh o trip ped 
across the world stage, dressed in 
Yves St Laurent and clutching Gucci 
handbags? According to Vasilyeva, 
her fate is the saddest of all because 
she alienated herself from her own 
people: “The men didn’t like her 
pushiness because they feared that it 
might encourage their own wives to 
go the same way. The women were 
angry because she looked so young. 
Why, she didn't have to stand in 
queues in all weather to get food and 
dothes. She is slim because she has a 
good diet, and so on. Raisa just 
reminded them of how miserable 
their own lives were." 


How not to run a railway 


MacGregor’s bill 


is merely the 


latest disaster 


to afflict this 


benighted industiy

R equiescat in pace British 
Raff. I don’t think a greater 
humiliation has ever been 
meted out to a public 
institution than John MacGregor’s 
speech on rail privatisation on Tues¬ 
day. This iruijestic titan of the iron 
road is not even being marched 
honourably to the scaffold. It is 
damned to a lingering death in the 
salt mines as a “rump operator”. 

I declare an interest I sal on the 
BR board throughout the 1980s and 
was an (albeit dissident) party to this 
tragedy. I watched BR hurtle down 
(he trade, refusing to apply brakes 
even when it knew Malcolm Riflrind 
and. then Mr MacGregor were 
tearing the rails up ahead. The board 
reorganised and upheaved itself with¬ 
out ceasing. It never sat stiff. 

The final elimination of the old 
regions did not happen until 1990. 
40 years after supposed “nationalisa¬ 
tion”. This ruthless process inciden¬ 
tally stripped the railway of local 
identity and kryalfy, of a sort so useful 
to regiments and hospitals under 
threat BR thought that by making 
friends in Whitehall it needed none 
elsewhere. 

I have no doubt that had BR 
chosen in the mid-1980s to make the 
regions devolved profit centres, it 
would have averted the catastrophe of 
“vertical disintegration” But the 
centre seized ever more control to cut 
exists. The first Sir Bob Reid made BR 
the most efficient big railway in 
Europe. But his centralisation left BR 
prey to Whitehall top heavy and 
ultimately vulnerable. It also made 
easier the selling of prime property 
assets, undermining eventual privati¬ 
sation. BR bit off its nose to spite its 
face. 

No sensible person could doubt 
that, if BR is to be broken up, it 
should be done “dean” along the old 
regional lines of route. Over 90 per 
cent of journeys are down a regional 
corridor. Regional assets can beeasOy 
defined for sale. This was acknowl¬ 
edged by all the myriad surveys of 

g rivatisation (other titan those paid 
ir fay BR). All without exception 
agreed that a track authority was the 
worst model The railway’s managers 
had to be freed to manage the whole 
business from top to bottom. There 
were too many saboteurs — union 
officials, government inspectors, 
transfer pricing accountants — to ride 
fragmented responsibility. 

Yet we have the monstrosity of a 
new public corporation. Rail track. 
Why? I suppose the answer lies in the 
Treasury’s latest fad. the self-financ¬ 
ing quango that it can control but

need not finance. Rail track will fix 
everything from timetables to how 
long a train is hdd on amber. It will 
then tax the train operators for its foil 
costs, a tax of almost half their 
revenue. The operators wffl turn 
bowling to the taxpayer. As Mr 
MacGregor blithely puts it. “If bid¬ 
ders cannot afford the access price, it 
will be subsidised by the frandnsing 
director.” 

I could scarce believe my ears at 
this, surely the most devious route to 
subsidy inflation yet devised by man: 
a Whitehall job creation scheme par 
excellence. Track and signalling costs 
that BR has sport ten years fighting 
to cut wiff now fatten beyond its 
control fed by an unholy alliance of 
trade unions, engineers and safety 
lobbyists. (Management students will 
ponder this classic of inteflectual "top- 
down” industrial restructuring of the 
sort that has blighted B ritish 
industry.) 

1 give any private operator one 
piece of advice. Don’t sign a thing 
without negotiating two guarantees: 
an open subsidy should things go 
wrong and a huge indemnity against

ministers Imp osing vast “safety costs" 
after any accident (as after Clapham). 
You can blame any end-year deficit 
on Railtrack performance and threat¬ 
en to cut services. Ministers will be 
terrified. 

The MacGregor reorganisation is 
merely the latest disaster to afflict this 
benighted industry. But can any 
good be extracted from the biff? The 
answer is yes. but onfy by vigorous 
amendment Tory MFs must vote 
down the Railtrack. monopoly at once 
— or be deselected painfully one toy 
one. 1 cannot believe Robert Adley is 
going to vote for such nonsense. Is he 
man or mouse? 

But let us look at Mr MacGregor’s 
diaries, one by one. Small is dearly 


beautiful The one isle of sanity is that 
of Wight Its operator is to own and 
control his own stations, track and 
signalling, because they are “sepa¬ 
rate". So are those of London, Tilbury 
and Southend — but forgive my 
cheap logic Tbe franchising of the 
core of the old western region is 
exciting. A consortium might even 
one day emerge to bid for Rail track’s 
western region assets, restoring the 
integrity of Brunei's great infrastruc¬ 
ture Meanwhile poor British Rail is 
left with the branch lines. Exeter 
station will be a daily battiegrowid 
for three corporations, two nation¬ 
alised and one private. Such is mad¬ 
ness. But the heart would be mean of 
spirit not to leap as God's Wonderful 
Railway staggers back to life 
The Portsmouth and Bourne¬ 
mouth franchise is almost meaning¬ 
less. The trains are new, the 
passengers rich, exploitable and 
therefore in the hands of the regula¬ 
tor. The operator will just be a 
paintpot What needs “up-market¬ 
ing” are stations and feeder lines. 
These are to stay understate controL 
As for the disposal of Scotrafl. British 


Rail will heave a sigh of relief. 
Scotland has long eaten the lion's 
share of subsidy: it can now eat even 
more, but it can bite the hand of the 
Scottish Office instead. 

Which leaves the great LNER, the 
lato-andrnever-eariy, the east coast 
“fast track” to Scotland. I am 
mystified at why this is to be 
privatised but not its historic rival tire 
west coast line from Euston. Where is 
the principle in that? Here was the 
one opening for truly spectacular 
competition on the whole network. At 
present the west coast line is limping. 
By leaving it with a rump BR, Mr 
MacGregor must either hugely 
subidise it (and enrage the east coast 
operator) or kfll it off. Find out which 
before you buy shares in LNER- 

The baD now passes to Parliament 
Ministers have raffed the railway with 
a decade of interference, false signals 
and indecision. The bill must be 
changed to make it easier to privatise 
track. But we can be thank ful that 
something is stirring. To move 
forward jerttify is better than to 
remain stuck in a tunnel. Any biff is 
better than none.

He is considering 
f{- 'appointing an envoy to redraw the Vance- 
f Owen map. That could take months. And no 


minor modifications to the plan — all that 
the US can realistically seek without destroy¬ 
ing it — will rescue America from the tough 
decision about sending troops. 

Mr Clinton needs to weigh with urgency 
the costs to international security of any 
alternatives to putting America’s full weight 
behind the Vance-Owen plan. He has toyed 
with arming the Bosnian government forces 
to defend themselves. He needs to be dear 
about what that would mean. First, it would 
have to be done unilaterally, not through the 
Security Council, where Britain and France 
would join the Russians in a veto. Second, 
such unilateral American action would lead 
to the total collapse of both economic and 
military embargos against Serbia — with 
Russia arming the Serbs. 

What should above ail concern Wash¬ 
ington. and the world, is that every day that 
fighting continues in the Balkans increases 
the risk that Russia and the West could find 
themselves, for the first time since the 
ending of the Cold War, in opposing camps. 
In Moscow. Boris Yeltsin’s government is 
under pressure to break with the West on 
Bosnia. Hardline critics of Russian “subser¬ 
vience" to Western diplomacy can appeal to 
supporters of pan-Orthodox unity, to linger¬ 
ing fears of Germany (widely seen as suspect 
protector of Croatia and Slovenia) and even , 
to Russian ill-feeling towards Muslims. 

Mr Yeltsin, bravely, is being resolute for 
peace. He supports the Vance-Owen plan, 
behind which his foreign minister has 
appealed to the Security Council to put “its 
entire weight and the power of sanctions”. 
The best can be the enemy of the good. 
President Clinton may believe that America, 
as the world’s only superpower, can make 
time stand still while it “reviews all of its 
options”. He should look east and make 
haste. Europe has already made the mistake 
of largely excluding Russia from its counsels 
on the former Yugoslavia. Mr Clinton 
should settle decisively for the Vance-Owen 
plan. And he.should call an emergency 
summit with Mr Yeltsin, whose weight with 
die Sobs is decisive, with the aim of 
combining forces to make it succeed.

Local government savings 
from the former have averaged 7 per cent 
and Mr Waidegrave now intends to contract 
out over £1 billion of central government 
work, about 6 per cent of departmental 
ranning costs. 

More radically, government may actually 
start to withdraw from some services rather 
than simply trying to provide them a little 
more cheaply. Mr Major said on Wednes¬ 
day that he wanted to bring private-sector 
capital into toad-building. He should also 
begin to explore ways in which the 
government can eventually privatise much 
of pension provision. Universal state pen¬ 
sions at a decent level have already become 
unaffordable. Demographic trends will 
increase the burden. A gradual move to 
means-testing combined with the abandon¬ 
ment of the mythical contributory principle 
will eventually have to come in Britain, as it 
will in America. 

Mr Portillo should therefore start his 
scrutiny with the premise that nothing is 
absolutely sacred.

The 
remaining third of its funds is spent in 
Britain, mostly on helping the disabled and 
the homeless. Here again, those projects 
whidi most encourage self-help are fa¬ 
voured: Arlington House, the hostel for the 
homeless in Camden Town where the 
residents sit on the management committee, 
has received a grant for three years.

‘Back-door’ drinks 
from Europe 

From Mr Ben Patterson, MEPfor 
Kent West (European Democrat 
{Conservative)) 

Sir, Mr Richard Wheeler (letter, 
February 2) attributes the dev¬ 
elopment of an illegal “back-door" 
trade in wine and beer brought back 
by private travellers from France to 
“short-sighted bureaucratic incom¬ 
petence". On the contrary: it is foe 
result of a deliberate policy decision. 

In his detailed draft directives of 
1987 for the removal of fiscal fron¬ 
tiers. Commissioner Lord Cockfidd 
proposed that excise duties on alco¬ 
holic drinks should be harmonised 
throughout foe Community: in foe 
cases of wine and beer, the basis was 
an equal tax of 17 ecus per hectolitre, 
producing a revenue-neutral effect 
overall. 

This was rejected by all member 
states, including foe UK, in large part 
because it would have substantially 
limited the sovereignty of national 
governments and parliaments in the 
fiscal area. The preferred alternative 
was that of market forces, in which tax 
systems competed within a barrier- 
free market 

This is precisely what is now 
happening. Removing the legal bar¬ 
riers to cross-frontier shopping by 
private citizens—a key principle of foe 
single market — is bound to produce 
pressures for the convergence of tax 
rates. Where the disparity in rates is 
wide, as is currently the case with 
excise duties, these pressures are 
augmented by the temptation to trade 
illegally. 

It is now up to each national 
exchequer and parliament to decide 
for themselves whether the revenue is 
bat protected by relatively high or by 
relatively low tax rates.

Changes in Britain’s religious map 


From the Vicar of Jesmond 

Sir. The Archbishop of Canterbury 
says that foe religious map of Eng¬ 
land has changed “out of all recog¬ 
nition” (report February ]). Bishop 
Colin Buchanan (“Credo”. January 
30) says that “believing, worshipping 
Christians are a tiny handful of our 
nation”. The facts seem to be other¬ 
wise. 

The recently published British So¬ 
dal Attitudes (9th report) gives the 
following figures in terms of how 
people see themselves: 36 per cent are 
Anglican, 11 per cent belong to other 
Protestant denominations, 10 per 
cent are Roman Catholic and 4 per 
cent call themselves “Christian” but 
give no denomination. Only 3 per 
cent are members of other religions 
and 35 per cent have “no religion”. 

True, while 61 per cent are identi¬ 
fied as Christian, only 16 per cent of 
the population attend a place of 
worship two or three times a month. 
But 20 per cent attend church once a 
month, 30 per cent several times a 
year and 50 per cent at some time 
during the year. 

Twenty-seven per cent pray weekly. 
17 per cent have had a “conversion” 
experience, and, very interestingly, 
only 33 per cent of the population 
disagree with the proposition foal 
“right and wrong should be based on 
Goa’s laws”. Severny per cent believe 
that there should be daily prayers in 
all state schools. 

This is hardly a “multi-faith”. non- 
Christian society. That is a fiction of 
foe media, certain educationists and 
self-deprecating bishops and arch¬ 
bishops.

Sir, The Bailiff of Guernsey chal¬ 
lenges the statement by Mr Winston 
Churchill MP, that British officials in 
Guernsey connived with the Germans 
at drawing up lists of Jews for 
deportation to Germany and sub¬ 
sequent execution in concentration 
camps. The bailiff maintains that

Sir, The negative act of disestablish¬ 
ment is not the only alternative to 
maintaining the status quo. A gradual 
widening of the establishment has. in 
fact, been taking place in recent years. 

There has been no state service or 
royal wedding since 1980 in which 
foe Cardinal and the Moderators 
have not taken part, together with the 
Archbishop. For over 30 years the 
bishops have not been foe only 
religious leaders in the House of 
Lords, even if. sadly, appointments 
from the other churches have been 
few of late. 

A process of gradual change rather 
than a dramatic “breaking of the 
chains” has so often been the pre¬ 
ferred way in England. Three 
comparatively modest steps could be 
taken without much more ado: 

). Life peers could be nominated from 
the other churches to sit alongside a 
reduced number of bishops m Par¬ 
liament 

2. The 1977 concordat on the 
appointment of diocesan bishops 
could be amended so that foe first 
name put forward would normally be 
appointed, as already happens for 
suffragan bishops. 

3. In a few years' time a royal 
commission could begin to look at the 
form of service appropriate for foe 
next coronation, as well as at foe 
wording of the coronation oath to be 
taken in a society so vastly different 
from that of 1953. 

It might well be that such interim 
steps would lead eventually to the 
“amicable parting" of Church and 
state which you advocate in your 
leading article (January 28). But foe 
interval would allow Crown. Church 
and Parliament time to prepare for 
what would be a far-reaching and 
historic decision. 

It is also possible that experience of 
a wider establishment, coupled with 
developments in the Anglian Com¬ 
munion and in the Roman Catholic 
Church, could make foe Church-state 
relationship less of what you now 
describe so certainly as an anomaly.

In October 
1939, within a very few weeks of the 
outbreak of war, HM Government 
had published a white paper (Cmd 
6120) giving specific details of brutal¬ 
ity being inflicted on Jews and others 
in Buchenwald and Dachau concen¬ 
tration camps. 

U was based on information which 
had been regularly supplied by British 
consuls-general in Germany during 
1939, and our government had been 
reluctant to publish it before the 
outbreak of war. for fear of offending 
German susceptibilities. 

I have that white paper before me as 
I write, and its explicit details of 
torture and execution inflicted on 
Jews are calculated to freeze the blood. 
It must have been available to foe 
administration in Guernsey in foe 
months between publication and foe 
German invasion. 

Admittedly, foe Germans did not 
decide on their Final Solution policy 
until later, but what was already 
known in 1939 about German 
brutality towards Jews should have 
been sufficient to prompt those on 
Guernsey to do everything possible to 
conceal foe identity of Jews from the 
Germans who had requested foe 
census.

Spencer family’s former home shows off its gems 


SPENCER House in St James's, one of 
the grandest surviving examples of an 
18th century townhouse in London, 
reopens to the public tomo r row after 
further restoration and the acquisition 
of new treasures (John Young writes). 
The house, the former home of the 
Princess of Wales's family, was built for 
the first Lord Spencer in 1756 and is the 
work of the PaOadian architect John 
Vandy and his successor. James “Athe¬ 
nian" Stuart who adopted the neo¬ 
classical style. During the second world 
war many original fixtures were re¬ 
moved for safety to Althorp. the family's 


country home in Northamptonshire, 
and the house later had a variety of 
occupants. In 1985 rt was acquired by 
the Rothschild organisation which 
began a £16 million restoration project 
The bouse was officially re-opened by the 
Princess of Wales in November 1990- 
The contents are a mixture of original 
works of art on loan from museums, 
galleries and other national bodies or 
acquired for the Rothschild Collection, 
and replicas of tbe original furniture and 
fittings by a team of contemporary 
craftsmen. Among the more notable 
pictures newly on display are “St Joseph 


and toe Christ Child" by Murillo and 
“Ag rip pi na with toe Ashes of Germani- 
cus" by Gavin Hamilton. In die Palm 
Room are modem copies of tbe 
Giltwood Suite originally designed by 
Vardy, produced with the fadp of the 
Museum of Fine Arts, Boston. Massa¬ 
chusettswhich owns two of the originals. 
Tbe bouse is also being provided with six 
new marble chimney pieces to replace 
the 18th Centura originals which woe 
removed to Altnoip. farce are now in 
{dace. The house is open to die public 
every Sunday from 1130am to 530pm

Lord Bernstein, founder of 
Granada Television, died

SIDNEY Bernstein was a complex 
personality whose life and career 
embodied several apparent contra¬ 
dictions. He was a committed 
socialist ftnd a millionaire capital¬ 
ist, a businessman who was also an 

intellectual. He combined a con¬ 
noisseur’s appreciation of fine art 
wilh an instinctive fed for mass 
taste. In public he was a brilliant 
showman, in private, often re¬ 
served and shy. Granada Tele¬ 
vision was the crowning 
achievement of a many-faceted 
career that had included building 
up ft successful cinema chain, using 
film in wartime propaganda and 
making features with Alfred Hitch- 
cod^ Created very much in Bern¬ 
stein’s image, Granada was the 
most adventurous of the early ITV 
companies, the longest surviving 
and. after a shaky start, the most 
consistently profitable. 

Sidney Bernstein was bom into a 
large Jewish family headed by a 
Swedish father and a mother who 
was the daughter of immigrants 
from Russia. His father owned 
quarries in Wales and was a 
property dealer who built some of 
the first cinemas in the East End of 
London. Sidney grew up first in 
Ilford and then Cricklewood. He 
left school at 15 to follow his father 
into the cinema business. At 22 he 
inherited the family's four theatres 
fortuitously on the eve of the arrival 
of “talkies”. 

From this base he developed the 
Granada cinema chain, choosing 
the name in fond memory of 
walking holidays in Spain. A year 
later he shrewdly engineered a 
merger of his own chain with 
Gaumont British, becoming man¬ 
aging director. Then, starting in 
Dover in 1930. he opened a series 
of super-cinemas seating thou¬ 
sands which were further distin¬ 
guished by their exotic decor and 
aggressive publicity. Bernstein be¬ 
lieved cinema-going should be an 
event, so he brought in the Russian 
theatre director, Komisaijevsky. to 
design the interiors, which com¬ 
bined eye-catching elements of 
Gothic, Renaissance and Moorish 
architecture. Bernstein’s most flam¬ 
boyant creation was the Granada 
at Tooting in south London. 

Bernstein was an innovator in 
other ways. He was one of the first 
to cany out market research Into

*e tastes and habits of the dnema 
audience and he pioneered Satur- 
oay morning shows for children. 
He was also a leading figure in the 
campaign for Sunday opening. 

As wdl as running cinemas. 
Bernstein was interested in film as 
an art form. In 1925 he was a 
founder member of the Film 
Society, which gave British audi¬ 
ences their first chance to see the 
work of the great Soviet directors, 
Eisenstein and Pudovkin. 

In 1927 he went into theatrical 
management with Komisaijevsky 
and Arnold Bennett, putting on a 
season of plays at the CourtTheatre 
m London and giving Charles 
Laughton his first break Three 
years later he built the Phoenix 
Theatre in the West End and 
opened it with the first production 
of NoSI Coward’s Private Lives. 
Though he sold the Phoenix in 
19 32 h e continued to take a dose 
interest in the theatre and, from the 
1930s. he joined the campaign to 
establish a British National 
Theatre 

Bernstein joined the Labour 
party in his teens and in 1925 was 
elected to Middlesex County Coun¬ 
cil, one of the youngest councillors 
in the country, serving for six years. 
He was particularly concerned at 
the rise of Hitler and his involve¬ 
ment in anti-Fascist causes earned 
him a dace on the Gestapo 
blacklist 

During the second world war 
Bernstein was film adviser to the 
Ministry of Information, making 
an important contribution to Allied 
propaganda and handling with 
skill and sensitivity relations be¬ 
tween Britain and tire United 
States over the cinema’s wartime 
role. 

In 1944 he became head of the 
film section of the Psychological 
Warfare Division attached to Su¬ 
preme Headquarters Allied Expe¬ 
ditionary Force and he brought 
over from Hollywood his friend 
Alfred Hitchcock to make two 
French-language shorts as a tribute 
to the French Resistance. 

In the following year Bernstein 
decided to produce a film based on 
footage taken by Allied cameramen 
of the German concentration 
camps and he invited Hitchcock to 
supervise it Bernstein intended the 
film as a permanent reminder of 
Nazi atrocities for German and 
world audiences. But the authori¬ 
ties decided not to show it and its 
existence was not made public until 
nearly 40 years later. 

After the war Bernstein and 
Hitchcock formed a production 



company. T ransatlantic Pictures, 
for which Hitchcock made Rope, 
with its controversial experiment of 
the ten-minute take, and the disap¬ 
pointing Under Capricorn. In 
1952 Bernstein produced a third 
Hitchcock film, I Confess. 

Bernstein was initially opposed 
to the concept of commercial tele¬ 
vision but as its arrival became 
inevitable, he changed his mind 
and was granted one of the first 
ITV franchises. (Later he was 
equally slow to welcome the advent 
or colour.} Based in Manchester 
and serving the north of England, 
Granada went on the air on May 3, 
1956. 

The possibilities of television 
drama and social documentary 
programmes were dear to Bern¬ 
stein from the start and the 


idiosyncratic style of Granada’s 
output in these fields came largely 
from the authority he exerted and 
the guidance he supplied. He 
disliked an over-academic ap¬ 
proach to the production of pro¬ 
grammes as much as he detested 
the sensational or the vulgarising of 
issues in a documentary pro¬ 
gramme. He would never starve 
any worthwhile idea of the money it 
needed to become a good pro¬ 
gramme but neither would he 
tolerate what he regarded as waste. 
His high view of the influence and 
responsibility of die medium was 
combined with a businessman’s 
realism in the Adds of administra¬ 
tion and organisation. 

Although in its earliest months. 
Granada had severe cash-flow 
problems, forcing it to reach a 


secret arrangement with the 
London franchise-holder. Assodat- 
ed-Rediflusion, by which the 
London weekday company sup¬ 
plied it with the bulk of its 
production costs in return for the 
lion’s share of its advertising reve¬ 
nue. it very soon became a money- 
spinner. By 1963, when it still 
covered both Lancashire and York¬ 
shire, Granada had higher adver¬ 
tising revenue titan any of its rivals. 
Asked why, as a southerner, he 
started television in the north, 
Bernstein said be had made his 
decision after looking at two maps, 
one showing population, density 
and the other measuring rainfall. 

Though not a man of the north 
(he never owned a dnema north of 
Oswestry and his country home 
remained in Kent rather than 


Cheshire), Bernstein was keen that 
Granada should reflect the culture 
and talent of the region and he 
made a point of encouraging 
northern writers and artists. At the 
same time he aimed to reach wider 
than a purely northern audience. 
He succeeded beyond his wildest 
expectations with Coronation 
Street (masterminded by Derek 
Granger who went on to make 
Brideshead Revisited), which tran¬ 
scended its working-class Lanca¬ 
shire setting to become the nation's 
favourite television programme 
and the longest-running drama 
series. 

During the 1960s Granada’s 
dramatic output was consistently 
better than that offered elsewhere 
on ITV and Bernstein’s other main 
achievement was to raise the quali¬ 
ty and indsjveness of television 
journalism, even if this meant 
brushes with the Independent 
Television Authority and the courts 
over contentious programmes. His 
bold approach was epitomised by 
the trenchant current affairs series. 
World in Action. 

He contended that the best way 
of losing money in television was to 
assume a moronic level of intelli¬ 
gence among the public. And he 
objected to the term “highbrow" 
arguing that it was “impolite to talk 
to people in terms they do not 
understand". He preferred to talk 
of extending his viewers' experi¬ 
ence and said thar the only way an 
and entertainment should be divid¬ 
ed was between good and bad. 
Critics sniped that this was a 
convenient approach that enabled 
Granada to transmit wrestling as 
happily as the plays of D. H. 
Lawrence providing the camera¬ 
men knew their jobs. 

He also encountered criticism for 
what was seen as a failure to play a 
stronger role in pushing through 
artistic and soda! developments in 
the North such as the creation of an 
arts centre. Granada TV did create 
the Stables Theatre in Manchester, 
with a permanent company of 
actors, but it was not a success. 
However, the universities of Leeds 
and Kede found in Bernstein a 
supporter of their departments of 
politics and communications and 
he created a chair of Landscape 
Architecture at Sheffield Univer¬ 
sity. He was also an ardent support¬ 
er of the North West Trust and its 
plans for cleaning up the North of 
England. 

Bernstein was a tall and elegant 
man with immense vitality and a 
forceful personality which he 
stamped indubitably on Granada 


television. Not for nothing was the 
picture of Phineas Bamum. the 
American showman, hung in his 
offices. Bernstein regarded himself 
first and foremost as a showman. 
Respected in the studios and the 
cutting rooms as well as in the 
marketing and accounting depart¬ 
ments, he surrounded himself with 
a youthful and enthusiastic band of 
loyal professionals. He made a 
point of being familiar with most of 
his programme-makers and their 
programmes and displayed a re¬ 
markable. some said obsessive, 
attention to detail. 

He liked to imagine Granada 
operated as a democracy and was 
mystified by suggestions that it was 
more of mildly tyrannical autocra¬ 
cy. He once shouted at one of his 
drama producers: ‘Tra not frying 
to steam-roller you. I just want you 
to agree with me" On another 
occasion he and Derek Granger 
were bawling at each other because 
two writers had defected to another 
company. “It’s your fault,” Bern¬ 
stein yelled. “You didn't oppose me 
strongly enough." 

In 1969 Bernstein was created a 
life peer and, having reached the 
age of 72. resigned the chairman¬ 
ship of Granada Television while 
remaining chairman of the Grana¬ 
da Group. Though television was 
Granada's best known activity, it 
had come to represent only 16 per 
cent of the company’s in come as 
Bernstein had diversified into tele¬ 
vision rental, publishing, bingo, 
bowling alleys and motorway ser¬ 
vice areas. He remained chairman 
of the group until 1979. when he 
handed over to his nephew, Alex 
Bernstein, and became life presi¬ 
dent of tiie company. 

Aside from television, perhaps 
Bernstein’s greatest interest was 
friendship. His list of friends was 
enormous and edectic, and he kept 
his friendships in good repair, 
speaking out for those who needed 
defending, encouraging others. 
His munificence was very remark¬ 
able; he never forgot a kindness 
and was lavish in helping, surrepti¬ 
tiously, those who had fallen on 
hard times. Sfty he mqy have 
seemed but he was also gregarious, 
a connoisseur of wine and food, an 
attentive listener and a sparkling 
talker; dinner at his table was an 
exhilarating experience. 

Bemstein’s first marriage to a 
Daily Express journalist. Zoe 
Farmer, was dissolved. In 1954 he 
married Sandra Malone, a Cana¬ 
dian, who predeceased him. The 
son and two daughters of his 
second marriage survive him.

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL LESLIE DOW 






Ernest Sabben-Clare, 
headmaster and colonial 
servant died on January 
24 aged 82. He was born 
oaAugustlI.1910. 

SCHOOLMASTERS are too 
often regarded as convention¬ 
al figures. Emesi Sabben- 
Clare was certainly not one of 
those. A scholar of Winchester 
and New College, Oxford, 
were he took a first in Modem 
History in 1932. he spent the 
first 20 years of his career 
(after a brief two years as a don 
at Winchester) in the Colonial 
Service. 

Starting out in what was 


then Tanganyika as an assis¬ 
tant district commissioner, he 
was summoned back to White¬ 
hall to serve in the Colonial 
Office during the war, before 
going to the British Embassy 
in Washington as the Colonial 
attache in 1947. There he met 
and frequently played tennis 
with Donald Maclean — of 
whom he would later wryly 
remark that he never under¬ 
stood how be found the time 
for his spying activities. 

His last colonial appoint¬ 
ment was with tire Nigerian 
government, which he served 
for five years, ultimately as 
permanent secretary to the 


Ministry of Commerce in 
os. Having taken an exter- 
degree in French at 
London University in 1954 — 
in which he attained another 
first — Sabben-Clare returned 
to Britain and academic life in 
1955. He went first to teach at 
Marlborough, becoming its 
Under-Master two years after 
joining its staff and leaving in 
1960 to become headmaster 
of Bishop Wordsworth’s 
School, Salisbury. He then 
took over the headship of one 
of the nation’s most famous 
direct grant schools, Leeds 
Grammar School where he 
stayed from 1963 to 1970. At 


60 he took up a post specially 
created for him at Oxford — 
responsibility for the universi¬ 
ty’s external relations. 

Eventually retiring to Win¬ 
chester, be became a familiar 
figure in the life of the cathe¬ 
dral and the city. He jointly 
edited a book entitled Health 
in Tropical Africa during the 
Colonial Period (1980). as 
wdl as taking yet another 
degree, this time from the 
Open University. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Rosamond, a daughter and 
two sons, the younger of 
whom is the present headmas¬ 
ter of Winchester College.

IientenantColond Leslie 
Phillips Graham Dow, 
OBE, former producer of 
(he Edinburgh Military 
Tattoo, died on Jairaaiy 1 
aged 66. He was bora oo 
January 13.1926. 

DURING nearly twenty-five 
years in the Army. Leslie Dow 
saw action throughout the old 
British Empire, including 
trouble spots like Malaya, 
Kenya and Aden. But the high 
and low points of his career 
were reached at home. 

The low point was in 1968 
when his regiment, the 
Cameronians (Scottish Rifles) 
was disbanded under the de¬ 
fence cuts introduced by the 
then Defence Secretary, Denis 
Healey. The high point was 
eight years later when he 
landed the job of producing 
the Edinburgh Military 
Tattoo- 

Educated at Marlborough, 
in 1944 he enlisted as an 
ordinary foot soldier in the 
Cameronians — one of the 
oldest regiments in Britain. 
Commissioned in the follow¬ 
ing year, he served in swift 
succession in Gibraltar, Tri¬ 
este. Hong Kong. Malaya and 
in Singapore on the staff of the 
Oin-C Far East Land Forces. 

In 1959 he was on the point 
of beginning parachute train¬ 
ing when he received an 
urgent call to take over a 
company of his regiment in 
Kenya—where the Army was 
embroiled with the MauMau. 
He subsequently served in 
Germany and on the staff at 
Sandhurst before another 
spdl in Kenya. 

In the mid-1960s Dow was 


detached to complete a study 
for the Military Secretaiy on 
the Army’s system of confiden¬ 
tial reports. Then in 1966 he 
wem with his regiment to 
Aden, taking over command 
while he was there. The 
Cameronians returned to this 
country to receive telegrams of 


congratulation on their perfor¬ 
mance against Arab terrorists 
in Aden, while Dow himself 
was appointed OBE. 

This was followed by a 
bombshell from Whitehall. 
The regiment founded by the 
Earl of Angus in 1689, was to 
be axed, a victim of the cuts in 


military spending. Leslie Dow 
had the unwanted honour of 
being the Cameronians’ last 
CO. 

He was transferred to the 
Kings Own Scottish Borderers 
but insisted on wearing the 
Douglas tartan news and the 
leather crossbelts of his old 
regiment when he received his 
OBE insignia at Buckingham 
Palace from the Queen. 

“You’re wearing the wrong 
uniform.” observed his sharp- 
eyed monarch. 

“But this is the one I won 
the award in ma’am,” said 
Dow. Not long afterwards he 
called for his bowler hat and 
retired into military history 
with the regiment 

He spent four years working 
in his father-in-law's business 
in Scotland before hearing in 
1974 that Brigadier Jack 
Sanderson, Soots Guards, was 
about to relinquish the job of 
producing the Edinburgh Tat¬ 
too — first held in 1950. Dow 
applied for the post as his 
successor and, after sitting at 
Sanderson’s side for the next 
two years, took over himself in 
1976. He also directed a 
special display in Virginia the 
same year to mark the bi¬ 
centenary of the United States. 
He held the job for the next 15 
years, always working three 
years ahead, until, in fa iling 
health, he retired after the 
1991 tattoo. 

His eye for detail and his 
diligence were famous. He 
had many interests: playing 
hockey, making wine and, less 
common among Army offi¬ 
cers, writing light verse. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Joan, and their two daughters. 


TINNED FRUIT 
ON SALE 

Tinned fruit wifl be on sale again 
from to-morrow, when a new rationing 
period of four weeks will begin. On this 
day also the simplified arrangements for 
distributing cheap milk and other 
vitamin foods, by which any holder of a 
child's ration book is automatically 
entitled to a pint of milk a day at 2d. a 
pint and supplies of codliver oil and 
orange juice, come into force. The 
unrestricted distribution of household 
milk wiD come to an end, but a new 
allocation of dried milk will be made, 
and a farther allocation of dried egg. 

The cheese ration will be reduced to 4 
oz. a week. There will be no change in 
tiie chocolate and sweet ration. 

Transport is a limiting factor, but in 
most areas the tinned fruit will indude 
imported apricots, peaches, pears and 
pineapple, and some grapefruit The 
prices of home-grown and imported 
fruits are controlled, and they are 
available on points. The approximate

points cost is six to a pound. The 
Ministry of Food has received a few 
complaints about new foods being 
added to the points scheme without any 
increase in the number of points (20) 
allotted to each consumer, and in reply 
an offidal of the Ministry yesterday 
pointed out that this was a method of 
curtailing consumption which was de¬ 
liberately employed. 

“As there is little fresh fruit about

We realise that we cannot go 
on indefinitely in this way, and that 
there is a limit beyond which we cannot 
expect 20 points to stretch; and should it 
be necessary to add some fairiy consider¬ 
able volume of food to the points 
scheme, some additional points would 
be necessary." 

There will be some bottled fruit also. 
In tiie main, it consists of home- 
produced plums, of which there was a 
bountiful crop last season, and will be 
available, free of points.

Steelmakers refuse cuts 
for £700m EC rescue

IN BRUSSELS 

THE ECs £700 million 
rescue package for Europe's 
steel industry has been 
thrown into confusion by 
steelmakers’ refusal to axe 
capacity. 

Fernand Braun, the EC’s 
special “steel envoy,” has re¬ 
turned to Brussels with lithe 
but empty promises after two 
months pleading with more 
man 60 sted companies, in¬ 
cluding British Steel, many 
wholly or party state owned. 
They are under pressure not to 
cut jobs as the recession wors¬ 
ens despite massive and deep¬ 
ening losses. In the absence of 
a deal, Europe’s steel industry 

will face a bathe likely to kiD on 
more and more companies. 

Krupp Stahl and Hoesch 
Stahl hie two leading Ger¬ 
man steelmakers joining 
forces in response to the steel 
price collapse, yesterday an¬ 
nounced production cuts of 
120,000 tonnes a month. 
They wfll also try to raise prices 
on rolled steel products. 

The gloomy outlook for the 
industry was emphasised yes¬ 
terday when the OECD fore¬ 
cast that European steel 
output would decline this year 
by 2.6 per cent after a 3.6 per 
cent faH in 1992. 

In his interim report to the 
commission, made in Janu¬ 
ary, Mr Braun said companies 
were prepared to cutback on 
capacity by 8 million tonnes in 
crude steel and 6 million 
tonnes in rolled steel These 
figures are way out of line with.

those in the restructuring doc¬ 
ument prepared fay Martin 
Bangemann. the industry 
commissioner, which esti¬ 
mates overcapacity in the hot 
rolled sector alone at between 
19 and 26 million tonnes. 

According to the Commis¬ 
sion. demand for EC sted 
products in 1995 wlU stagnate 
at today's levels “even in the 
event of economic recovery at 
the end of 1993 or early in 
1994.” Prices for flat products 
are now 30 per cent down on 
their 1989 levels. One official 


said that even after a second 
tour of the major steelmakers, 
foe final Braun report, submit¬ 
ted to the commission last 
week, was “very far from 
enough” A Braun aide said of 
British Steel’s stance: “They 
said they wouldn't make cuts 
tail well see.” The Commis¬ 
sion wants a committment 
from foe industry to cut least 
30 million tonnes rapacity. 

At British Steel in London 
any crisis seemed to have been 
fo rgotten. The senior ecfaefams 
of- the press office were all in 


Hobart. Australia, supervising 
public relations for the British 
Sted Challenge yacht race. No 
comment on Mr Braun’s visit 
was available. 

The commission is now in a 
difficult position. Already this 
year it has seen the EC lose yet 
more market share through 
antidumping duties imposed 
by Washington. Several EC 
steelmakers are near collapse 
and need foe money ear¬ 
marked by foe Bangemann 
plan as soon as possible. For 
the plan to work EC contribu¬ 
tions of about £350 million 
must be-matched by member 
states, but first the industry 
will have to agree the neces¬ 
sary sacrifices. 

Internecine strife in Brussels 
is intensifying over how far 
protection for the EC industry 


should extend. Sir Leon 
Britton, external affairs com¬ 
missioner, is adamant that the 
commission should keep the 
high moral ground in its trade 
war with A m er i ca and not 
impose duties on foreign im¬ 
ports, but other commission¬ 
ers are alarmed at the speed of 
the decline of the European 
sector. “There are notes flying 
around this place like raised 
fists,” said one negotiator. 


THE administrative receiver 
of Leyland DAF, foe Britisb 
arm of the Anglo-Dutch truck 
maker, has flown to The 
Netherlands in an effort to 
secure short-term funds to 
restart full-scale production, 
after Leyland's banks agreed a 
£7 million temporary lifeline. 

Some suppliers to the lorry 
assembly plant at Leyland, 
Lancashire, have ceased deliv¬ 
eries while foe company’s 
immediate financial future 
and that of the 5,500-strong 
workforce are decided this 
weekend. 

The suppliers include the 
motor components companies 
GKN and Lucas. 

In daylong talks, John Tal¬ 
bot, one of the joint 
admhiBfnifinre from Arthur 
Andersen who went in earlier 
this week when DAF, the 
parent company, sought pro¬ 
tection from creditors, pressed 
for a package of measures that 
would allow both the Conti¬ 
nental and British operations 
to continue. 

After an earlier injection of 
60 million guilders (£22 mil¬ 
lion), bound for foe Continen¬ 
tal plants, die latest £7 million 
from foe banks has been 
earmarked for Britain alone, 
to allow wages to be paid and 
components ordered. 

The money was advanced 
from the banking consortium 
according to the size of each 
bank's exposure to DAF. 
Three British banks, the Nat¬ 
ional Westminster, Barclays 
and Lloyds, are owed less than 
a quarter of the total debts. 

Central to yesterday’s dis¬ 
cussions at DAFs headquar¬ 
ters in Eindhoven was the 
need to confirm that patents 
on foe DAF 45 and DAF 50 
ranges of light trucks, the 
main products of foe Lanca¬ 
shire plant, toe legally vested 
in Britain and are not under 


foe control of the Dutch 
parent, which is increasingly 
going its own way. 

Talks also focused on the 
need to secure continued ac¬ 
cess for British plants to DAFs 
1,300 dealerships across the 
Continent, and the continuing 
supply of engines from The 
Netherlands that equip half of 
the British-produced vehicles. 

Cummins, which supplies 
engines at its. Darlington 
plant, in Durham, for up to 
half the 14,000 trucks pro¬ 
duced at Leyland each year, 
was hoping to hear from the 
receiver soon. 

Only if links between foe 
two companies can be re¬ 
drawn so that they can operate 
independently, but in parallel 
is there hope of securing a 
tong-term future for the Brit¬ 
ish arm. 

Several potential buyers, irt- 
duding Paccar, the American 
lorry builder, and managers at 
the Leyland plant are believed 
to be interested. 

However, prospects are not 
good for foe van plant which 
employs 2,000 at Washwood 
Heath. Birmingham, and for 
foe Albion subsidiaiy in Glas¬ 
gow, where 550 workers are 
involved m the manufac ture of 
axles. 

The soaring cost of develop¬ 
ing new vehides and meeting 
stricter environmental regula¬ 
tions suggests that the British 
plants nod to be part of a 
world-class vehicle manufac¬ 
turing group with deep 
pockets.

STERLING continued its re¬ 
covery at foe end of a volatile 
week, aided by German inter¬ 
est rate cuts, but still dosed 
lower overall than last Friday.

reach a 
six-year high

ALTHOUGH the rate of com¬ 
pany insolvencies eased slight¬ 
ly in the last quarter, both 
corporate and individual fail¬ 
ures in 1992 were at a six-year 
high, according to the British 
Chambers of Commerce. 

individual failures in the 
final quarter continued to rise, 
while corporate insolvencies in 
England and Wales were 10 
per cent down on the third 
quarter. But the third quarter 
had produced the worst re¬ 
turns since the recession 
began, with company failures 
20 per cent up. 

The fourth quarter’s 6.028 
company insolvencies were 
still 7 per cent up on the same 
quarter of the previous year. In 
the full year, there were 
24,424 company insolvencies, 
12 per cent higher than in 
1991- 

There was a guarded re¬ 
sponse on whether the slow¬ 
down in company failures 
signalled the economic tide 
turning. Richard Brown, the 
BCC director of polity, said: 
“It would be wrong to take any 
satisfaction from these latest 
figures and it is certainly 
premature to announce that 
die recession is over, based on 
one quarter’s falL” 

But he added that some 
comfort could be taken from 
the rate of company collapses 
slowing. 

It was a bleak last-quarter 
picture for individual insol¬ 
vencies. which numbered 
9.795. seasonally adjusted, 4 
per cent up on the previous 
quarter and 25 per cent high¬ 
er than in the fourth quarter of 
1991. In 1992 as a whole, 
there were 36.794 individual 
insolvencies, 44 per cent up on 
the previous year. 

Mr Brown said that the tide 
might well be turning but that 
die most obvious question was 


whether the improvement 
would develop into a trend. 
He gave a warning that with 
the domestic economy dearly 
still in recession, high levels of 
corporate failures could be 
expected for some time. 

He added: "We are still 
seeing one in 38 companies 
- becoming insolvent at a time 
when only one in five com¬ 
panies is working to full 
capacity." 

There were other warnings 
of a higher rate of business 
collapses this year. The Associ¬ 
ation of British Factors and 
Discounters said the surge in 
failures had increased the bad 
debt burden for smaller com¬ 
panies and that pointed to 
more being driven to the wall 
this year. 

The association, whose 
members provide cash for 
smaller companies against in¬ 
voices, is forecasting a 15 per 
cent rise to more than 70,000 
in the number of business 
failures, including receiver¬ 
ships. Last year, there was a 30 
per cent rise to 62,000. 

Alan Hughes, the associ¬ 
ation chairman, said: "Bad 
debts are only die dp of the 
iceberg for small businesses. 
When the late payment prob¬ 
lem is taken into account, their 
struggle to survive die reces¬ 
sion becomes truly daunting. 

"Even if the economy turns 
the comer this year, banks will 
still be cautious about lending 
to smaller firms and the 
corporate death toll will con¬ 
tinue to climb." 

Robin Cook, shadow trade 
secretary, said: "Until John 
Major and his colleagues re¬ 
join the real world and start to 
take notice of the cries for help 
from sinking businesses, 
many more thousands will 
undoubtedly be joining 
them.”

LIBERTY Life Assurance has 
been fined £80,000 by the life

Liberty life has also com¬ 
pensated investors who have 
suffered loss as a result of the 
failures and has agreed to 
compensate other investors 
with similar claims. 

The fine follows inspection 
visits in February and March

lems with the company’s com¬ 
pliance procedures, and an¬ 
other. in April 1992, which 
showed it had not dealt ade¬ 
quately with the proWems. 

Lautro was concerned that 
Liberty life was not screening 
its representatives satisfactori¬ 
ly. The company suspended its 
recruitment for three months 
last summer and has reviewed 
it current appointments. 

The company was found to 
fail to comply with principle 9 
of the Securities and Invest¬ 
ments Board’s statements of 
principle. Lautro acknowl¬ 
edged Liberty Life had co¬ 
operated fully and had taken 
effective steps to strengthen 
compliance procedures. 


OFT considers longer 

look at Airtours bid 

THE Office of Fair Trading may deliberate for several more 
weeks over the £208 million bid from Airtours for Owners 
Abroad, tiie rival travel operator, before deciding whether to 
refer the offer to the Monopolies and Mergers Commission. 
Airtours received a predictably low number of acceptances of 
foe offer at the first dosing date, with 0.37 percent of Owners 
ordinary shares accepting the terms. 

It is believed the interest the bid has aroused in tiie travel 
industry — and the submissions by the Consumers’ 
Association, independent travel agents and other interested 
bodies that the deal should not be allowed—mean the matter 
vvDl have to be considered by a full OFT merger paneL This 
would extend the time taken in reaching a decision, possibly 
until beyond day 39 of die bid, February 22. The Takeover 
Panel would then have to decade whether to suspend the 
timetable until a decision was declared. Airtours shares were 
3p lower at 28 lp yesterday.

Clifford shares surge

JAPAN’S gaping current ac¬ 
count surplus jumped more 
than 60 per cent to a record 
$117.62 billion in calendar 
1992. a rise certain to aggra¬ 
vate increasing disputes with 
US and European trade 
partners. 

The 1992 surplus in goods 
and services — beat not only 
die $72.90 billion surplus in 
1991. but also the previous 
record of $87.02 billion set in 
1987. The trade component of 
the nation's balance of pay¬ 
ments rose to a record 
$132.60 billion surplus from 
the previous high surplus of 
$103.04 billion in 1991. the 
ministiy said- 

“This sets the stage for 
dramatic trade confronta¬ 
tion." said Paul Summerville, 
chief economist at Jardine 
Fleming Securities. 

Japan is undo- pressure 
from Washington and Brus¬ 
sels to trim its surpluses, but a 
sluggish economy is dampen¬ 
ing imports, while a strong 
yen exaggerates the size of 
exports. 

Japanese exports rose to 
$330.80 billion ($306.56 bil¬ 
lion}. while imports slipped to 
$198 JO billion ($203.57 bil¬ 
lion). Officials and economists 
agree the surpluses are unlike¬ 
ly to shrink dramatically in the 
future.

would not have to change the way 
they operated much- instead of the 
insurance subsidiary being sent a list 
of people with £ 1 0,000 or more on 
deposit, the branch would be sent 
letters by the insurance company to 
mail to those customers with large 
sums. The result is the same for the 
customer, especially if the mailing 
about investments arrives only days 
after a large sum is deposited. 

A few have specifically asked their 
customers’ permission to share 
information, while others have been 
a little devious when getting “express 
consent" to pass on information. 
They have sent customers letters 
with a tear-off coupon for a prize 
draw. Those who read them care¬ 
fully win have noticed that by 
entering the competition they were 
agreeing to their details being 
spread about the group. 

The banks have the whip hand 
when people are applying for loans. 



Those who actually fill in the forms 
themselves do not usually want to 
score out statements that give the 
bank die right to hold and process 
any information about the customer 
by any company in the group. 

Customers can always write to the 
bank and ask for a stop to mailings 
and telephone calls, but surely the 
onus should be on the banks not to 
pester customers without express 
permission. Many will want to know 
about every new investment 

Others would rather not receive a 
telephone call bom a stranger who 
seems to know more than he ought 


to about their personal circum¬ 
stances. The code is to be reviewed 
regularly. It would seem that a check 
should be made sooner rather than 
later as the dash to get disenchanted 
savers into equities gaiters speed. 

Hard sell 

T he timing of the insurance in¬ 
dustry is pretty hot. As 
another company is fined 
heavily for bad stifling practices, the 
Association of British Insurers has 
started an internal campaign to 
make us love them. Companies are 


being asked to put more positive re¬ 
marks about the industry in annual 
reports and in advertisements, to tdl 
MPs how wonderful insurance com¬ 
panies are and to tdl the mafia 
about the effectiveness of regulation 
and just how many people are 
pleased they took out a policy. 

The association admits that the 
criticisms of certain activities in the 
field of life insurance are valid, but 
fears they are in danger of alienating 
potential customers. It wiQ not be 
including in its briefing notes the 
high early surrender figures and the 
taw payouts these customers get 

Nor will insurers remind cus¬ 
tomers and opintan-formers that 
large numbers of firms are failing 
the inspections of their regulator. 

The time and money might be 
better spent in improving standards 
and redesigning products so that 
they actually do what customers 
want Too often, salesmen sefl the 


wrong product and when they are 
found out say they had no choice 
because their company did not have 
what the customer wanted. 

The industry likes to sefl 25-year 
policies to young people, middle- 
aged people and even old people. 
Such long-term Investment is a good 
deal if the polity readies maturity. 
The vast majority do not with most 
companies. This is often b eca use 
policies with flexible names are any¬ 
thing but 

If the industry was inventing the 
endowment today it would not be 
able to get past the regulators the 
idea that most of toe first year's 
investment should go to the sales¬ 
man and toe customer should not be 
told. 

Too many household name com¬ 
panies have flouted toe regulations 
and seemed to pay scant attention to 
toe needs of the customers. Market 
share has been toe watchword, not 
service, value for money or even sec¬ 
urity. The industry needs to mend its 
ways before it can win universal re¬ 
spect, trying to divert attention from 
what is wrong win not work. 


Banks edge towards restoring 
charges for personal customers

THE first move towards toe 
high street banks charging 
current account customers 
whose accounts are in credit 
came this week when Save & 
Prosper announced that any¬ 
one with less than £1,000 in 
their accounts would have to 
pay £5 a month. 

While Coutts, the Queen’s 
bank, has always charged less 
prosperous customers for the 
privilege of banking, the high 
street banks have offered free 
banking since the mid-1980s 
and only clobbered those who 
went into the red. 

For toe last year or so, they 
have been reviewing toe cost 
of current accounts and all 
have long-term plans to re¬ 
introduce charges on cheque 
accounts in credit when they 
fed they can get away with it 

Barclays estimates that a 
cheque account needs to have 
an average balance of £600 to 
pay its way and that the aver¬ 
age cost per year for running 
an account is £40 to £45. With 
fewer than half the current 
account customers incurring 
charges, the costs for the whole 
customer base has to be borne 
by those who overdraw 
occasionally. 

When the overdraft is partic¬ 
ularly brief, or not even visible 
to the customer on the bank 
statement because it was 
■rangpri by the time it took a 
cheque paid in to be cleared, 
the annual percentage rate 
charged can run into thou¬ 
sands of per cent if the 
quarterly or monthly charges 
are included. The actual inter¬ 
est may be less than a pound. 

Lloyds Bank, which was the 
first to introduce an annual 
charge on its credit cards, said 
it would not introduce charges 
for customers in credit until it 
believed it had improved its 
service and that customers had 
recognised the improvement 

Since January 10. it has 
charged those who overdraw 
by more than £100 in its 
Classic Account £8 a month. 
Those who go over this limit in 
the current account pay 60p 
for every cheque, direct debit 
cash dispenser withdrawal, 
use of a debit card, standing 
order and even for every 
payment in. . 

Those who are seriously 
overdrawn and have 
ments refused are diarged £25 
a time. Letters and telephone 
calls to advise a customer of an 
unauthorised overdraft, cost 
rjo and a statement is tj.

(1.88 per cent net). 

The £5 charge will be levied 
on tire last business day of the 
month on accounts that have 
fallen below £1.000. 

The company will also 
charge customers with its Pre¬ 
mier Account £5 a month 
when their credit balances fell 
below £2,500. It has also 
stopped paying interest on 
sums in its Premier Account 
and deposit account under 
this threshold.

THE amount of relocation 
costs that can be paid to 
employees tax-free has been 
cut by £4.500. Those who 
moved after Monday can now 
receive up to £13.440, com¬ 
pared with a previous pay¬ 
ment of up to £18.060. 

The extra statutory conces¬ 
sion is based on the maximum 
amount payable to Civil Ser¬ 
vants moved from one part of 
the country to another and has 
been cut to take account of the 
dramatic fall in interest rates. 

The concession can be used 
to buy a property of similar 
standard in another part of die 
country where houses cost 
more. It is invariably used by 
people looking to bridge the 
price gap when moving from 
north to south. Since the peak 
of the housing market in 
1989, prices have continued to 
rise in the North until recentfy. 
They have fallen steeply in 


East Anglia, and the southern 
half of the country. 

The money cannot be paid 
as a lump sum or all in one 
year. It is phased out over a 
number of years, and is to 
cover, in the main, die differ¬ 
ence in mortgage payments.

It stated in the 
policy details that later policies 
could be combined with the 
original as one (for various 


benefits), I confirmed this with 
him. Within two years, I made 
use of this and started another 
policy to combine with die 
first. Receiving statements a 
year later, I discovered not 
only were the policies separate 
but there had been minimal 
investment. 

In explanation I was told 
that 1 knew policies could not 
be combined due to my diabe¬ 
tes (contradicting his original 
statement). Reminding him. 
that I said the policy was for 
investment. I asked why the 
investment was negligible. He

I would like to assure Mrs 
Lucy Baruch (“Visa Vouchers 
Open to Change", Letters, 
January 16) that the Visa 
system incorporates checks 
and balances which protect 
the cardholder from erroneous 
or fraudulent transactions.

account had been incorrect 
she would have certainly had 
recourse to the bank which 
issued her card. 

Retailers who accept Visa 
payment cards are usually 
aware that they may not 
amend sales vouchers after 
they have been signed by the 
cardholder. Of the 400,000 
locations accepting Visa cards 
in the UK, only a tiny percent¬ 
age submit unacceptable 
vouchers and these are nor¬ 
mally picked up by the bank 
when they are processed 

Banks have implemented 
strict screening procedures 
and new technology, such as 
electronic point of sates termi¬ 
nals, to reduce still further any 
margin for error. Mrs Baruch 
is right to be concerned; all 
payment cardholders should 
check their monthly state¬ 
ments against their receipts as 
a matter of course.

IN ONE way at least, Paula 
Raddiffe is an old-fashioned 
gill. She will run today in 
Cortiy d the British trials for 
the world cross-country cham¬ 
pionships, not because she has 
to, but because *T want to earn 
my place". Earn it? No one, 
not even Uz McColgan, is 
more worthy of selection. 

A year ago Raddiffe became 
the world junior champion 
and this winter, her first as a 
senior, she has not lost to a 
Briton. The team for the world 
championships in Spain will 
be the first four today phis two 


chosen by the selectors. “The 
discretionary places should be 
for people who are injured, or 
iff not for people who would 
rather run in a grand prix 
somewhere,” Raddiffe says. 

She has foe same no-favours 
approach to training. On 
Wednesday, at her local trade 
in Bedford, foe first two lanes 
were coned off. Surely foe 
world junior champion was 
entitled to the inside, instead 
of having to dodge foe others 
during a workout? "I’m no 
different from anyone else, no 
different from foe under 1 Is, 
and they are not allowed to use 
it," she said 

At 19 she is foe most 


promising young woman in 
British athletics, but not. she 
insists, foe next McColgan, as 
is sometimes written. She is 
the antithesis of McColgan: 
elegant, softly spoken, intellec¬ 
tual and unconcerned with 
money. 

For foe past month, since 
beating Elana Meyer at the 
County Durham cross coun¬ 
try, Raddiffe has had the men 
in smart suits running behind 
hen agents who know that- 
long fort legs and flowing 
blonde "hair are a million 
dollar combination. Park As¬ 
sociates, whose dients include 
Lineker, Gower and Carling, 
joined the race and won it 


Raddiffe’s appeal extends 
beyond mere talent as a run¬ 
ner. She has nine GCSEs and 
four A levels, all grade A, and 
speaks with foe confidence you 
would expect of a student of 
Languages. Here is a rare 
British athlete able to 
maximise sponsors’ interests 
by communicating also in 
French and German. 

Raddiffe, at Loughborough 
University, is putting educa¬ 
tion first “I need to know I 
have done my best in my 
studies-1 wifi finish university 
then give athletics a go." 

At the age of 12 Raddiffe's 
future as an athlete was not 
promising. Asthmatic and 


anaemic, she was 299th in her 
first national championship. 
Now. with inhaler, deep 
breathing exercises and iron 
tablets, she threatens to march 
over McColgan’s cross-coun¬ 
try territory. 

Lynn Jennings, foe senior 
world champion, rates Rad¬ 
diffe as a world medal con¬ 
tender next month. Last 
March she returned home 
after her junior triumph: to a 
message on her garage door 
“Well done Paula, champion 
of foe world." The dub mates 
who wrote it will tell you 
something else: the star 
among them has a champion 
nature as well.

British team enjoys 
encouraging start 

BRITAIN had its best day in Alpine skiing for some years 
yesterday when Claire de Pourtales and the Beil brothers. 
Martin and Graham, made encouraging starts to the world 
championships in Morioka, Japan (David Powefi writes). De 
Pourtales finished fourteenth in the Gist event, the women's 
combined. Having finished eleventh in the combined slalom 
on Thursday, her 2 7th m the combined downhill put her in 
the highest finishing position bya British skier at a world or 
Olympic championship since Martin Bell was eighth in the 
downhill at the 1988 Olympics. Miriam Vogt, of Germany, 
won the combined gold medaL 
Of the iwo Bells in action in foe men’s combined downhill 
Martin produced the better performance, finishing eigh¬ 
teenth. Graham was 26th. For both, it was a best result for 
three years. "It makes a change," Mike Jardine, the chief 
executive of foe British Ski Federation, said with reference 
to all three skiers. “Martin and Graham have been skiing 
well in training and hopefully this is an indication of their 
return to form." Luc Alphand. of France, leads foe men's 
combined after the downhill. 

Foul play by Maloney 

BOXING: Frank Maloney, the manager of Lennox Lewis, 
brought his “Chicken Bowe” campaign to New York 
yesterday — and almost landed in the soup. Maloney, who 
has been publicising Riddick Bowe's refusal to meet Lewis 
by depicting Bowe as a chicken, was found distributing 
“Chicken Bowe” postcards, which show Lewis almost 
knocking Bowe out of the ring in the Seoul Olympics, at foe 
champion's hotel — by Bowe himself.

Champion succeeds

R iddick Bowe is 25 and 
already he has achieved his 
most important goal — not 
winning the wodd heavyweight 
tide, bur being different, “I've 
always wanted to be different from 
everyone else,” he says. “Then I 
found boxing. That was the way I 
could be different from everybody 
else. I always went against the 
crowd.” 

Bowe certainly went against 100 
years of American tradition when 
he achieved the distinction of 
being the first American heavy¬ 
weight to turn down a challenge 
from a British heavyweight, Len¬ 
nox Lewis, for fear of losing. 

Bowe’s manager. Rock New¬ 
man. protests loudly that it was 
Lewis who turned down a £3 
million offer, forgetting to men¬ 
tion that, in the event of not 
arriving at a deal try private treaty, 
the matter should go to purse bids. 
Others justified Bowe s refusal to 
meet Lewis on the grounds of it 
making good business sense. Both 
could cash in now and meet later 
in a “mega mega” promotion. 

The claims and counter-claims 
go on and on. tart arguments 
aside. Riddick “Big Daddy” Bowe 
is different bom all other champi¬ 
ons. refreshingly different, if only 
for wanting to be different 
One of 13 children, he was 
brought up in Brownsville. New 
York, an estate where cocaine 
dealers patrolled every street cor¬ 
ner. Yet he resisted the temptation 
to try drugs. He listened to his 
mother. Dorothy, who told him: 
“If you wind up in jail I wont get 
you out If you call me bom jail to 
get you out 1 wont even talk to 
you.” 

Bowe says: “I'd tell her about my 
dreams, and how I was going to be 
heavyweight champion, and she 
would say. ‘Shut up. boy. dont just 
end up in jafl. Try to use your head 
for something other than a grease 
holder. If you ever go to jail, you 
can caned Christmas'.” When his 
mother used to work on a mid- 
nigh t-to-eight shift as a machine 
operator at a factory making 
medicine bottles, he walked with 
her to be her bodyguard. He woke 
up early in die morning to bring 
her back. 


It was different also that Bowe 
decided to marry a neighbour¬ 
hood girl, Judy. He is certainly 
different from his father, who only 
turned up to see his mother to find 
out whether the next child was a 
boy or a girl Bowe hates being 
away bom his children. Riddick 
Jr. six, Riditia, four, and Brenda, 
two. “My father did nothing for 
me,” Bowe says. ?He-died last, 
year. They wanted me to go to the 
funeral but nothing doing. My 
mother was my father, my sister, 
and my brother.” 

Bowe wants to go to Howard 
University. Washington, to study 
business administration, even 
while he is champion. He said: “A 
lot of athletes think it is not their 
concern what is going on in the 
world, but we owe it to the kids to 
tell them what is the right.way and

what is the wrong way. I would 
like to teD the people that I'm a true 
champion, and that I am for the 
people. People think boxers are 
dumb, stupid, drunks and drug 
abusers, and that they bother 
women. But I'm not like thaL I'm 
an All-American Boy- I've never 
had a drink in my life, or smoked a 
cigarette, or taken drugs.” 

You fed he is genuine, not 
simply trying to jump on the 
publicity bandwagon. His 81- 
year-old trainer. Eddie Futch. says 
be would not have taken Bowe 
under his wing if he did not believe 
in him. 

Bowe has always respected an 
older voice. When he gave a bey at 
school a bloody nose for saying 
that Joe Frazier was better than 
Muhammad All the principal of 
the school told him to try boxing at 
a gym in the Bedford^ tuyvesant 
area of Brooklyn. Bowe listened to 
her, and under the coach, George 


Washington, he learnt to threw 
the Chary Tree Special — a. one- 
two. Washington said: “When you 
hit them with that, they fall like a 
cherry tree.” And they did. 

It was the start erf his boxing 
career, and he won all but seven of 
his 211 amateur bouts. 147 of 
them by knockouts. He won two 
Golden Gloves tides. 

.. When Bowe was stopped by 
Lewis in the Olympic Games at 
Seoul in the second round of the 
super-heavyweight final the big 
promoters did not stop to think 
that his performance might have 
had something to do with his foot 
and hand injuries; with his broth¬ 
er, Henry, dying of a wasting 
disease; or that his sister, Brenda, 
had been stabbed to death a few 
weeks earlier by a drug addict 

They called him Ridiculous 
Bowe, and said he had quit Fertile 
Pacheco, the NBC commentator, 
said that he bad “an enormous 
talent, but no mental stability 
whatsoever”. Even up to the time 
when Bowe met Evander 
Holyfidd for the world title last 
November, they said Bowe had no 
heart Bowe proved them wrong in 
that contest 

The lack of interest from the big 
promoters and managers gave 
Newman, another maverick, his 
chance to step in. He went to see 
Bowe in Brownsville, and found 
him about to give up boxing and 
go to college or into the army. 
Newman, a former car salesman, 
had no trouble selling himself and 
Bowe a career in heavyweight 
boxing, and signed him up. He 
even told him that in four years* 
time, by September 1992, he 
would be world heavyweight 
champion. Newman's forecast was 
out by only two months. 

Newman sent Bowe to Futch in 
Reno. The famous trainer recalls a 
test he gave the boxer to see if he 
had dedication. “At my age, I had 
little time to waste,” Futch said “I 
told him I was going out of town, 
but he should still go on his 
morning run at six o’dock. I didn't 
leave town really. I was waiting for 
him at the end of the run. When I 
saw him p uffin g up that hill in the 
snow, I thought the boy was going 
to be OK.” Patch taught Bowe the 
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art of mixing the jab and the hook 
with the big right he already had 

After 30 bouts, Bowe arrived at 
foe No. 1 position by stopping 
Pierre Coetzer, of South Africa, last 
May. It was too late for the money- 
men to muscle in. Futch. who has 
trained four wodd champions — 
Ken Norton, Joe Frazier. Lany 
Holmes and Michael Spinks — 
thinks Bowe can surpass them alL 
“If he lives up to his potential he 
could be better than all of them at 
their best.” he said. 

Even as a celebrity. Bowe’s 
behaviour towards the public is 


different from that of other cham¬ 
pions. When be arrives at a 
function, there are no mafia-type 
heavies clearing the way for him. 
pushing onlookers aside. He does 
not pass by quickly. His three-man 
band — himself; Futch and New¬ 
man — are free of the restrictions 
of movement that oome with being 
tied to mainstream promoters. 

Today. Bowe has $8 million in 
the b ank, and contracts for $100 
million from HBO, a leading 
cable network. ITV, and dothes 
sponsors. Yet he has aligned 
himself with causes in South 


Africa and Somalia. He has 
bought his mother a house on 
Coney Islan d, and he himself lives 
in a modest house in suburban 
Maryland. He is building a $2 
million bouse in Fort Washington 
for the entire Bowe family. 

Tonight he appears at Madison 
Square Garden, where Willard 
bod Moran in 1916, Dempsey 
knocked out Brennan in 1920. Joe 
Louis knocked out Buddy Baer 
and outpointed Jersey Joe Walcott 
in the 1940s. and where Bowels 
idol All met Frazier in an epic 
baffle in 1971. Before his own 


crowd of 15.000. Bowe meets 
Michael Dokes, a former champi¬ 
on, but also a former drug addict 
stiZI in the process of rehabilitation. 
Dokes’s reflexes are hot what they 
used to be. 

He has the punch to cause 
trouble for Bowe. as he did for 
Holyfidd, but it is not likely that be 
has recovered bom foe knockout 
by Donovan “Razor” Ruddock 
that put him in hospital and out of 
boxing for 19 months. When a 
well-wisher said “good hick. Mich¬ 
ael” Dokes replied: “Thank you. 
Pray for me.”

RIDERS who exceed the 
Jockey Chib’s proposed whip 
guidelines will not necessarily 
incur a suspension, it was 
emphasised yesterday.

David Pipe, stressed 
that racecourse stewards will 
only look at a jockey's riding if 
he hits his hone six or more 
tunes, under new recommen¬ 
dations put forward by the 
disapfinaiy committee. 

“It was never our intention 


to restrict riders to a specific 
number of blows. There is no 
six and out rule. It is making 
the whole business of explain¬ 
ing it that much more diffi¬ 
cult,” he said. 

‘The stewards may well 
find that a jockey is riding 
within die guidelines on what 
is correct even if he uses the 
whip ten rimes.” 

Pipe was reacting to the 
publication by foe Jockeys' 
Association of comments on 
foe proposed whip changes 
which it daims were ignored.

David Hands meets England’s 


giant lock forward who has 


had mixed fortunes in Cardiff 


England's tower of strength: Dooley soars to claim a throw-in during squad training yesterday 


M ake the most of 
Wade Dooley, in 
Cardiff today and 
for the rest of this interna¬ 
tional season. We will not see 
his tike again. Oh, there will 
be 6ft 8in (and more) lineout 
experts so long as rugby 
union retains the lineout but 
England’s fourth division 
will not be throwing up 
mternationaJ forwards in 
future. 

Dooley is a throwback to 
the haphazard days of 1985 
when the England selectors 
worked their way through 
over 50 players in one calen- 
dar year. At the same time be 
has adapted wonderfully well 
to modem requirements; his 
has always been a gaunt, 
somewhat angular figure, the 
very model of the work ethic 
tha t has kept him to the 
forefront of the world’s lock 
forwards over die past four 
years- 

From the time he strode 
onto the international stage 
against Romania in Jammy 
1985, a green-as-gzass police¬ 
man from Preston Grasshop¬ 
pers, his most admirable 
quality was the desire to 
learn. *T knew that, coming 
from junior rugby, I would 
have to be ten times fitter so I 
wait away and worked out a 
routine that suited me." 
Dooley said. “I have stuck 
with it I am a little bit staid 
in my lineout ways and when 
Pan! Ackfbrd came along, as 
a Na 4 jrnnper like me, I dug 
my heels in. He went to No. 2 
and became the best at it in 
the world. But I like to think 
I'm flexible and I recognise 
the i mpor t an ce of support 
and helping die other 
jumpers." 

Two years ago, Dooley 
thought that he was making 
his last visit to Cardiff There 
is no attempt to conceal that 
the Anns Park is not: his 
favourite ground: indeed, 
Cardiff where England play 
Wales today, earns a chapter 
in his recent autobiography. 
The Tower and the Gkny, 
partfy because of the unhap¬ 
py events of 1987 when four 
England players, Dooley 
amoi& them, woe suspend¬ 
ed after the match. 

Robert Norster. . how 
Wales team manager, 
seemed to have the Indian 
sign over Dooley: “He was 
one of the best technical 
players I have met By mod¬ 
em standards he was not a 
big man but his timing was 
impeccable and he ruled his 
support players with a rod of 
iron." How great the satisfac¬ 
tion therefore, when Dooley 
replaced Norster in the Brit¬ 
ish Isles team against Austra¬ 
lia in 1989. 

“Before 1991 Cardiff was 
just an unpleasant place to 
play in. everyone snarling at 


you, the obvious hostility,” he 
said. “But the strange thing 
about that year was that 
when Paul and I walked in 
the dty centre it was so quieL 
there was no banter with the 
fatvs it gave us an inkling 
that the writing was on the 
waff" 

Thanks to Simon 
Hodgkinson’s seven penal¬ 
ties England won in Cardiff 
for the first time since 1963. 
At Twickenham a year later 
Wales did not get a point on 
the board and Dooley high¬ 
lighted his fiftieth England 
appearance with his third try. 
“It seemed like a good time 
to finish but the manage¬ 
ment had a quiet word with a 
n umb er of us and encour¬ 
aged us to stay a bit longer. 

“I would like to be part of a 
third grand sfcim team — that 
would be special I'm chew¬ 
ing over tiie lions in New 
Zealand this summer but 
that depends on form. After 
that I'D reflect on whether to 
do a couple more seasons 
with the 'hoppers. But it will 
definitely be the end with 
England this season." 


D ooley has always 
been his own man. 
He is generally rec¬ 
ognised as a slow starter to 
the international season and 
his start this season has been 
slower than usual, partly 
because of the ragged first 
halves England played 
against Canada and South 
Africa, partfy because he was 
a frustrated bystander 
against France last month. 

‘T appreciated the encour¬ 
agement to stay from the rest 
of the team after t pulled out 
of that match, but you want 
to be out there. When I stop 
playing I wont take up 
roadiing- It would do my 
head in, it really would.” 

. For Dooley the confronta¬ 
tion is the imb of the game. If 
die lineout is a jungle, then 
that is warfare in which he 
revels, regardless of new laws 
intended to dean up that 
phase- The old dog — Dooley 
is 35 — has yet to perfect the 
trick of jumping with the 
inside atm after years of 
fending Off aD-comers: “I was 
pulled up m the dub match 
last week but when it conies 
to Jerry Guscott calling from 
the centre that I’m doing it in 
training, dungs have come to 
a pretty pass. I’m working at 
it." 

But not for much longer. 
Dooley’s young family — 
Sophie, three, and Sara, ten 
months — requires time and 
though Sharon, his wife, “has 
green me the go ahead for the 
lions", the Blackpool Tower 
is preparing to become just 
another, if not tourist attrac¬ 
tion. at least a footnote in 
local tore. 


England coach deplores new laws

THE restrictions imposed on 
attacking rugby by the new 
laws are destroying back play, 
Dick Best..the England coach, 
said yesterday. Best fears the 
changes, particularly the 
scrum-feed law, will again 
exert a damaging Influence in 
the international at Cardiff 
today, just as they did when 
England played France three 
weeks ago. 

He believes the new regula¬ 
tions make it almost impossi¬ 
ble to put consistent pressure 
on opponents. "Perhaps the 
worst aspect of the law 
changes has been that back- 
line play is being destroyed." 
Best said. “There was far too 
much lacking in the interna¬ 
tional with France. But in 
fairness to the players what 


else can they do when they are 
faced with half the opposition 
forwards standing off, even 
from third-phase ball? 

“The game is being domi¬ 
nated fry the forwards because 
of these law changes. And 1 
expect it to be the same 
throughout this five nations’ 
championship. England will 
get better but i don't think you 
will see any structure in any of 
the matches this season.” 

The new laws, he said, 
meant there was no longer any 
pattern to matches because 
some of the fundamental 
structures of rugby had been 
removed. Sides could no long¬ 
er camp in their opponents’ 
22. Defenders simply cleared 
their lines through securing 
the put-in at the scrum. “As a 
result you see matches like that 
against France when the 


game just see-sawed from one 
side to the other. 

“Neither side managed to 
exert sustained pressure. That 
has become impossible 
because if you continue going 
forward you end up losing the 
balL And how can anyone 
seriously believe it is right that 
even with third or fourth- 
phase loose possession, you 
cannot find the space to use 
your backs out wide." 

It is rumoured that the 
committee which introduced 
the laws, originally on a trial 
for a year, is ready to make 
them permanent Best be¬ 
lieves that the players and 
coaches should be consulted. 

“The trouble is the people 
on these committees just make 
the laws and say get on with it 
But they should have the 
courtesy to ask those closely 


involved what they think. 
They are not sufficiently dose 
to the game to understand tiie 
full implications of their ac¬ 
tions. 

“There was a lot of kicking 
against France but this is the 
way the game will go now. It is 
the changing of fundamental 
. basics which so upsets me. For 
example, is itsuch a tragedy if 
people use their outside atm to 
secure lineout ball? If you 
administer the metre gap be¬ 
tween the lineout men it 
should not matter. You just 
wonder what law changes will 
be brought in next 

“It makes me very angry 
that players who have been 
coached a certain way ail then* 
careens are suddenly being 
asked to change fundamentals 
overnight You cannot do 
that" 


WRU calls meeting

The date of the meeting, 
later this month, has yet tote 
confirmed and yesterday, De¬ 
nis Evans, the WRU secretary, 
said there was no evidence 
that any player had received 
the reported sum of £30.000 
for his involvement in the tour. 

“We looked at that part of it 
along time ago and there is no 
definite proof," Evans said. 
Nevertheless, the districts, 
whose representatives make 
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up the union, will demand 
their pound of flesh, not so 
much from players, who may 
or may not have received un¬ 
authorised sums, but from 
administrators who kept silentyi, 
about the report 

At a time when the WRU 
has much to enthuse over— a 
revitalised team, and a cash 
flow the envy of many — tiie 
last thing it wants is a spotlight 
cast on its internal politics.

Britain caught in 
identity crisis

PITY English swimmers who 
are thud fastest in-Britain this 
season. Their fate is to stay at 
home while Scottish and 
Welsh counterparts further 
down the British ranking list 
compete for Britain on foe 
World Cup circuit 

The anger caused by this 
anomaly is likely to end foe 
practice of sending three 
home country association 
teams — England, Scotland 
and Wales — on foe World 
Cup instead of a Great Britain 
federation team. The associa¬ 
tions are not affiliated directly 
to Fina. the governing body. 

A suggestion from Fina that 
Britain should compete as a 
federation provoked Paul 
Bush, director of swimming 
for England, to announce that 
British swimmers would, after 
all, do just that The World 
Cup started with two rounds 
in China last month and ends 
in Milan in two weeks, after 
events in Paris, where British 
swimmers are still entered as 
three nations. Malrnd, Gel¬ 
senkirchen and Sheffield, 
where they will compete as 


Britain. Why then had the 
media been given team lists 
for foe three home countries? 

“Each country is funding 
itself but we are porting 
resources for travel and staff," 
Bush said “Thafs helpful and 
it gives more swimmers expe¬ 
rience at this level of competi¬ 
tion." The leading two 
swimmers in England, as 
members of foe national 
squad, are eligible for World 
Cup selection. 

Bush’s explanation 
anger in England while, in 
Scotland and Wales, some 
believe it win act as a dis¬ 
incentive to improve, given foe 
greater ease with which swim¬ 
mers can compete under a 
British banner. Fina, too. ar¬ 
gues that such behaviour is not 
in the interests of promoting 
foe World Cup as a shop 
window for the sport’s elite 
during the winter season. 

David Reeves, secretary of 
the federation, said: “From 
next year, we should select a 
proper GB team. If thafs 
mostly English, the Scots and 
Welsh will have to get better."

Butcher, who bas a two- 
year contract, is Sunder¬ 
land's fifth manager in the 
past ten years. He wQJ be 
assisted try Bobby Fergu¬ 
son, his former coach at 
Ipswich Town. Butcher's 
career seemed finished 
after knee injuries, but he 
confounded the doubters 
by establishing himself in 
Sunderland's defence. He 
built a rapport with the 
dub's supporters so strong 
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Butcher gamble 

that his ritual of post¬ 
match cheerieading land¬ 
ed him in trouble with 
police after an FA Cup 
defeat at Sheffield 
Wednesday. 

Such cultivation of the 
crowd possibly d inched his 
appointment. Butcher 
said; “I want to keep play¬ 
ing and would much rath¬ 
er be out on the pitch than 
in an office."

preservation pickle 
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S moke’s got in our eyes. 
Debate flames hotly. I dare 
say one might spot a phoe¬ 
nix or two sinking bock 
into the ashes. But enough of 
metaphors none is adeq uate to 
convey the degree of muddle over 
foeWindsor Castle fire. This confu¬ 
sion is extraordinary, since one of 
theifewareas where Britain can stiH 
daim to be top is. for better or 
worse, conservation. 

Wehave older buildings than the 
United States has; they are more 
durable than the wooden temples 
of .Japan; they have not been 
knocked about by war as much as 
those elsewhere in Europe. Some 
writers even claim that the British 
ji -aresolocked into a conservationist 
W mindset that we neglect that 
priority of modem life: the creation 
.of wealth. We are accused of 
preferring a dream of the past to 
the rigours of the industrial present 
Yet. for all this, we rarely agree on 
what should be done or get it right 
A storm rages over Eros, the 
scantily draped sculpture that — 
until being taken away for restora¬ 
tion last year — had perched above 
Piccadilly Circus for a century. 
What will happen to him? Surely, 
mice rejuvenated, he win hop bade 
<m to his pedestal Really? That 
hardly seems fair on the old bird, 
what with add rain, car exhaust 
fumes and the rafifee of exuberant 
students who sometimes swing on 
his limhs. After all. he is a work of 
art All right. Replace him with a 
replica. 

Fortunately, one can be created. 
The original plasters for the moulds 
used in the casting still exist in the 
Victoria & Albert Museum. A new 
Eros would be identical to the old, 
but internally strengthened. The 
cast thai the sculptor Alfred Gilbert 
personally supervised could go into 
a museum. But don't kid yourself; 
we won’t be able to concur on 
anything as straightforward as 
that To certain members of West¬ 
minster City Council and English 
Heritage, Eros is Eros; anything 
dse would be a fake. 

To most of the public, this 
^ controversy win seem, at best, 
w academic Few people would be 
able to tell the difference between 
the true Eros and the done. But the 
passion generated by the debate 
illustrates the reverence both sides 
attach to the fabric of the past It is 
as though we were dealing with a 
hdy image, not a piece of sculpture 
conceived as a decorative incident 
in a busy metropolis. Does it 
matter? 

The answer can only be yes. 
Every sodety needs symbols of a 
shared past But we have to be dear 
about what we save and why. This 
^ is not easy to decide. An anthropol- 
*ogist, journeying to the strange 
island of Conservation, would iden¬ 
tify two different tribes, each com¬ 
peting for the same territory, each 
harbouring a streak of hostility 
towards the other. 

One tribe riaims descent from a 
squat irascible demi-god in pebble¬ 
sized spectacles: William Morris. 


Use it or lose It should we meticulously restore our historic buildings to please the conservationists, or do disasters like the Windsor fire give us the chance to rebuild with confidence fora new age? 


To Morris, haunted by a Utopian 
vision of medieval society, a build¬ 
ing's appearance mattered less 
than tiie record it bore of the 
creatively fulfilled masons who 
fashioned it These craftsmen, liv¬ 
ing in that prelapsarian age before 
Britain was corrupted by the Indus¬ 
trial Revolution, had the opportuni¬ 
ty for self-expression, or so it was 
thought their mistakes enhanced a 
building because they introduced a 
degree of variety not possible when 
using machines. Consequently. 
Morris believed that ancient stones 
should not be replaced unless they 
bad readied the end of their life. 
He also held to the principle that 
repairs should always differ from 
the original. 

In a recent speech to the Royal 
Fine Art Commission, Peter 
Brooke. Secretary of State for 
National Heritage, paid tribute to 
this principle, admiring old build¬ 
ings extended in styles “which truly 
represent the age in which we live" 

The problem for the Morris men 
is that, these days, there is no one 
style of our day and age. Our era 
could as well be typified by the 
bawdy post-Modemism of Teny 
Farrell as the futurism of Sir 
Richard Rogers or the suavity of Sir 
Norman Foster. You take your 
pick. • 

The great idol of the other tribe is 
History. To them, the most impor¬ 
tant thing about an old building is 
what it shows about tire past They 
are prepared to reform inconve¬ 
nient old buildings that are not all 
of a piece by removing “out of 
period” excrescences. Perhaps they 


descend from Morris’s contempo¬ 
rary. Sir Gilbert Scotu the notorious 
restorer of churches. It was as a 
result of Scotfs plans for a root-and- 
branch restoration of Tewkesbury 
Abbey that tire Society for tire 
Protection of Ancient Buildings 
(SPAB) was founded. 

D evotion to history may. 
seem unexceptionable, 

until the principle is put 

into practice. Because, 
alas, we can never know what the 
past was really like. Often too little 
evidence exists; guesses may seem 
right, but we fed they look wrong. 
The historical school of thought 
chalked up a spectacular Mack 
mark at tire Queen’s House. Green¬ 
wich, restored in 1990. Whatever it 
looked like in tire 17th century, it 
wasn't that The memory of this 
disaster has been partially effaced 
by triumphs such as Hampton 
Court where the newfy restored 
rooms look better than they did 
before the 1986 fire. 

Open warfare broke out between 
the tribes over Uppark. in Sussex, 
gutted by fire in 1989. When the 
National Trust began its pains¬ 
taking restoration, tire SPAB ar¬ 
gued that the staircase, rather than 
being restored as tire Georgian 
original should differ from its 
surroundings, and so declare itself 
a' 20th-century insertion. Rather 
pointless, given that Uppark is not 
a living building, but a museum. 
On the other hand, what is the 
purpose of the trust spending about 
£20 million to restore it to its exact 
condition before the disaster? Its 


value as a piece of history has 
already been compromised by tire 
destruction. One cannot help sug¬ 
gesting that the insurance com¬ 
pany might have done better to 
donate the vast suras required for 
Upparifs replacement towards tire 
purchase of another, intact, build¬ 
ing. Then the ruin of Uppark 
might have been sold as a shell, to 
be rebuilt by private owners. Its use 
as a late 20th-century dwelling, 
constructed within an older shell 
would surely have increased its 
interest to future historians. 

The best use of a country house is 
for someone to live in ft. TTie owner 
may not be able to care for it as well 
as the National Trust or English 
Heritage, but at least the house win 
continue to reflea the taste of an 
individual This may not represent 
everyone’s idea of good taste, but it 
is. so to speak, real taste—noisome 
historians’ fake idea?. 

Of course, some bufldings do 
cease to fulfil their original func¬ 
tion, and any other use would 
change them beyond recognition. 
Britain is the only country in the 
wodd to possess a body created 
specifically to look after churches no 
longer needed for worship. The 
Redundant Churches Fund is one 
of the most remarkable repositories 
of history and culture in Britain. 

Even so. far better that churches 
stay in use. But what hard choices 
that presents! When an IRA bomb 
blew out the Victorian stained-glass 
windows of St Helen's, Bishops- 
gate, the evangelical vicar, the Rev 
Dick Lucas, decided that it was 
time to reorder tire building. 


In the last century, the Gothic 
Revival architect J.L Pearson had 
excavated tire floor of the church 
(steps going down by the door 
allowed him to have steps rising up 
to tire ahai); he also inserted screens 
that hide the pulpit from parts of 
the church. Despite its City loca¬ 
tion, St Helen's attracts very large 
congregations. 

Mr Lucas needs more room. He 
wants to shift the screens, add a 
gallery and. perhaps more contro¬ 
versially. insert a sunken font in the 
floor for baptisms of total immer¬ 
sion. The architect Quinlan Terry, 
himself a supporter of the low 
church, has been employed. De¬ 
spite the feet that lime Victorian 
work is being destroyed, only 
moved, both the Victorian Sodety 
and the London division of English 
Heritage are against it Surety this 
is taking conservation too far. 

Continuing use is the key to the 
debate over Windsor Castle. Unlike 
Hampton Court, it is still a working 
palace. Sir Jeffry Wyatvolle, Geor¬ 
gian architect of the fire-daimaged 
rooms, would have understood this. 
He created an impressive Tudor- 
style decor for a hall conceived 
principally as a setting for the 
resplendent ceremonies of the 
Order of the Garter and tire 
dazzling annual Waterloo dinner. 
Elsewhere, in other work. Ire was 
far from committed to Gothic His 
view would almost certainly have 
echoed that of his contemporary, 
Thomas Hopper “It is an archi¬ 
tect's business to understand all 
styles, and to be prejudiced in 
favour of none." The criterion that 


ruled his choice was appro¬ 
priateness. 

Whai has to be dedded first is not 
the style of the replacement work, 
but the use to which the restored St 
George’s Hall and other rooms will 
be put Does the Queen really need 
another chapel? If not. don't re¬ 
build it as one. Will St George’s 
Hall become principally a tourist 
attraction? If so, it should be 
restored to what it was before. If its 
main function is to serve as a 
setting for ceremonial a new 
architectural framework would be 
not only logical but essential For 
tins must be tire moment to revise 
the ceremonial along with the 
architecture. In this above all else. 


the requirements of a late 20th- 
century monarch wfll contrast 
strongly with those erf the dizzy, 
spendthrift George IV. 

Unfortunately, today’s architects 
are not practised in producing 
settings of the sumptuousness and 
splendour proper to even a modi¬ 
fied, toned-down land of ceremony. 
The country wfll have to look long 
and hard if it is to avoid a design 
that is either chilly or banal. For the 
Queen, however, there could be no 
better way to express her family’s 
new sense of purpose — to show 
that the monarchy can update itself 
to meet tire challenges of the age — 
than a confident rebuilding that is

F or years expensive beds have 
been advertised on the 
premise that since we spend 
one third of our lives in bed, we 
migh t as well be in a comfortable 
one.

Enj oyable donkey-work 


W e saw two kingfishers 
and a fox. Just stand¬ 
ing there as we 
passed. We didn’t 
seem to alarm anything. When you 
walk a dog everything whooshes 
■ and takes flight. With a donkey 
they accept you. There was hoar¬ 
frost everywhere. 1 could see the 
donkey’s breath on the air and tbe 
only sound was of his little shoes 
clattering along." Gilbert White in 
Seibome, 1784? No, Anne 
McCaig. donkeydriving champi¬ 
on. speaking in Kent in 1993. 

Donkeys used to be part of every¬ 
day life. Their ability to negotiate 
steep, cobbled lanes and narrow 
alleys made them ideal draught 
a nimals for costermongers, dairy¬ 
men, coal merchants, chimney 
% sweeps, refuse and dung collectors. 
* They were also used by farmers. 
Then lorries and tractors relegated 
them to the seaside, and as com¬ 
panions to family hunters. Their 
numbers dwindled and it was only 
the efforts of The Donkey Breeds 
Society, founded in 1967 as The 
Donkey Show Society, that stopped 
them becoming a rarity in Britain- 
New, some people are using 
them again for ploughing and 
harrowing, as smallholder Jill Gill 
does in Okehampton, Devon, with 
her do nkey s Katie and Tiffany. 
“Machinery just didn’t work for 
us," she says. With a plough 
borrowed from a local agricultural 
museum, and some simple equip¬ 
ment, it takes her two days to work 
a half-acre field 

he Donkey driving is having a 
^ revival, too. Last November, drivers 

and their donkeys took part in the 
Lord Mayor’s Show in London for 
the first time. They compete at the 
Hickstead showground in Sussex- 
Gradually. people are realising 
that donkeys are not a poor man’s 
horse, and that they have advan¬ 
tages over their flightier cousins. 
“Donkeys have sounder road 
sense,” Ms McCaig says. “A whiff 
of trouble and they’ll stop, whereas 
a horse might flip you over, cart 
and all, and make a dash for it 
“Donkeys are suitable, too, for 
people who are disabled and use a 
wheelchair—they can have a ramp 
to get into the cart and thejfoair can 
be clamped into position.”

splint after a contretemps with a 
car), and I are poised to make a 
swift right turn into a fast-moving 
line of traffic, a note of caution 
creeps in. “It would be foolhardy to 
go on the roads without being very 
competent in foe field with your 
donkey, or without having previ¬ 
ously taken foe donkey in hand 
along the road,” says Joy Claxton. a 
donkey driving instructor. 

Lessons are essential. You have 
less control over an animal from a 
cart than when riding on its bade. 

Although donkeys should not be 
driven before fo^y are four years 
old, it is between six and 12 months 
that they are best able to learn the 
crucial commands: stop, walk on, 
trot, bade. ‘They must also be able 
to reverse over a level crossing." Ms 
McCaig says. 

B ig Ears is decidedly long 
in the tooth and deeply 
entrenched in old habit 
patterns. And there’s a 
crossing near here. So, although 
paradise can be gained in a donkey 
cart, and the road at the end of our 
drive may be one that leads to 
trophies (as it has done for Ms 
McCaig), driving along h is not 
for us. 

“Donkeys, being suspicious crea¬ 
tures, tend to go round unfamiliar 
things.” Ms Claxton reminded me. 
“Manhole covers, puddles and 
changes in colour in the road can 
be a source of danger.” 

On a day when the entire 
landscape had turned white over¬ 
night with snow. Big Ears sired up 
a bole in the fence which exactly 
matched his bulk, with an inch or 
two to spare, and went through it 
Alter tracking him down, I had 
to bring him bade He wouldn’t 
walk but he did allow me to tow 
him — until, that is, the local bus 
dithered round the comer in tbe 
opposite direction Then he realised 
fait he could dig his hoofs in. even 
on ice, which he did for 20 minutes, 
blocking the road. No one minded: 
they just waited... like the two 
kingfishers and the fox.

I n mid-Febraary, if the weather 
is not too haish, herons begin 
to return to their bulky nests in 
the treetops. A heronry is rather like 
a giants’ rookery—yet the nests can 
easily be overlooked if they are in 
the middle of a dense copse, or if 
they are built in the high boughs of 
tall pines. 

The males come back to die 
heronry first They have a slow, 
heavy wing-beat when they are 
plodding across the skies in search 
of quiet river banks and ponds, but 
now they glide the last few yards 
into the trees. They stand on the old 
nests, or among die brandies if 
they are first-time nesteis; they turn 
the old nest-material over, or tug at 
the twigs around them, stretching 
out their long necks and using their 
dagger-like yellow bills. 

Over the next few weeks, foe 

females wfl] come _ 

sailing in. When 
one approaches a 
male, there is an 
extraordinary 
greeting ceremo¬ 
ny. The male sets 
up a wild, harsh 
honking, and the 
female answers 
with a vibrant ay. 

The male stretches 
himself to his full 
height, and points 
his straightened neck and his beak 
vertically at the sky. He is a striking 
sight with his blue-grey bade and 
his long blade crest hanging down 
the bade of his head — quite unlike 
the bunched-up bird that one sees 
waiting beside a pool for a fish. 
Then both birds clatter their beaks 
at each other. Slowly, with frequent 
repetitions of this treetop ceremony, 
the bond becomes established. 

At a later stage, before actual 
mating, the male wfl] offer sticks to 
the female, and nest-building or 
repairs win fill much of their days. 
Around this time, too, foe herons 
often soar and glide with tilting 
wings in foe air above the trees. By 
March, each pair will have four or 
five large, light blue eggs in their 
nest, and foe incubating bird will 
be almost hidden behind its ram¬ 
parts. 

Heronries may contain large 
numbers of birds, or have only two 
or three nests in them- But by now 
even the smallest heronry is a noisy 
place, with greeting cries, angty 
quatidling outbursts, and other 
snoring and retching sounds com¬ 
ing from the breeding birds. Some¬ 
times you can see the herons 
powdering themselves. They have 
one large and two smaller patches 
of “powder-down” on their under- 
parts — very fine, friable feathers

that continually turn to dust at the 
tip. The herons dip their beaks into 
this dust and mb it over their 
bodies. It deans the feathers and 
helps to waterproof them. 

By mid-May. when many other 
spedes are just beginning to nest, 
foe young herons wfll be reaching 
full-size and preparing to fend for 
themselves. Why does the heron 
nest so early? It is thought that foe 
herons’ breeding season is connect¬ 
ed with foe speed and intensity with 
which herons have to feed their 
large young. If foe eggs hatch in 
March or early April, their parents 
are likely to find the marshes and 
lakes free of ice, and fish, frogs and 
voles already plentiful. But if they 
left their breeding much later, they 
would find foe waterside vegetation 
growing up rapidly, and hunting 
would be a distinctly longer and 

_ more difficult job, 

as their prey would 
be less visible. 

Of course, there 
could still be hard 
weather to come in 
February, and that 
would delay every¬ 
thing. Survival is 
the first demand 
on a bird, and 
herons do not find 
________ it easy when the 

lakes and pools are 
frozen. Some go down to foe sea. 
some risk a visit at dawn to a'ty 
rivers; but there is usually a high 
death-rate from starvation in a bad 
winter. Even so, many birds always 
get through it. and the heromy 
returns to life, albeit in somewhat 
depleted strength.

> he population will probably 
never get much larger, how¬ 
ever mild our winters. Her¬ 
ons need undisturbed solitude for 
catching fish, and they space them¬ 
selves out across foe countryside in 
the comparatively small number of 
places where they can find it 
So herons will not swarm on foe 
river banks like Canada geese. But 
on a day out in the country there is 
always a good chance of seeing one 
of these powerful wanderers — in 
the spring sunshine, foraging for its 
nestlings by a riverside miles from 
the heromy. or on a bleak winter’s 
day beating through the sky on its 
solitary way from reed-bed to 
reservoir.

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Mayfair menus from the farm 


Ivo Tennant meets 
a Devon farming 
couple who found a 
ready market for 
high-quality 
recipe dishes 


T he supermarket was not 
always the shoppers’ mec- 
ca. In the days of tradi¬ 
tional farming, village 
shops and rural communities were 
supplied with produce untainted by 
growth promoters or artificial addi¬ 
tives. On a small family farm in 
Devon such methods are being 
resurrected, and in a unique way. 

On their 50 acres near Exeter, 
Peter and Henrietta Greig rear 
their own animals for their own 
miniature version of a Marks & 
Spencer food hall on the farm. 
They have taken on a Mayfair- 
trained chef to create stuffings, 
pdtes and recipes for a range of 
products sold to individuals who 
want no truck with preservatives or 
polyphosphates. 

It all began five years ago, when 
they spumed the opportunity to 
work in the family’s broiler chicken 
business. “My father was one of the 
first to recognise in the 1950s that 
chicken would become a staple 
rather than a luxury food.” Mr 
Greig says. "He was a pioneer in 
the production and processing, but 
his kind of farming is not for me. 

"Good meat is produced by 
allowing the animal to mature on 
the farm, not through being factory 
farmed. Supermarket chicken and 
beef is not hung, because of 
demand and cost Consistency is 
everything with supermarkets, but 
with it has come a blandness. They 
are too big to deal directly with the 
small farmer.” 

So the Greigs uprooted them¬ 
selves from the security of broiler 
chicken farming in Kent and 
bought 50 acres outside Cullomp- 
ton. They started from scratch: they 
had no house. What they did 
possess, though, was fanning expe¬ 
rience and a love of good food, that 
was a boon when they came to 
experiment with recipes. One in 
particular caused endless difficulty. 
Today, it is the most popular 
among their450 customers. Shoul¬ 
der of Iamb is boned, rolled and 
stuffed with apricots, peaches, ha¬ 
zelnuts. their own mint, and cumin. 

By the time the Greigs had built 
their own farmhouse and cutting 
room, they had about 200 custom¬ 
ers and could take on a chef. Bob 
Gitsham. who had worked at the 
Inn on the Park, the Berkeley and 
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Devon food mountain: Peter and Henrietta Greig in their farmhouse kitchen with Mayfair-trained chef Bob Gitsham. and some of the produce they now sell 


the Park Lane HoteL He was given 
scope to devise his own stuffings, 
marinades and pates. 

Turkey, be it stuffed with apri¬ 
cots. hazelnuts and herbs, or stir- 
fry, is in demand. There are 
sausages made from pork, apples, 
herbs, rusk and waxen chicken stir- 
fry with tarragon and ginger or 
stuffed with pesto and brown 
breadcrumbs: venison steaks and 
lamb with crushed coriander seeds. 
There are also eggs—free-range, of 
course — and good old dog food at 
50p a pound. In a brine tub in the 
cutting room, ham and bacon is 
wet cured in an old-fashioned mix 
of spices, sugar and salt Labels 
cany cooking instructions. 

Beef. lamb, chicken, venison, 
duck, pork and geese can be 
purchased whole or by the portion. 
Mr Greig has decided not to supply 


restaurants, eschewing greater re¬ 
wards, since meat would have to be 
bought in from elsewhere. His 
sheep and cattle are fed on grass, 
and most fertiliseis are banned at 
Pipers Farm. So, too, are 
polyphosphates, widely used for 
water retention in meat processing. 

So what drives the Greigs, other 
than an appreciation of decent, 
preservative-free food? There is, 
after alL considerably more money 
to be made from packing chickens 
into factoiystyie broiler houses, 
feeding them a cocktail inducting 
growth promoters and antibiotics 
to achieve a weight of 41b at 40 
days, and then sending them off to 
the kind of slaughterhouse where 
water slops around on the ground 
and stress hangs in the air. 

“We do love good food, but I also 
have a strong belief in the rural 


community,” Mr Greig says. 
“Family farms are the fabnc of this, 
and modem re tailin g is not based 
on traditional farming. That has 
happened in Kent, where small 
family farms have been wiped out 
“Where I agree with my father is 
in the consistency of food — except 
that broiler chickens taste consis¬ 
tently ordinary. Our chickens cost 
more than his, but they are better 
value for money since the extra 
water might cause a 20 per cent 
weight loss during cooking-” 

Mr Greig daims that his pricing 
is comparable to supermarkets if a 
10 per cent delivery charge to 
London is included, but in terms of 
value for money his food is cheaper. 
Just as the weight is not artificially 
increased through water, so all fat is 
trimmed. “A lot of people have 
become vegetarian because they 


dislik e the taste of meat,” he says. 
“Reverting to traditional methods 
should change that.”

THE price of fresh herbs in 
supermarkets is high, normally 
about 60p for a small I5g 
packet. If you are cooking for 
two, the quantity is about right, 
but if your table is going to be 
crowded, you need several pack¬ 
ets for most dishes. 

Unless you grow your own 
herbs, the only alternative is 
those small pots of living herbs 
you keep on the kitchen window¬ 
sill. They work quite well; you 
simply snip away as you use 
them. The cost varies from about 
£1.85 to E2.50 and the instruc¬ 
tions on the pot suggest you then 
throw your herb

Where can you read 
the book, then buy 
the condiments? At 
the Glasgow temple 
of a man with a 
foodie mission 


I an Murray stayed 18 years 
too long in his last job. Had 
he left sooner he wouldn't be 
any wealthier now (the re¬ 
verse. if anything), but he would be 
spiritually replete. “This shop al¬ 
lows me to indulge two of the most 
important features in my life: 
books, and food and drink." 

In December 1989. after 21 
years at Glasgow University’s 
bookshop (“I should only have 
stayed three"). Mr Murray opened 
Word of Mouth, Scotland's only 
cookery bookshop. “I felt there was 
a gap. Besides myself, only Books 
for Cooks in London has a stock of 
new and second-hand books and is 
open to foe public. Other people 
who specialise in food and drink 
books operate from home on a 
mail-order basis.” 

To find the shop you need to be 
committed. On the end of a row of 
gloomy Victorian tenements in an 
unfashionable road in Glasgow’s 
fashionable west end. the shop is 
ideally placed to miss passing trade. 
"J couldn't afford the prices on the 
obvious main roads.” he explains. 

Iris a one-and-a-half room shop. 
You step into a large, airy, high- 
ceilinged room, complete with orig¬ 
inal (dusty) plaster cornices and 
stripped-wood floor. The huge win¬ 
dows are hung with colourful 
stained-glass panels depicting fruit 
and vegetables. In the centre of the 
room is an enormous refectory 
table heaped with books. Alcoves 
along the walls are inset with 
ceiling-high shelves, each dealing 
with a specialised subject — Scot¬ 
tish. sodo-academic, fish, barbe¬ 
cues, macrobiotic and so on. 

Scattered on the floor are piles of 
oven gloves, crisp linen glass cloths, 
stainless-steel steamers, chopping 
boards and other kitchenware. 
Chumeys. oils, vinegars, jars of 
dried tomatoes and pickled condi¬ 
ments are distributed along win¬ 
dow sills. Radio 3 murmuring 
quiedy induces calm. 

The half-room is a tiny space at 
the back of the shop, which Mr 
Murray grandly calls the gallery. It 
is not always in use. primarily 
because exhibitions have to be food 
and drink related. “I’d put on

anybody if I could find them,” he 
says, a Uttle desperately. 

With more than 1.000 different 
titles, plus a secondhand and 
antiquarian section, what you 
won’t find here are what Mr 
Murray calls “good housekeeping 
and microwave" books. “Without 
being arrogant, they are for people 
not interested in cooking." What 
you will find are whole shelves 
devoted to. say, mushrooms or 
chocolate or marzipan; around 150 

books solely on French or Italian 
cooking; books on subjects as 
specialised as Japanese snacks, 
currying chicken or New Zealand 
bean recipes; cultures as varied as 
Menorcan. Polish and Eskimo. 

There are scholarly works, ency¬ 
clopaedic volumes — Le Repertoire 
de la Cuisine by Louis Saulnier has 
16 pages (15 entries per page) 
devoted to sole alone — the plain- 
speaking (The Book of Marma¬ 
lade). and the esoteric [Honey from 
a Weed ). The rarest book is a J 769 
edition of Elizabeth Moxon’s Eng¬ 
lish Housewife, price £J 90. 

“What I didn't realise, somewhat 
naively, was that so many of my 
customers would be chefs and 
restaurateurs," Mr Murray says 
“But I find that very encouraging.” 
People from England and Ireland 
make special pilgrimages, while 
visiting London business executives 
(including a conductor) allow time 
to pay a call before catching the 
shuttle home. 

Why these people need so many

cookery books when the majority of 
us get by on a sauce-stained two or 
three, is easily explained. "They 
usually only use one recipe out of 
each. They buy to read. It's almost 
an addiction,” says Mr Murray, 
who admits to suffering the symp¬ 
toms. “Jane Grigson. for example; 
I find totally absorbing." 

The shop's current best-seller is 
The Greens Cook Book, based on 
recipes from a San Francisco 
restaurant “It encapsulates my 
market because it's so extremely 
innovative, combining things you 
wouldn't chink of." Mr Murray 
discovered cooking late in life, in 
his mid-thirties, when he met his 
partner, Annie Good, an accom¬ 
plished cook. 

He has “been inside” every book 
in his shop — “as you can see. I'm 
not particularly rushed off my feet”, 
he comments — and offers invalu¬ 


able help for both the expert and 
tiie keen amateur. “Your mother is 
just starting to cook vegetarian?" he 
enquires of a young student “In 
that case, I’d recommend The 
Savoury Way." 

While most people quietly 
browse, it doesn’t take much before 
a conversation starts. “Foodies — I 
hate the word but it’s so appropri¬ 
ate—can be terribly boring to their 
friends because their conversation 
inevitably turns to food and drink. 
Whereas in here they can complete¬ 
ly self-indulge.” 

And stock up. Mr Murray began 
keeping delicatessen items partly 
through sheer desperation at not 
being able to find decent oils and 
vinegars in Glasgow. They are not 
cheap. His oils (single producer, 
first pressing, cold pressed) start at 
£7.50 and go up to £15 fora *2 -litre 
bottle. His balsamic vinegars are 
matured for up to ten years and he 
recom mends them for salad 
dressings, sauces and deglazing 
pans. A customer wonders whether 
it’s true that in Italy the vinegar is 

drunk as an aperitif. “Oh absolute- 1 

ly! In Modena it was part of a girl’s : 
dowry." Mr Murray scuttles to the i 
It alian section, swiftiv selects 
Secrets from an Italian Kitchen by 
Anna del Conte and turns to page 
306 to prove his point. ^

So it’s a relief 
to see tiie more enterprising wine 
outlets fighting February with 
some greai new wines at low prices. 
' Astonishingly good value tius 
month are two new arrivals from 
Bulgaria snaffled up by Tesco. 
ahead of its arch rival Sainsburys. 
proving that there is life m the 
£1.99 wine bottle yet What sepa¬ 
rates this splendid Bulgarian 
Country Wine white and red from 
the other Bulgars on the block is 
their extra dollop of quality and 
value, for the price. The pair are 
among the first Bulgarian wines on 
sale here produced by independent 
wineries who have broken away 
from Vinimpex. the state wine firm. 

The white, a Medium Dry Ugni 
Blanc and Muskar from Vincom 
Burgas on the Black Sea coast may 
be too sweet for some, but I enjoyed 
its light, clean, grapey-raisiny style. 
The red. a Meriot and Cabernet 
Sauvignon from the Menada 
Vinprom Stara Zagora winery in 
the middle of the country, offers lots 
of pleasant, earthy, chunky creo¬ 
sote-scented fruit This year Bulgar¬ 
ian bargain hunters need to look 
out for the words “UK importer 
Domaine Boyar" on the label 
indicating the wine comes from an 
independent Bulgarian winery and 
thus offers extra value. 

Another label indicator of good 
drinking this year is the words 
Hugh Ryman Wines, or HRW. 
Saint Hugh, as this energetic 31- 
year-old wine maker should be 
called, led a team of 12 Australian, 
or Australian-trained, wine makers 
last year into France.

DIANA LEADBETTER 
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WHEN 1 started 
thinking about 
grains and grain 
recipes. I checked 
my store cupboard 
and was surprised at 
the range 1 found. 
.Not counting the 
flours for baking. I found polenta 
and yellow commeaJL the same 
thing but with different names in 
Italy and America; Basmatic rice to 
serve plain with curries or as a 
soented. golden pilau: Arborio rice 
for risottos; Calaspana rice from 
Valencia to make paellas.- round 
*V S™ 11 rice for puddings; brown rice; 
f wild rice; and even a bag of black, 
glutinous rice from Singapore. 

There was also pot barley and the 
more refined pearl barley for 
casseroles, oatmeal for baking and 
for breakfast porridge, and grits — 
hulled and milled from com. 
There, too, was fine semolina, 
milled from wheat, for puddings 
and biscuits, as well as pasta and 
gnocchi: just a little adds body. 

There was also a jar of couscous, 
made from semolina grains moist¬ 
ened, rolled into small balls or 
“grains”, and coated with a finer 
wheat flour for steaming. I serve 
couscous with meat and vegetable 
tagines. fragrant, spicy Moroccan- 
styie stews. 

Bulgar wheat is also a partially 
jl) processed grain that is further 
cooked by moistening with boiling 
water or steam. It can be served in 
the same way as couscous or with 
grilled lamb kebabs and salad. 

Both grains also make excellent 
salads. When they have swollen to 
their full size. I mix in olive oil, 
chopped mint, coriander, parsley.' 
grata! lemon zest perhaps some 
stoned, chopped blade olives, some 
diced, seeded tomato and some 
mOd onions or shallots. Then add 
seasoning and a little lemon juioe. 

Millet and quinoa, too, can be 
prepared in this way. although they 
are equally good accompaniments 
for meat or fish dishes in place of 
rice and potatoes. Millet is much 
nicer than its birdseed connota¬ 
tions might lead you to believe. 
Quinoa is a sunflarty tiny, round 
grain, about the size of a sesame 
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seed and. like millet, when cooked 
yields about four rimes its original 
volume of fluffy grain. 

Any of these grains — the more 
unusual ones can be found in 
heahhfood shops — can be add e d 
to bread recipes for variety. Hard, 
unprocessed grains will need soak¬ 
ing or pre-cooking in advance, and 

1 would not add more than a 
handful or so for each loaf.

In a large frying pan or saute pan. 
gently fry the onion in oil until 
somewhat transparent Stir in the 
rice and when it is well coated with 
ofl, add >«pt/140ml stock and stir 
until absorbed. Add a further Upt 
of stock, then cook until it too. is 
absorbed 

With the next batch of stock, add 
the broccoli florets, broken into 
small pieces. Continue to add stock 
and stir from time to time to stop 
the rice sticking. 

Meanwhile, make the salmon 
butter by blending the pieces with 
the butter and mace in a food 
processor. Add the grated lemon 
zest, lemon juice and black pepper 
and briefly process again. Spoon 
into a bowl This will probably give 
rather more than you need for the 
risotto; any leftover is good on toast 
or stirred into freshly cooked pasta. 
The risotto may be cooked without 
adding all the stock; some people 
like the rice to have a firm centre; 
but I preterit tender and creamy. 

Serve the risotto as soon as it is 
ready in heated soup plates, and 
pass the salmon butter around 
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separately. The salmon butter 
turns this simple vegetable risotto 
into a luxury dish at a relatively low 
cost, as it uses pieces. To drink with 
it a crisp Italian Chardonnay from 
Alto Adige. 

PotaUa wifli peppered sausage 

_ (serves 6) _ 

4 pieces dried tomato, optional 
1 lb/455g meaty coaise-cut sausage; 

Italian, Toulouse or similar 

_ 2 or 3 sprigs of rosemary

If using dried tomatoes, cut each 
piece into several strips and soak in 
I s.pt/70mi hot water. Squeeze the 
sausages out of their skins and fry 
the meat over a gentle heat until afl 
the fat is rendered. Pour this away, 
and continue hying the meat with 
the addition of the rosemary and 
tire olive ofl. Add the tomatoes, 
their soaking liquid and the black 
pepper. Continue cooking, stirring 
from time to time until the meat is 
cooked and most of the liquid has 


evaporated, leaving just enough for 
a little sauce for the polenta. 

Meanwhile, cook the polenta 
according to the directions on the 
packet The polenta should be 
poured steadily into the boiling 
water and stirred continuously to 
avoid lumps. The polenta is cooked 
when it begins to pull away from 
the side of the pan. 

Serve foe polenta in heated soup 
plates and spoon foe sauce on top. 
having removed the rosemary 
sprigs. Any polenta left over can be 
poured into a loaf tin; when it has 
set, it can be turned out, sliced and 
grilled and served at another meal. 

Bava's Dolcetto d’Asti wine is a 
good match for this dish. 

Pigeon breasts with scented rice

Remove foe breasts from foe pi¬ 
geons. Trim and wipe them. Re¬ 
move the skin and any shot that 
you can ease out Mix the honey, 
cider, vinegar and spices and brush 
the mixture over the meat coating 
it thoroughly. Cover and marinate. 

Chop foe carcasses, brown them 
well, put in a saucepan and cover 
with water. Bring to the boil, skim 
off any foam and simmer on alow 
beat for 2-3 hours. Strain. About a 
pint of foe stock can be reduced to 
make a sauce for this dish; the rest 
can be kept for a game soup. 

Put foe rice in a heavy saucepan 
and pour on 16fl cz/455ml water. 
Tie the leaves together and add to 
foe pan with the zest and doves.

Bring to foe boil and then turn foe 
heat right down. Cover with a tight- 
fitting lid and cook for about 20 
minutes, by which time the rice will 
have absorbed the water yet re¬ 
mained fluffy and unsticky. 

Meanwhile, heat foe grill. Re¬ 
move the meat from the marinade, 
blot off excess moisture, but leave 
enough to hold foe sesame seeds. 
Scatter these on to foe side you are 
grilling first Cook for 7-8 minutes 
on one side, first on a high heat 
then lower it Carefully turn over 
the meat, scatter with more sesame 
seeds and continue grilling until 
done to your likfrig;. Remove, put to 
one side, covered, in a warm place, 
while you finish the sauce. 

Strain the marinade into the 
reduced stock. Bring to foe boil, 
add salt and pepper as necessary. 
Remove foe leaves, doves and zest 
from foe rice. Spoon on to hot 
plates. Slice the pigeon breasts into 
two or three, arrange on the rice, 
and spoon over the sieved sauce. 
Sprinkle with a little sesame oil. 

With this we might drink a 
spariding wine such as Cava. 


Orange and cinnamon rice pad ding

Lightly butter an oven-proof dish 
and put in foe rice. Pour in foe milk 
and add the cinnamon stick- Peel 
the thinnest possible layer of zest 
from the fruit, cut into strips, and 
add to foe rice and milk. Cook in 
the bottom of a slow oven, about 
150C/300F, gas mark 3. for 2*2-3 
hours, until foe rice is tender and 
swollen, having absorbed the milk. 
Remove cinnamon stick. Grate foe 
zest from the remaining orange 
into foe rice and squeeze in foe 
juice. Sweeten to taste and serve. 

Make individual chilled rice 
puddings by spooning into ram¬ 
ekins and refrigerating overnight 
Spoon a layer of brown sugar on 
the top and let it melt and 
caramelise under the grill. 


Cuisine with street cred 


Throughout the 
subcontinent, 
some of the best 
Indian food is 
prepared in the 
open air 

T he pungent aroma of 
incense, cow dung and 
fiying spices was sti¬ 
fling in foe languid heat of an 
Indian afternoon. I threaded 
ray way through the bazaar, 
between bicycles and bullock 
carts, past pyramids of spices 
and barrows of fruit, in my 
search for street food, foe spicy 
snacks called chaai, cooked in 
padside stalls. 

My culinary journey had 
begun in Delhi, where India's 
Mogul rulers left a legacy of 
Persian food, which was ab¬ 
sorbed into foe national cui¬ 
sine. In foe shadow cast by the 
walls of Shah Jahan's Red 
Fort. I tasted my fust real 
samosas. Hot and crunchy, 
they were lifted straight from 
the boiling ofl of a karahi _a 
wok-like pan of cast iron, 2ft in 
diameter, indispensable for 
deep frying and stir fries. 

From Delhi I caught a train 
westwards to foe pflgrim city 
of Pushkar. Some of the test 
chant is found on Indian 
stations, which is fortunate as 
you could die of hunger wait- 
V/ing for a delayed train. Dal- 
' filled chapattls. cucumbers 
sprinkled with toasted cumin 
and sour mango seasoning, 
and split peas fried in a 
peppery masala of freshly 
ground spices are hawked 
along.foe platform. Always the 
piercing cry. “ Chail Chm /'*. 
can be heard above the din. 
from foe man with his port¬ 
able aluminium um selling 
tea in unfired terracotta cups. 

En route. I bought a hand¬ 
ful of pakoras wrapped in a 
newspaper cone, passed to me 
through foe rusting window 
bars. They turned out to be 
crunchy fritters studded with 
foe seasonal vegetables 1 had 
V seen in the bazaar — desi 
palak, a wild spinach, and fat 
Iauki from the squash family, 
chopped and fried in a 
chickpea batter infused with 
pomegranate seeds. 

At dawn the next day. 
among the narrow streets of 
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Eating on the move food stalls on a Bombay street 


Pushkar, little changed since 
the middle ages, preparations 
were already under way in the 
small food stalls. The spitting 
sound and acrid smell of 
scorching fat was carried in 
foe chilly air. Smoke clouded 
foe dark confines of an alley 
where boys were busily stoking 
primitive day stoves with wood 

and dried cow pats. 

I joined a group of pilgrims 
returning from foe bath¬ 
ing ghats, to queue for 
pani poori. Shivering by the 
Sow we watched the cook 
shape balls of wheat dough, 
which ballooned as he 
dropped them in boiling ofl. 
With his thumb he crushed a 
hole in the hollow breads, 
stuffing them with a filling of 
bitter-tasting tamarind water 
and boiled pea masala - a 
redpe guaranteed to warm 
chilled bones. 

Two hundred kilometres 
south, in the crowded bazaars 
of Udaipur, I tried battu dense 
wheat rolls flavoured with 


coriander and fennel seeds, 
traditionally a staple food of 
desert people. The cook ex- 
plainedfcow foe freshly baked 
bam were first dunked in 
clarified butter called ghee, 
then roughly crushed on a 
metal tray and covered in daL 

Fortified with calories for a 
month. I took a bus to Mount 
Abu. a culinary crossroads on 
my journey. Holidaymakers 
from surrounding states have 
brought their fast food to this 
hm station. The Gujarati 
people contributed pau-bhaju 
cooked on a heavy cast iron 
griddle or tava. The aromatic 
smell of titis diM hot tomato 
and potato dish drew me to the 
stall where the spedade of a 
frenzied cook energetically 
pulverising the ingredients on 
a tava enticed me to linger. 
This was sum entertainment. 
Deftly he scooped the pulp on 
to toasted buns with a spoonful 
of dtifo sauce, a sprinkling of 
rock sail and red onion, and 
urged me to “enjoy?” 

Chaat is often consumed on 


the hoot Wherever there is a 
crowd, there will also be 
thalas, hand-drawn barrows 
stacked high with freshly fried 
cashew nuts, warm roasted 
peanuts and puffed rice called 
murmums. 

I found the piece de resis¬ 
tance of my gastronomic pil¬ 
grimage one miserable 
afternoon in a muddy bus 
station. Queuing in die pour¬ 
ing rain for a ticket back to 
Delhi, I noticed a thaia- 
wallah selling potato patties, 
which sizzled temptingly on 
the periphery of a tava, bal¬ 
anced over a portable charcoal 
stove. He placed a patty in a 
bowl of woven leaves, covered 
it with chickpeas simmered in 
a fiery sauce, scattered over 
raw green chilli, doused this 
with a dollop of curd and 
seasoned it with red chilli 
powder. This lithe dish was an 
inferno of flavours. 

Street chaai is fresh, fast 
and full of flavour. Be coura¬ 
geous enough to try it and you 
will experience the true taste of 
India.

Not everybody wants to rule the world 



James Hepburn found 
that any thirst for power 
he might have had was 
quenched early 

T he urge for power is a mystery. 
With some it is stillborn. With 
others it grows until all Europe 
lies in flames at their feet Which¬ 
ever way yk go, the first taste of power is a 
turning point. 

We start life as parcels. Babies, unless 
they are the Dalai Lama, are as powerless 
over their fellow men as they are over their 
bowel movements. 

The one clear memory I have of infancy 
is of lying in the garage being barked at by 
a big dog. All my sympathies now are with 
the dog and his shock at looking over the 
rim of the pram and seeing my prune-like 
face. However, 1 remember very strongly 
wanting the dog to go so I could get on in 
safety with eating, sleeping, screami ng an d 
looking at the garage roof. I had strong 
views on what was best for me, but none on 
what was best for the rest of the worid- 
Chfldren have no political manifesto or 
theories on macro-economics. I imagine 
that, at the age of three, the last thing on 
Hitler's mind was the invasion of Poland. I 
doubt if he could spell Poland, let alone 
Czechoslovakia. 

Adolescence brings the first urges to 
meddle in the business of others. We can 
handle this life business, so why are we still 
treated like half-wits? We want status to go 
with the new hairstyle. We demand a little 
respect But to make a splash we need a 
gang. Power lies in numbers. 

This buret of energy leads to trouble in 
countries where there are factions loose 
looking for blunt instruments. The teen¬ 
ager makes the world’s best blunt instru¬ 
ment. fn return, the teenager is given a 
gun. There is little more frightening than a 
Kalashnikov in the hands of a 12 year old. 
You can look in vain for signs of life in the 
eyes beneath the helmets of Guatemalan 
conscripts or Khmer Rouge boy-soldiere. 

The advantage of milk-sop liberal de¬ 
mocracy is that the first experience of power 
is usually unarmed. There are exceptions. 
In some schools in south London, it is as 
well to slip a shiv into your pencil case. The 
L'zi User's Manual is a more practical 
birthday gift to a teenage soldier in the 
Washington crack ware than the Just 
William omnibus. But if we are lucky, the 
closest we come to power is a prefect's tie. 

My tie was a rather nice red, dotted with 
little black lions, like zoo escapees in a sea of 
blood. I was 12 years old. If it had been 
offered, I would have been open to fascism, 
communism or militant religion. .As it was, 
being not only English but from Guildford, 

I believed in Alf Tupper, "the tough of the 
track" in the Victor comic, and playing 
"three-and-in” with my friend Martin on 
Sunday afternoons. 

The tie was not an empty symbol. With it 
came powers. We were given two sets of 
cards, oneyeilowand one white. Theyellbw 
were called “conduct cards” and were for 
use against crimes of petty violence and 


minor vandalism. The conduct card was a 
matter of honour. Too many conduct cards 
and your house lost the chance to be “top 
house". The criminal could no longer hold 
his head up in public He became a rat in a 
street full of men. The white were 
“detention cards", kept for serious crimi¬ 
nals with no honour left to stain. 

On my first morning, 1 discovered that 
power was not for me. John Buttery, the 
Lower Remove expert in psychological 
warfare, took three hours to push me to the 
edge. In this rime 1 gave him four conduct 
cards. The fifth time he flicked the red tie 
with the little black lions out of my jacket I 
reached for the white cards. Seeing his 
smile of victory, 1 drew back my hand and 
smiled back, a little siddy. I had been 
taught that I lacked natural authority. 
There are those whose men will foDow 
them anywhere and those whose men have, 
unbeknown to them, slipped quietly off to 
the pub. I am one of the latter and am 
grateful that I learnt this young enough to 
avoid politics or die armed forces. I have a 


lot to thank Buttery for, wherever he may 
be. Perhaps he is the dictator of a small 
Latin American republic. 

There are two ways of looking at those 
with a hunger for power. Slaves to the urge 
see it as a desire to build a better world. The 
rest of us tend to follow, die darker 
Shakespearean line. Just as it seems 
unlikely that Macbeth kills Duncan 
because only a King Macbeth can give 
Scotland a decent housing benefit and 
health-care policy, so there is something 
fishy in the idea that Joe Hard graft wants 
to be mayor just to give the small man a 
square deal. Justly or unjustly, we suspect 
that Hard graft, mocked by bigger boys at 
school for his spindly legs and sneered at tty 
his sister, wants someone to boss around. 

Whatever the motive, there is no going 
back on the road to absolute power. Great 
men and great women do not go gentle 
into that good night Hie dictator dies at 
the helm or melts bitterly away like 
Stroessner. the deposed strong man of 
Paraguay, exiled in Sao Paolo, querulous at 


the emptiness of long days without gold 
braid. The deposed democratic leader 
niggles from the wildemess. waiting in 
vain for the aide with the red box. 

S o. why devote a life to power? 
Henry Kissinger called power “the 
ultimate aphrodisiac". President 
Mitterrand’s description of Baron¬ 
ess Thatcher as having the lips of Marilyn 
Monroe and the eyes of Caligula may tell 
us more about him than her. but there is no 
doubt that sex had a part to play in this 
country's relationship with the lady. It is 
surprising how many people want to fool 
around with those who order them about 
However, ir was surely a deeper instinct 
than sex or money which guided Mac¬ 
beth's hand and drives the ambitious to 
years of addressing empty village halls on 
the advantages of monetary policy and 
rates reform. The answer may lie in 
chifclhood. 

Children want recognition from their 
parents. They do not dimb out of die attic 


window for fun. They do it to say," Look at 
me! I’m climbing out of the attic window!" 
The dictators and the politicians, the 
emperors, all who have clawed their way to 
the top, may stiD at heart be climbing out of 
the attic window. As they get more power, 
they can say to more people: “Look at me — 
I’m a prefect!" or “Look at me — I'm 
president!", until finally, like Nero, they 
can say: “Look at me — I’m God!” 

The reassuring side of the power game is 
that, in life as in fiction, the heroes are the 
f ailur es and the powerless. The problem 
with ambition is that it takes itself seriously. 
If it stops to laugh, it is lost If we have to be 
dumped on a desert island, we want Bertie 
Wooster and not John Major for company. 
We want Hattie Jacques and not Lady 
Thatcher. If we need a dictator, we want 
Tony Hancock, declaring that the extra two 
feet on his back garden is his last territorial 
demand in East Cheam. ' 

Thanks to Buttery I have command over 
one dog. But he ignores me when I tell him 
tosh.

Gothic archways, he realised he 
had a Victorian masterpiece on his 
hands. An old book in the Swiss 
Cottage library outlined the history 
of the house, and stated that Sir 
Alfred's lavish home entertainment 
had included performances by 
Liszt. Gilbert and Sullivan, George 
Grossmith and other stars of the 
Victorian stage in his very theatre. 

“I suppose I am trying to 
reintroduce the idea of the salon 
theatre,” Mr Warbeck says. “I love 
this house because it constantly has 
a flow of people coming through. If 
people come in the evening—often 
actors and film friends — we might 
put on a show, but I always ask 
them to bring people I don't 
know." The constant flow includes 
experts from the Victoria & Albert 
Museum and English Heritage, 
European royalty, nuns, doctors 
and film stars. Mr Warbeck often 
uses the house and theatre for 
charity events. 

The huge Gothic rooms are 
decorated with Sir Alfred's original 
fresaies. studded with gigantic 
mirrors and adorned with busts 
and statues (mainly former film • 
props). Appropriately enough with 
the current revival of vampires. 
Christopher Lee was filmed here 
for the South Bank Show, talking 
about the history of Dracula. and a 
performance of the cuh show 
Vampire Lesbians of Sodom is 
currently under way.

also gives performances in bis 
home, set behind a Georgian 
square in London’s East End. He 
bought a former warehouse and 
built a music studio in it, where 
stand his two grand pianos. He 
invites people over to “hear the run- 
throughs of ray concerts”. The 
studio, with its gallery, can accom¬ 
modate 60 guests. 

In November, he started his first 


season of Sunday afternoon mati¬ 
nees of chamber muste at which he 
or an invited guest (such as Hamisb 
Milne) win perform. “I think die 
two most dtilling words in die 
English language are ‘concert 
pianisfsays Mr Fowke, the star of 
many a prom performance. “Con¬ 
cert-going has become too 
ritualised. You walk across a silent 
stage, dressed in black, to this great 


blade thing, spotlit like a cata¬ 
falque. I often fed like genuflecting 
rather than performing. I'm sure 
people only dap at die end with 
relief.” 

Mr Fowke is a scion of an 
architectural family — a distant 
Fowke antecedent built the Albert 
Hal He has Gothidsed the former 
warehouse with ecclesiastical ma¬ 
sonry, medieval archways, deresto¬ 


ries and trefoil windows. The altar 
rails from Our Lady I mmaculate in 
Limehouse now lead into his 
garden.' 

Tea, ooffce and wine are served at 
his Sunday afternoon concerts and 
members of the audience (who 
attend by written invitation or 
through word-of-mouth) make a 
donation, the proceeds of which go 
to die Musicians Benevolent Soci¬ 
ety or the Music in Hospitals 
movement 

“Now I'Ve got this house fin¬ 
ished. I want to share it" he says. “I 
like the informality of the gather¬ 
ings and the opportunity to meet all 
the people you come across in the 
music business but never have time 
to ebat to." Even people who know 
nothing about music. 

There is only one soda! solecism 
to look out for in the Fowke 
household, and that is die wearing 
of stiletto beds. “I’m afraid I have 
to say, 'Would you terribly mind 
taking off your shoes, it ruins the 
parquet floor*.” Mr Fowke says, 
pointing to the pitied wooden 
blocks in his floor. Such are the 
perils of visiting the artist in his lair 
— for both audience and artist 

But entertaining at home does 
not have to be on the grand scale, as 
George Speaight will tell you. Mr 
Speaight is the leading expert on 
the English Tpy Theatre, which 
was the Victorian child's wood-and- 


paper replica of the popular theatre 
of the day. Since 1932, he has been 
giving private performances of The 
Corsican Brothers (one of Sir 
Henry Irving’s greatest vehicles). 
Sleeping Beauty and The Miller 
and his Men. 

Mr Speaight lives in Kew Green, 
west London, in a house bought by 
his father in 1932 after he was 
bankrupted in the depression. “1 
had to leave school early and 
worked in Bumpus* Bookshop in 
Oxford Street where I put on 
shows for the children every Christ¬ 
mas.” Mr Speaight says. It was 
here that George Bernard Shaw 
and J.B. Priestley saw the same 
show tii at you can see today in his 
drawing room. 

“It gives focus to a party, and I 
was never very good al talking to 
people at parties," Mr Speaight 
says. Superior plonk is served and a 
pie from Newens Original Maids 
of Honour shop in Kew Green. 
“We fill guests up with drinks to 
start with to make them apprecia¬ 
tive," says Mr Speaight, aged 78. 
With his bow tie and waistcoat, he 
looks not unlike a Victorian 
toymaker. “About 15 guests are 
invited to each performance. It 
always says curtain up at 8.15pm 
on the invitation to each perfor¬ 
mance. If anyone is late, they have 
to wait, as I never interrupt a 
performance.” The condensed per¬ 


formance lasts about half an hour 
and Mr Speaight knows the script 
by heart “There were over 300 
adaptations made and they are the 
only record left of some plays. The 
sets, costumes and characters were 
an reproduced faithfully. The music 
comes from a Victorian music box." 

Mr Speaight put on the plays for 
his children. “When they were 
teenagers, they were embarrassed 
at having a father who played with 
a toy theatre, but when they went 
up to Oxford, they became rather 
proud of me again.” 

The audiences indude a sprin¬ 
kling of “mad, passionate collec¬ 
tors" and the general public. These 
have included Miles Kington. 
Bamber Gascoigne. Peter Ackroyd 
and theatre friends of George's 
brother. Robert Speaight, the actor, 
as well as publishing colleagues 
and family friends. Peter Baldwin, 
who plays Derek in Coronation 
Street , is a regular visitor and has 
just published his own book on the 
subject “I suppose I ham the plays 
up terribly and it’s all performed in 
a super-theatrical style," says Mr 
Speaight 

Today you can buy your own tpy 
theatre replica for only a few 
pounds. It is tremendous fun and 
does not appeal only to the young. 
A reviewer from The Star wrote of 
one of the shows in 1934: “To the 
grey and bald in the audience, the 
experience was a pure delight "The 
same can still be said today. 


Water worship 

Ruth GMhill attends an extraordinary service in a 
small circular dockside chapel with big ideas 



THE Coronar- 
ium at St 
Katharine’s 
Dock in east 
London, so 
called after a 
competition 
among dock 
workers to find a name, is one 
of the smallest chapels in 
London, with a circumference 
of only a few metres. But its 
reach is far greater, thanks to 
an audio system which broad¬ 
casts Canon Peter Delaney’s 
every word to the farthest 
corner of the ancient dock. 
Loudspeakers mounted on 
lampposts and office walls 
ensure that few of the 4,500 
shop, office and restaurant 
workers on the St Katharine's 
Dock site can remain unaware 
of rhe presence of the sacred in 
the midst of die secular. 

Once the service I was 
attending began, the dock was 
launched into the me of me 
Anglican communion service: 
“.Almighty God. to whom all 

hearts be open.. 

Yachtsmen and passers-cy 
seemed almost as surprised at 
the presence of this ebullient 
Christian rite in their midst as 
ihev would have been had 
Neptune risen from the waves. 
i welcomed the protection of 
Simon Latham’s statue of 
Lazarus raised from the dead 
by Christ, standing as a solid 
witness to our presence. 

The Coronarium stands on 
a promontory linking the 
north and south dock baring 
behind the Tower HogI and 
the Dutch swing-bndge-h 
was the dream of Peter Drew, 
former chairman oftheTayfor 
Woodrow group, which devel-

oped the dock. Mr Drew 
carved the font with its gold- 
leaf bowl, out of granite from 
die dock wall His aim at St 
Katharine’s was to build a 
community where people 
could live, work and play. 
“Part of living, working and 
playing must involve recognis¬ 
ing the existence of God and 
■ praying,” he says. . 

In accordance with his vi¬ 
sion and exposed to the de¬ 
ments. we prayed in the 
presence of two catamarans, 
some private yachts, a ketch, 
an Atlantic racing yacht, some 
small rowing boats, six 
Thames barges, three long¬ 
boats and the old Note 
lightship from the North Sea, 
On a Dutch cruiser the owner 
downed tools to join in the 
Lord’s Prayer. 

Canon Ddaney waved to 
diners in the Tower Hotel’s 


carvexy during the “peace”, 
the part of the service where 
we all shake hands, and they 
waved.bade. Simultaneously, 
in the Waterside restaurant, 
lunchtime drinkers lifted their 
glasses to toast us. 

The sermon was based on 
Jesus calling his disciples to be 
fishers of men. Maybe Canon 
Delaney's action during the 
peace, running outside the 
Coronarium to shake hands 
with a couple of bemused 
tourists walking by with pack¬ 
ets of fish and chips, was a 
modern-day equivalent 

The Coronarium was bu2t 
in 1977. Its Perspex crown, 
which hangs between two 
pillars on the west side of the 
chapel was unveiled by the 
Queen on her Silver Jubilee 
walkabout The chapel's cast- 
iron columns were rescued 
from the original dock, and 


replaced in a aide on the site 
of the original medieval 
church of the Royal Founda¬ 
tion of Si Katharine, demol¬ 
ished in 1826. 

St Katharine of Alexandria, 
patron saint of maidens, died 
a gruesome death. She was 
tied to a spiked wheel rolled 
down a mil until the wheel 
broke, and finally beheaded. 
The instruments of her agony 
are alluded to in the chapel’s 
construction: its circular 
shape, with pillars casting 
shadows like spokes across the 
centre. 

My overall impression was 
of something fantastical and 
this was enhanced after the 
service, when Canon Delaney 
and Terry Barber, parish deric 
of nearby All Hallows by the 
Tower, strolled in their elabo¬ 
rate and ornate robes info the 
dockside Ivoiy House This 
former warehouse is now con¬ 


verted into apartments and 
offices. In a sumptuous suite of 
modem offices. Canon 
Ddaney and his parish derk 

disappeared through a small 

brown door marked “Vestry", 
only to emerge in suits and 
ties, looking for all the world 
like ordinary men. 

We walked back past a new 
ship’s chandler, a woollen 
shop, a leather shop and 
tobacconist, and a small super¬ 
market setting provisions for 
yachtsmen alongside goods 
for local residents. 

Although serviced by an 
Anglican chaplain, the Coro¬ 
narium is multi-denominar 
tionaL The silver chalice and 
paten, tiie plate which holds 
the bread at communion, were 
blessed and given to the 
chapel by the Pope after 
Canon Ddaney and Mr 
Drew met him in Rome. 
Methodists, Pentecostalists 


and Catholic monks have 
worshipped there. 

Although the circle of coL 
trains was dedicated by Lord 
Coggan, former Archbishop 
of Canterbury, and the altar 
dedicated by Dr Graham 
Leonard, former Bishop of 
London, the Coronarium has 
never been consecrated as an 
Anglican chapeL It remains 
the private chapel of the 
London World Trade Centre, 
unbound by parish, denomi¬ 
national and even religious 
boundaries. 

As the grey dock light re¬ 
fracted through the multi¬ 
faceted exterior, the hint of 
another dimension broke 
through with a sudden shaft of 
sunlight and 1 could have 
sworn tirat Lazarus shifted 
slightly in the breeze.

R ecovering from a miser¬ 
able month of bronchitis 
and associated ailments. 
I find that it was not the 
and wheezing or the 
rnd sneezing that caused 
me most misery, but the four days 
when my sense of smell deserted 
me completely- 1 could stick my 
head into the winter honeysuckle 
(normally a knock-out at ten paces) 
and sense nothing. Even repotting 
the grey-leaved scented geranium 
(Pelargonium x fragrans). which 
has a spicy pine scent, evoked no 
response. 

I am happy to say that I am now 
almost back to normal and able to 
appreciate the peppery sweetness of 
anniversary freesias from my hus¬ 
band. and the huge bunch of daff¬ 
odils on the kitchen table. There 
doesn't seem to be a way of meas¬ 
uring scent as there is vision: there 
is no such measurement as 20/20 
acuity of scent 

Gardeners can easily make up 
their own seasonal test. Snowdrops, 
which this year are in bloom more 
than a month early, have a subtle, 
evanescent scent the equivalent of 
the high notes of a grasshopper 
warbler or bat to those with failing 
hearing. The heavyweights at the 


other end of the scale would be 
honeysuckle and hyacinth, with 
winter flowering viburnums some¬ 
where in between. 

Saraococca is another powerfully 




The small bushy evergreen culdvar 
known as Sarcococca hookeriana 
digyna, is easily overlooked, but 
makes its presence felt by the 
powerful, rich, sweet scent of its 
tiny, white, pink-flushed flowers. 
Like winter honeysuckle, it can be 
raised from cuttings, ideally taken

• Prune apple and pear trees, 
and remove crossing or dead 
growth from fruit bushes. 

• Prepare seedbeds and cover 
with a floating or standard cloche 
2 -4 weeks before sowing. 

• Clean seed trays and pots 
ready for use. 

• Sow broad beans in seed 
trays in the greenhouse in cold 
areas; in the ground (with 
clocheI in milder regions. 


Scented geraniums grow quire 
well from cuttings, even in Febru¬ 
ary’. Take the cutting from just 
above a node (the little knees on the 
stem) to avoid die-back, then trim to 
just beneath a node, removing the 
lower leaves, in winter. I sometimes 
use a hormone rooting powder, 
and leave the cuttings uncwered in 
their pots. 

Rooting is indicated by fresh 
growth. Cuttings taken now will 
grow rapidly to produce bushy 
plants and tiny flowers tills sum¬ 
mer. They wiJI make even more 
growth planted outside in May but 
must be brought inside for the 
winter, for these sweet-scented, 
warm-weather plants cannot cope 
with our winter dimate. 

SmeD is a direct sense, the 
stimulus going straight to the brain 
from the olfactory nerves. If your 
receptors are out of order, there can 
be no interaction; the whole bag¬ 
gage of aromatherapy would be 
useless to someone in mis state.

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From Land’s End to Perthshire, hoteliers are tempting lovers with Valentine’s weekends. Louise Hidalgo samples one 


I must come dean straight 
away, I have never under¬ 
stood the appeal of St 
Valentine’s day. Red roses, a 
champagne dinner and an 
evening of the loved one's 
undivided attention; these 
things are welcome, on any day 
other than February 14. 

So it was with somewhat 
reluctant heart that I set off 
with my partner to Hamp¬ 
shire's New Forest to get a 
foretaste of a weekend's St 
Valentine’s offering. 

The start was inauspicious. 
The car hiccuped its way 
through the Friday-night traf¬ 
fic. threatening that every 
splutter would be its last. 

Two hours later we rattled 
over one of the many cattle 
grids which guard the perime¬ 
ter of the forest, and breathed

in the thick peaty night air. 

The New Forest is andent 
and beautiful. Our destination, 
the Burley Manor Hotel in the 
village of the same name, has 
its fair share of that history. 

The site of the hotel dates 
back to Norman times, when it 
was the ancestral seat of the de 
Burley family. In 1388, it was 
ceded to royal hands after the 
lord of the manor. Simon de 
Burley, was charged with trea¬ 
son for crimes unspedfied, and 
beheaded at the Tower of 
London. Local people claim 
that the ghost of a horseman, 
perhaps the bearer of the ill 
tidings, can still be heard, 
pounding the drive to the 
manor. 

The existing house dates 
from 1852, and its Victorian 
facade looks over rolling farm¬ 
land. given over to strawberries 
and maize, down to the village 
beyond. 

Inside, the hotel is a cheerful 
jumble of styles; log fires bum 
in the grates, dogs roam freely 
in the public rooms, and the 
overall effect is wholesome and 
welcoming. The wood-pan-

elled dining-room, hung with 
portraits, where pride of place 
is given to a magnificent en¬ 
graved walnut piano, has an 
air of faded grandeur. A sweep¬ 
ing staircase forms the en¬ 
trance to a maze of narrow 
corridors. 


The atmosphere is more cosy 
and homely than passion- 
induringly opulent Staff are 
friendly, ready to share a joke 
but also to keep a discreet 
distance. 

Although late, we were given 
dinner and drinks before a 


blazing fire. Later, in good St 
Valentine’s fashion, a bottle 
of house champagne was 
brought to us in our room, an 
attractive modem suite over¬ 
looking the hotel gardens. 
Next morning, breakfast of

sages — a delirious meaty local 
blend — was dispatched to our 
room. 

Fortified and pampered, we 
prepared to explore the tracts 
of heathland and woodland of 
the New Forest, in whose 
preserve the hotel is set. The 
best way to do so. foresters 
insist, is on horseback. I had 
not sat on a horse, let alone 
persuaded one to move, for 
years. But. as Buriey Manor 
boasts a riding-stable in its 
back yard, the challenge could 
not be refused. 

As we set out in a fine drizzle 
of winter rain, even the most 
dedicated non-romantic could 
not fail to be moved by the 
beauty of the open heaihland. 
blanketed with heather and 
dotted with ponies roaming 
free. Autumn leaves thickly 
carpeted the forest floor, and 
andent, spreading oaks. 


beeches and chestnuts lined 
the riding trails. 

The foresters were right. 
From the vantage of a horse's 
back, we could see for mfles u> 
the rain-swept horizon. Hid¬ 
den pods of black, water, 
smelling richly of peat, were 
nearly sidestepped and unseen 
bogs avoided, leaving riders 
free to revd in the tempered 
wildness of the scenery. 

The New Forest was set 
apart as a royal hunting pre¬ 
serve by Wflllam I. following 
the Norman Conquest An¬ 
cient commoner rights, such as 
those of marl, - estover and 
turbary — permission to re¬ 
move day for manure, fire¬ 
wood and peal —are exercised 
still, and pigs, deer and grouse 
wander undisturbed. 

Warming brandies followed 
by a candle-lit dinner awaited 
us on our return. The menu 
was an imaginative array of 
well-prepared, mostly local 
produce. Later there was danc¬ 
ing to live piano music. 

T he highlight of the man¬ 
or's St Valentine offer¬ 
ing is the New Forest 
owl sanctuary. So there we duly 
headed on Sunday morning, 
although at first sight the 
romantic connection seemed 
based on little more than a 
weak “wooing” pun. 

However, die custom of St 
Valentine’s day most probably 
has its origins in the heathen 
belief that birds start mating 
on February 14, rather than in 
anything to do with the priest- 
cum-physidan of that name 
who was martyred in the 3rd 
century. 

As you enter the sanctuary, 
you can hear owls courting and 
quarrelling in preparation for 
spring. 

The barn owls, to whose 
fight for survival the sanctuary 
is dedicated, are endearing 
creatures. Although shy. they 
rise to an audience, swooping 
and gliding in remarkable 
aerial movements. 

Settling on a trainer's out¬ 
stretched arm. an owl swivels 
its white mask-like face; its two 
large black eyes vanish briefly 
as the bird blinks, and then 
reappear to scan the hall for 
unsuspecting prey. 

Visitors are free to wander 
the maze of aviaries — in 
converted pigsties — or watch 
the birds' daily flights in the 
adjoining fields. Hie staff, 
most of them unpaid enthus¬ 
iasts. are eager to share their 
knowledge. 

Bach aviary houses a new 
delight, from Nero, the golden 
eagle, one of the last of this 
endangered species to be taken 
into captivity, to the BBC 
peregrine falcon, tame star of 
many a wildlife documentary. 

The sanctuary survives on 
donations. As guests of Buriey 
Manor, we were given free 
entry and a £5 “sponsorship”, 
courtesy of the management.

E very day several thou¬ 
sand Scots sniff the 
early morning air and 
pray for the coldest, hardest 
and longest winter the Al¬ 
mighty and Michael Fish can 
provide.

ringed target marked out at 
either end of the 46yd by 14ft 
“sheet”, as the pitch is called. 

There are four members to a 
rink [or team), and each mem¬ 
ber throws two stones. The 
Royal Caledonian Curi- 
t] ing Club, from which all 
wisdom flows, decrees 
helpfully that “no stone 
shall have a greater 
weight than 441b or a 
greater circumference 
than 36in or of less 
height than one-eighth 
part of its drcum- 
ference". 

New stones cost about 
£250 from the only man¬ 
ufacturer left in the 
J world, Kays Bonspid of 


Mauchline in Strathclyde. 
Granite from Ailsa Craig, a 
guano-laden rock in the Clyde 
estuary, is stifl the most highly 
prized material for a curling 
stone. 

Families such as the Elspns 
give sons a pair of curling 
stones for their twenty-first 
birthday. The rest hope to be 
left a couple, or find a pair 
holding open a coalshed door, 
or for sale in the local news¬ 
paper. But dubs normally have 
a supply of their own. 

The eccentric part of the 
game is that while one person 
throws a stone, two other 
players on the same team 
precede its passage with 
brooms, brushing the ice fran¬ 
tically to influence its speed 
and direction towards the 
house. Knocking your own or 


opponents' siones out of the 
way, or even into the way, is a 
tactical skill. 

In theory, sweeping reduces 
atmospheric pressure in front 
of a stone and lubricates the 
leading edge by melting the ice 
through friction. How hard to 
brush and in whigh direction is 
dictated by a fourtfuink mem¬ 
ber. standing behind-the house 
and shouting instructions. 
Tactics are dictated by the 
captain, known as the Skip, 
whose ability to “read the ice" 
is critical. 

Once both rinks have played 
in one direction, known as “an 
end”, everyone turns round 
and plays back again. There 
are ten ends to a game. Like 
golf, it is a lot harder than it 
looks. 

The "Roarin’ Game”, as it is 
known from the noise a stone 
makes on ice, was certainly 
played in Scotland in the 16ih 
century and exported to Cana¬ 
da in the 18th. supposedly by 
Highlanders playing with 
melted down cannonballs on 
the St Lawrence river after the 
siege of Quebec. 

The Canadians went on to 


beat the Scots at their own 
game and raised international 
competition to Olympic level. 
Scandinavians and most Al¬ 
pine countries play. The Rus¬ 
sians and Czechs are up and 
coming. The Japanese boast 
13 dubs. 

Non-skjjng Brie play at Si 
Moritz. But the English have 
rather a rough time of it at 
home because ice-rink manag¬ 
ers like to see hundreds of 
skaters on their ice, not dozens 
of curlers. “We used to have to 
curl at midnight at Streat- 
ham.” says M ary Stewart, 
former president of the 
London area. 

Now comfortably estab¬ 
lished at Alexandra Palace in 
north London, and with grow¬ 
ing membership, induding an 
11 -year-old, London area dubs 
hold open evenings on a Friday 
and boast two Royal Caledo¬ 
nian coaches. 

Curling dinners, at which a 
toast is always drunk to Jack 
Frost are notoriously sociable 
events and pan of the game. “I 
have actually heard of clubs 
which have only ever held 
dinners.” Lord Elgin says.

A camera? Nine-year-old 

William couldn’t believe 
his luck. Here was carte 
blanche to fiddle with an 
Opus Prime camera as bona fide 
research for a feature on helping 
Junior take his first pictures. After 
years of ogling Dad’s camcorder 
and Mum's Olympus Trip, it was a 
dream come true. 

Unfortunately, that dream lor 
rather the camera) almost shattered 
within the first 
minute, when, in 
his urge to snap 
the baby before he 
ran off, William 
nearly dropped 
the camera on the 
patio. Rule num¬ 
ber one: always 
slip the camera’s 
wrist strap round 
the child's hand, 
or choose a design 
with a neck strap 
(taking care to be 
dose by. to avoid 
accidents). 

Next stop was 
the village pond, 
v/here William 
rightly guessed 
that, bribed with 
suffident Moth¬ 
ers Pride, the 
ducks would be 
willing photo¬ 
graphic subjects. 

His sister Lucy 
was hauled along 
to throw’ the 
bread. But it 
wasn't easy. 

"Blast I've for- Light touch 
gotten to wind 
on." William exdaimed. as he 
pressed the button in front of 
posing ducks and sibling, only to 
find it wouldn't go down. Rule 
number two: wind on the film 
before you arrange your subject. 
And watch those tiny fingers don’t 
block up the lens so that you end up 
with a perfect thumb print and an 
imperfect picture. 

The Opus Prime was an ideal 
choice of camera for a child because 
it has automatic focus, a simple 
lever to operate the lens cover when 
not in use, and a similar lever for 



turning on the flash. Before discov¬ 
ering the latter. William took a 
stunningly surrealistic shot of 
Trevor McDonald reading the 
news on television. The drawing 
room came out black, leaving a 
bright neon oblong in the middle 
of the photograph showing Mr 
McDonald looking slightly shifty. 

By now. William was really 
getting the hang of it. "Over there." 
he instructed Lucy and the baby

firmly, as he gesticulated towards a 
small statuette in the garden. The 
result: one pink-faced six-year-old 
(the baby had scarpered again) 
almost hidden in the background. 
Rule number three: don't stand too 
far away bom your subject and try 
not to have the sun behind il 
A dult guidance is also crudaf — 
nor just to save the camera but also 
the photographee. "Cant you 
climb any higher?” demanded 
Wiliiam, as Lucy valiantly climbed 
the apple tree for the sake of art 
Both William and I ducked out of 


removing the film from the camera 
and chose to let the camera shop do 
it for us. In fact, a child could have 
done it since all you had to do was 
rewind a small spool. 

By the time the prints were ready 
24 hours later. William couldn't 
wait to see the results of his 
handiwork. “Not bad." he. mut¬ 
tered. “but I should have got 
doser." 

The second attempt — one wet, 
windy Sunday — 
was an improve¬ 
ment. although 
pictures were con¬ 
fined to indoors. 
“It works best 
when I take 
people doing ordi¬ 
nary things,” Wil¬ 
liam declared, as 
he focused on the 
baby eating 
lunch. “Think IH 
take this one side¬ 
ways on," he pon¬ 
dered, catching 
his sister at piano 
practice. In fact, it 
was difficult to re¬ 
lax. knowing that 
one’s most secret 
moments might 
be captured on 
film. “Got you!" 
yelled William tri¬ 
umphantly. as he 
snapped his father 
slumped in the 
kitchen rocking 
chair with the 
newspaper. 

The results are 
at the pond now pinned to 
William's bed¬ 
room noticeboard, although I’ve 
also bought him an album as he’s 
definitely caught the bug. “It’s like 
drawing a picture but quicker." he 
concluded. "And you can make 
people do funny things in funny 
positions."

• Age: Don't give a camera to

• Film Use a fast film (eg 

400 ASA). This uses a fast shutter 
speed so die child does not 
need a steady hand. A East film is 
ft fcn good in dull weather. 

• Subjects Start off with 
family pictures: people, the house, 
pets. car. etc. It will mean 

more to the photographer. Then 
progress to topics, such as a 
day in the life of a relative. 

• Photographic courses for 
children: The Royal Photographic 
Society of Great Britain (The 
Octagon. Milson Street, Bath 
BA1 1DN) runs various 
workshops round the country.

The executors of the estate of the 
late Felix Hope-Nicholson, who 
lived in the house for more than 60 
years, failed to persuade English 
Heritage, which turned it down for 
conditional exemption from inheri¬ 
tance tax, whereby the Inland. 
Revenue postpones indefinitely the 
tax of 40 per cent of the value of the 
estate because of its historical 
interest to the nation, on condition 
that it is opened to the public. 
Although of significance to the 
capital's history, it was not deemed 
to be of national importance. 

The executors therefore have no 
option but to pay the tax now due 
try selling up. there being no other 
source of funds. Stephen Cooke, a 
solicitor acting on behalf of the 
executors, says: “We made valiant 
attempts to keep the house togeth¬ 
er. bur there’s nothing more we can 
do. We would rather not sell, but we 
have to pay the tax." 

Conservationists point out that 
the only real certainty that the 
house will be unspoilt is if a private

1 It could become a cultural centre 
for Chelsea. Sufficent income could 
be generated to pay day-to-day 
expenses, but an endowment 
would be needed for repairs and 
maintenance. A trust would not 
preclude the benefactor's residence. 

The prospect Df a benefactor 
must seem unlikdy, but part of tire 
problem is the discretion surround¬ 
ing the sale. How can a benefactor 
step forward if no¬ 
body knows of the 
architectural and 
historic riches at 
stake, nor that 
their future is 
threatened? 

Mr Cooke says 
the sale has been 
kept discreet be¬ 
cause “one doesn't 
like doing deals in 
the public eye. It 
might prejudice 
the sale.” But he 
says there has been 
no attempt by the 
executors to hush 
up the sale and 
Threatened: Chelsea studio avoid the likeli¬ 
hood of a benefac¬ 
tor stepping forward. Rather, the 
estate agents felt that the most 
effective campaign would be low- 
key. Conservationists, such as the 
Chelsea Society, have been kept in 
touch about the sale, Mr Cooke 
adds. 

Highlighting the house’s trea¬ 
sures and its sale seems die best 
chance of wooing a benefactor. 

Home to the Hope family for just 
over 100 years, die house is stuffed 
with the possessions of a typical 
wefl-to-do artistic family, chiefly 
collected by Mr Hope-Nicholson. 
described in his 7!mes obituary as a 
“host and genealogist”. 

The house was his passion. 
Bought by Ids grandparents, Adri¬ 
an Hope and Laura Troubridge, in 
1892, it inspired an extraordinary 
' devotion iriTbeir descendants!

B uilt in the Queen Arme 
style, the mysterious and 
labyrinthine house lias 
five Soots and dusty pas¬ 
sages. Mr Hope-Nicholson never 
stopped adding to the house’s 
collection of family portraits. 
“Hope time” was kept by two docks 
surmounted by the Hope crest with 
foe motto “But hope Is not lost” in 
foe studio and the kitchen. 

Latterly, foe house has been 
discovered as a film and television 
location. Producers realised foal its 
atsmosphere and bloom is one that 
no set designer could fake. Several 
scenes for the BBC's drama Por¬ 
trait of a Marriage were set there, 
as well as Old Flames, Simon 
Gray’s television play. 

Mr Hope-Nicholson managed to 
preserve foe house by filling its 13 
bedrooms with lodgers.- In later 
years, it was easier to get a room if 
one of your parents had been what 
he described as a “member". 
Among the more colourful charac- 
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ters who have passed through the 
house are Sir Clement Freud. 
Antony Lambton. Peter QuennelL 
and a certain Miss Huntley, who 
apparently had a mania for mend¬ 
ing household linen. 

Mr Hope-Nicholson hoped that 
foe house would be preserved as a 
permanent museum and hoped 
that the Chelsea Society would run 
it Conservationists have added 


their pleas. Surely now it is time for 
the huge drde of friends and 
lodgers who knew Mr Hope- 
Nicolson, and foe public who could 
yet discover him and a slice of 20th- 
century history, to add their voices 
to foe campaign?

Which has lasted better, the old Beatle or the old Stone? 
David Sinclair updates the great debate of the 1 960s 


B ack in the 1970s, there 
were several pictorial at¬ 
tempts to predict what 
Mick Jagger would look 
like in middle-age. There was the 
one that showed him as a rather 
camp, jowly character with a reced¬ 
ing hairline and a cigarette holder. 
Another gave him a substantia] 
paunch. None came close to the 
reality oF the thin. hard, 49-year-old 
man pictured on the cover of 
Jagger's third solo album. Wander¬ 
ing Spirit (Atlantic 7567-82436). 

Unlike most of his peers, Jagger 
has refused to let himself go. The 
torso is no thicker than the one that 
was jammed into those provocative¬ 
ly zipped jeans on Sticky Fingers: 
die stare is still as faintly threaten¬ 
ing as it was on the cover of Black 
and Blue: the full head of hair an 
improbably richer colour than ever. 

Having wrestled such conces¬ 
sions from the ravages of time. 
Jasser is not about to start ac¬ 
knowledging. let alone accepting, 
the fact of his advancing years on 
this album. The opening track, 
“Wired All Night", a storming, 
son-of-“Route 66" rocker, finds 
him still in hormonal overdrive. 
“I'm as hard as a brick, hope I 
never go limp," he yelps with 
practised conviction, before sliding 
into his Curtis Mayfield-derived 
falsetto for the salacious funk of the 
current single "Sweet Thing". 

It is a great start to an album 
which reaffirms J agger's supreme 
vitality as a performer, but also begs 
the question of just what he is Hying 
to say these days. “Life is rich, but 
it's way too short / You make a lot

of money but you just want more,” 
from “Don’t Tear Me Up", is 
probably the closest that he will ever 
get to baring his soul. But such 
insights as he does bring to his 
lyrics tend to be either tinged with 
supercilious irony or else carefully 
distanced from his own reality: 
“Gimme some money baby. I’m 
broke." he bawls implausibly on 
“Put Me In The Trash"

The bold pragmatism of Jaggeris 
nature is both his greatest strength 
and his ultimate weakness. His 
unwillingness to indulge in debili¬ 
tating bouts of self-analysis has 
enabled him to avoid the fate of. 
say. Pete Townshend. but- his 
teenager-go in g-on-50 attitude has 
put the" emotional resonances 
which other “mature” singers such 
as Van Morrison and (sometimes) 
Bruce Springsteen can convey be¬ 
yond his reach. 

Even so. it is far too easy to take 
the a mazing instrument that is 


Jagger’s voice for granted. His 
high, harsh tone and his outland- 
ishly slack verbal mannerisms have 
been imitated time without num¬ 
ber yet still remain utterly distinc¬ 
tive. Only once on this album does 
he let himself down, with a ridicu¬ 
lous stab at a traditional air called 
“Handsome Molly”, on which he 
adopts an olde English sea dog 
brogue with results that are about 
as convincing as his Irish-Austra¬ 
lian accent in the film Ned Kelly. 

But he rips through the rest of the 
numbers with sure-footed vigour 
and no little wit. From the alert 
gospel uplift of “Out Of Focus” to 
the souped-up rockabilly of the title 
track and the gloriously danceable 
riff of “Put Me In The Trash” be 
maintains a firm grip on the job in 
hand, and has fun with it too. 

The roll rail of musicians is a 
canny mixture of the hip and the 
hungry, and includes contributions 
from Lenny Kravitz. Courtney Pine 
and Doug Wimbish and a bravura 
performance throughout by a 
drummer named Curt Bisquera. 

A couple of neatly observed cover 
versions — Bill Withers’s “Use Me” 
and Frederick Knight’s naggingly 
familiar soul obscurity “I’ve Been 
Lonely For So Long” — put the 
icing on a tasty cake. 

Whatever doubts one might har¬ 
bour about the relevance of a Mick 
Jagger album in 1993, they pale 
into insignificance when consid¬ 
ered in relation to Off The Ground. 
(Parlophone 7 80362). the woeful 
new offering from Paid McCart¬ 
ney. Like Jagger. McCartney has 
stayed lean and kept his nose 



reasonably dean. But as a songwrit¬ 
er he is now palpably into his 
dotage and the music on this 
album has as much bite as an old 
woolly jumper. 

Never one of rock’s deeper think¬ 
ers, McCartney nevertheless 
reaches new extremes of cheery 
banality on songs like “Peace In 
The Neighbourhood". “CTnon. 
People” and the dismal “Hope Of 
Deliverance”. The idea seems to be 
that if we aD hold hands and think 
nice thoughts then, basically, every¬ 


thing will be OK. In a slightly 
tougher vein, “Looking For 
Changes” is a mfld rant about 
using animals for medical research, 
but. even at his most fired up. 
McCartney does no more than 
strike a note of pious indignation. 

The album is no less trite in terms 
of its music. Recorded live in the 
studio, McCartney and his band 
make a polite guitar and keyboard- 
led sound that lades even a modi¬ 
cum of punch. Rock ’n’ roll for die 
gnmdparemal generation. . 


In all likelihood, sales in this 
country of Jam (Polydor 517 676), 
the new album by Little Angels 
which debuted at number one this 
week, have already surpassed Jae¬ 
ger's or McCartney's uppermost 
expectations. Jam is the fourth 
album by the quintet from Scarbor¬ 
ough. who have been touring and 
recording relentlessly for seven 
years, yet still give the impression of 
having risen without trace. 

With songs like “Too Much Too 
Young” and “Eyes Wide Open” 


they follow in the footsteps of their 
fdlow northerners. Def Leppard, 
peddling a carefully crafted amal¬ 
gam of soft metal and pop. But 
occasionally, on songs such as 
“Soapbox" and “The Colour Of 
Love", they strap on the acoustic 
guitars and drift into the son of 
tough-guys-can-be-sensirive-roo 
mode that is the calling card of 
Extreme or even Del Amitri. Their 
biggest mistake is a horribly stilted 
cover of the Kinks song “Tired Of 
Waiting For You”. 
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W here would the 
blues be without 
that age-old theme, 
the battle of the sexes? The 
don’t-mess-with-me spirit of 
Bessie Smith is given a mod¬ 
ern gloss by Saffire — The 
Uppity Blues Women, a 
breezy double-act consisting 
of pianist Ann Rabson and 
guitarist Gaye Adegbaloia. 

One of the newer arrivals on 
the American blues circuit, 
the doo address traditional 
subject matter with a wel¬ 
come dash of humour. 

Their thud outing. Broad¬ 
casting (Alligator ALCD- 
4811). blends juke-box blues 
with country folk and wry 
feminist observations which 
stop well short of hectoring 
any male who wanders within 
earshot. 

.Although the session was 
recorded in Chicago, the airy 
production values and pert 
delivery put you less in mind 
of smoky dives on the South 
Side than an afternoon set in 
a lakeside restaurant. 

Cover versions of “One 
Hour Mama” and “Dump 
That Chump” exemplify the 
duo’s sassy approach to sexu¬ 
al relations. I suspect that the

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partnership makes even more 
of an impact in concert, but 
nonetheless this set conveys 
enough of a flavour to whet 
the appetite for more. 

There is encouragement 
too, for anyone wistfully pon¬ 
dering a mid-life change of 
career — Rabson was a com¬ 
puter analyst and Adegbaloia 
a teacher before they decided 
to pool their money and make 
a demo tape. 

Those ingenious people at 
Blue Note have devised yet 
more excuses for raiding the 
back catalogue. Afro Blue, 


Blue Valentines and Blue *ir’ 
Groovy are among a new 
batch of compilations de¬ 
signed to cater to all moods 
and tastes. 

The collection which might 
have been expected to yield 
the best results, the gospel- 
inclined The Blue Testament 
(BNZ-301) starts confidently 
with pianist Benny Green’s 
explosive rendering of “Down 
By The Riverside" before 
petering out in a fairly routine 
bout of hard bop hewing and 
grunting. 

Better by far is California 
Cool (BNZ-303), a generous 
21-track rough guide to the 
fabled West Coast sound. 
Some examples of high camp, 
naturally, of which Gloria 
Woods's come-hither tones on 
“Hey Bellboy” easily take first 
prize. 

Although some of the other 
pieces have only a tangential 
connection with the West 
Coast school, they are easily 
outweighed by carefully 
wrought work by such figures 
as Lee Konitz, Gerry Mulligan 
and a typically understated 
Jimmy Giuffre.

Not just a 
pretty face 


A nyone likely to be preju¬ 
diced by an artist's 
lifestyle should avoid 
the Niki de Saint Phalle 
catalogue. By way of introduc¬ 
ing the many reproductions of 
herwork it provides numerous 
revealing glimpses into her 
background: Nfld the debu¬ 
tante on the cover of Life 
magazine; Nfld modelling a 
tiara and earrings by Cartier, 
Nfld swinging along with the 
jet-set in the 1960s. 

Of course, an artist’s roots 
and the society which he or she 
frequents should have no bear¬ 
ing on judgments of their 
work, and, as well as being 
well-connected and beautiful. 
Saint PhaHe is also blessed 
with an original talent Bio¬ 
graphical details (expelled 
from convent school, eloped, 
aged 19, with a marine) 
suggest a rebellious spirit 
Yet if this has made life 
difficult for her at times, it also 
seems to have enhanced her 
art In Portrait of My Lover, 
made in 1961, the public was 
invited to hurl darts at a target 
representing the head. Saint 
Phafle herself having wreaked 
private revenge on the crushed 
shirt by splattering it 4 la 
Jackson Pollock. 

Such works indicate an ag¬ 


gressive streak in Saint Phalle, 
so it comes as no surprise to 
find that having completed 
numerous assemblages com¬ 
prising an- array of lethal 
weaponry from revolvers to 
razor blades, she progressed in 
the early 1960s to a peculiarly 
violent brand of performance 
art 

The art history of the 1960s 
is, of course, peppered with all 
kinds of bizarre and violent art 
“events”. Nevertheless, there 
cannot have been many as self¬ 
consciously provocative as the 
creation of Saint Phafle’s 
“shooting paintings”. Thirty 
years on. these have taken on a 
benign appearance, and one 
has to refer to photographs of 
their “execution” to appreciate 
their power. In these already 
faded images Saint PhaHe and 
her accomplices fire rifles at 
the white plaster surfaces, 
releasing pockets of paint em¬ 
bedded in them. 

The paintings now possess 
little more than nostalgia val¬ 
ue. inextricably linked as they 
are with the highly politicised 
Parisian milieu Saint Phalle 
inhabited in the years prior to 
196S. From the point of view 
of personal artistic develop¬ 
ment, however, they certainly- 
emboldened hen by the mid-

1960s the work she was en¬ 
gaged in — a series of crude 
forms encrusted with a multi¬ 
tude of plastic toys — was as 
radical in terms of static sculp¬ 
ture as her performances. 

Then, in the late 1960s, 
Saint Phafle began producing 
the great, pneumatic, multi¬ 
coloured “Nanas”, as she 
christened them. The earliest 
of these — the handbag- 
carrying Black Rosy for exam¬ 
ple — now look rather twee in 
comparison with the sculptur¬ 
ally more ' satisfying later 
pieces. There is little in them of 


the jazzy inventiveness which 
helps to make a work such as 
the monumental Gwendolyn 
so lovable. In Gwendolyn, an 
immense psychedelic figure. 
Saint Phalle has created an 
unforgettable symbol of fe¬ 
male fertility: a Wfllendorf 
Venus . for the late 20th 
century. 

Considering the interna¬ 
tional success sculptures in this 
vein achieved for Saint Phafle 
it would not haw: been surpris¬ 
ing had she capitalised on 
their popularity. As the works 
produced since 1980 testify. 


however, this is far from the 
rase. True sculptures like the 
deliriously amusing Adam et 
Eve, not to mention the cheeky 
Nana fountain, are sophisti¬ 
cated developments of the 
Nana rheme but the tribe of 
“skinnies” (fragile-looking, 
painted polyester outline fig¬ 
ures) and a number of bronze 
interpretations of Egyptian de¬ 
ities possess a hieratic quality 
new in Saint Phafle’s art

J ohn Eliot Gardiner ran 
usually be relied on to 
bring a strong sense of the 
theatre to his recordings, espe¬ 
cially when he is working with 
the Lyons Optra.

Cyndia 
Sieden's Blonde commands 
much of Act II. except when 
Constanze has her say. She 
first puts the Turks in their 
place and then is foil of joy at 
the prospect of freedom. 

But the men are dull dogs. 


Stanford Olsen is accurate 
enough as Belmonte, but the 
singing is flavourless. When at 
last he does join in duet with 
Constanze it is just another 
routine encounter. Cornelius 
Hauptmann's Osmin similar¬ 
ly lacks succulence. 

Mozart's comedy La finta 
gfardiniera (Teldec 903!- 
72309-2. 3 CDs), which can 
be clumsily translated as “The 
Disguised Gardening Girl” 
predates Entfuhrung by six 
years. It rarely gets an airing 
because it is extremely long 
and the sub-Marivaux {Hot 
lacks all credibility. But there is 
glorious music, not least the 
complex finale to Act II where 
most of the leading characters 
take each other for someone 
else. The first time, perhaps, 
that it happened in a Mozart 
opera, but not the last.

guised marchioness no more 
likely to be found elbow-deep 
in mulch than Marie- 
Antionette would be doing 
some sheep-shearing- Gro¬ 
be rova is given some glorious 
arias, and handles them with 
great style. Dawn Upshaw 
makes the chambermaid 
Serpetta a prototype for 
Despina, with a multitude of 
homilies about, men. And 
there is a wise and witty 
performance from Thomas 
Moser as die Mayor. The 
whole is in the very safe hands 
of Nikolaus Harnoncourt and 
the Concentus Musicus. 

Even earlier Mozart. 
Mitridale. from Harnoncourt 
and the Concentus comes 
from Decraon Laserdisc (071 
407-1) and VHS (071 407-3) 
only. This is opera seria sung 
and acted in the grand man¬ 
ner by that well-known Han¬ 
del partnership of Yvonne 
Kenny and Ann Murray. Rav¬ 
ishing to look at and a pretty 
good sound.

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One man’s meat 

is a spicy dish 

Lynne Truss digests the twists of the food chain from 
mushrooms in Moscow to llamas in London 


FOR some consider¬ 
able time now. a 
mysterious poster 
campaign has been 
drawing one's atten¬ 
tion at the traffic 
lights. In a general 
way it’s got some¬ 
thing to do with meat {"Meal to 
live'' it says), and is presumably 
intended to encourage weedy vege¬ 
tarians to think twice. But instead 
of being a picture of a pork chop or 
something, wrapped in bloody 
newspaper, it features a bronzed 
athletic person running through 
die surf of a deep blue sea. and 
there is no meat in sight “Where’s 
the beef?” one is therefore entitled 
to ask. This chap is not gnawing on 
a salami: he wipes no grease from 
his chin. Aside from die fact that 
(ha. ha) his appearance pleasantly 
brings a little water to the mouth, 
he apparently has no bearing on 
meat whatsoever. 

1 mention it because any weedy 
vegetarians who tuned in to 
Wednesday’s The Mushroom Pick¬ 
er (BBC2) hoping for new recipes 
for risotto con porcini will have 
found themselves on Thursday 
morning staring at that “Meat to 
live" poster with new, and wilder, 
eyes. It’s him! He's the mead It’s a 
ghastly joke! AarghJ This dark and 
hilarious Moscow-based first epi¬ 
sode of a three-part drama serial 
was admittedly not the first piece of 
fiction ever to draw parallels be¬ 
tween meat-eating and sex. or 
meat-eating and power, but for 
comic rapadousness, broad hints at 
cannibalism, and uncompromis¬ 
ing himps of raw bloody flesh on 
wooden chopping-blocks, it may be 
unrivalled in the annals of TV. 

The story concerned the unlikely 
coupling of Gea and Kostya, 
played with gusto by Lynsey Baxter 
and Nigel Terry. Clea is a thin.

pale, naive, sex-starved English 
publishing assistant, taken unwill¬ 
ingly to Brezhnev's Moscow, and 
set up as a visa-bride muggins; 
Kostya, by contrast is “the mac 
with the mead*, which is an 
expression you can honestly take 
how you like. You can’t help 
warming to Kostya. tty the way. 
because he is charisma in a fur hat 
when he makes his entrance at 
Moscow parties, dumping down a 
carcass in a sack, everyone cheers 
and whistles. That he is obsessed 
with Western food is obvious from 
the outset “I'm English.” whispers 
Clea, apologetically. “I respect 
England.” he says deliberately, 
giving her a quick up-and-down 
appraisal “All the best cuts of meat 
come from England.” 

Who gets eaten? Possibly no one. 
But when Gea decides to move in 
with Kostya she discovers two very 
important facts at life. First that if 
you tie your head in a brown scarf it 
does not necessarily improve your 
appearance: and second, that if 
your new boyfriend’s life’s work is a 
history of Russian "culinary atroc¬ 
ities" (proudly compiled in a huge 
leather-bound scrapbook reminis¬ 
cent of a family Bible), you will be 
helpless to talk him out of it A man 
has to have a hobby, and this is his. 

“The hees-tory of Rassh-ion 
cooo-king is one of tear-orr and 
cunn-ibaleesm,” Kostya declares 
passionately (in a rather cute un¬ 
derstated Russian accent). Excited¬ 
ly he turns the large thick pages, 
showing pictures of die human 
anatomy divided into joints. Gea 
does one of her pole-axed reaction 
shots with a little gasp and whim¬ 
per (she is terribly good at these), 
and then tells him he has a duty to 
Russia to publish what he knows. 


But he is ahead of her. “I em 
Rasshia!” be laments, with Slavic 
emphasis. “In the stow-madd Zet iz 
my tragedy!” 

You will notice 1 have left out all 
the sex stuff Ifs just that food is 
ultimately more interesting, and is 
better at keeping you alive. Gea 
herself discovers this—that, where¬ 
as in the West one might buy sex 
with food, in Moscow in extremis, 
you buy food with sex. Poor Gea 
She is obliged to “lend” Kostya to 
th e i r blonde fat neighbour,. who 
works on a meat counter, and then 
eat the meals that result. It is 
degrading, obviously. And she is 
dead suspicious of the meat, given 
Kostya’s unusual interests. More¬ 
over. while the infernal bargain is 
being driven by Kostya indoors, 
Gea walks die grey snowy streets in 
her scarf; the veiy picture of “I Am 
a Fugitive From a Food Oiain”. 

1 dont know what happens next 
I tried to buy the book (by Zinovy 
Zinity but it was a fool's errand, 
because there is a shortage, and it is 
not available until next week. 1 am 
keen to know whether Kostya 
ought to be a larger man — not 
because anything is lacking from 
Nigel Tory's truly expansive per¬ 
formance. but because it strikes me 
that our leading actors (aside from 
Alfred Molina) are simply too thin 
to play Russians. “Here comes 
Platonov!” yefl the assembled Che- 
khovian company in theatre pro¬ 
ductions. “He has put on weight 
over tire winter! He has got quite 
fall Look at the girth..And so 
on. And then on walks someone 
really thin, like Ian McKellen or 
Stephen Rae. 

Oh wefl. Back at the food chain, 
Molly Din eon's terrific four-part 
series about London Zoo. The Ark 
(Tuesdays. BBC2), reached the 
three-quarter stage this week, and 
the only disappointment was that it 




bad run out of resonant Darwinian 
tooth-and-daw tides. We have had 
“Survival of the Fittest” and “Natu¬ 
ral Selection", and unfortunately 
there aren’t any more. But by now 
the viewers have probably caught 
the irony, which is that while the 
zoo’s dumb animals are passive 
and accepting (and sometimes pose 
with tears in their eyes), the zoo’s 
management caught stuck in the 
mud when the economic dimate 
changed, is struggling and lashing 
in its ruthless wul to survive. 

Molly Dineen’s wry editing un¬ 
derlines mildly but repeatedly how 
absurd this is. She shows you a 
bespectacled Director of Opera¬ 


tions stating: “In the 1980s, every 
animal must Mm its keep in the 
market-place,” and cuts straight to 
a shot of a Hama looking vacant 
The connection, is obvious. Look, 
an a nimal earning its keep in the 
market-place. Or hang on. is it an 
animal not earning its keep in the 
market-place? Blimey, how would 
it look different? 

I can hardly believe tins is only a 
four-part series. When it is over. I 
will still need to see Brian the 
elephant keeper, and Dave the 
bird-man. The keepers are the 
undisputed heroes of the series 
marvellous bow old memories of 
Johnny Morris [Animal Magifi 


can be eradicated so easily- It turns 
out that zoo keepers are quite 
grown-up and don’t poke fun at the 
animate a bit 

This week's programme, “A Pol¬ 
itical Animal”, concerned the arriv¬ 
al of a giant panda (interpreted by 
cynical observers as a last-gasp bid 
for gate-receipts); and also an 
insurrectionist plot designed to 
save the zoo’s breeding pro¬ 
grammes and stop the tilde to¬ 
wards pure fun-fair. A worthy aim, 
obviously; especially when anyone 
will tell you that children dislike the 
ti ght of caged animals anyway, 
and so don’t come to the zoo. 
Promise to show them some near- 


extinct snails breeding in a Perspex 
boot, on the other hand , and they 
might be open to persuasion. 

But that’s fust my theory. I went 
along recently to Regent's Park and 
naively asked for the bears, but they 
don’t do bears any more. “They got 
stereotypical in their behaviour.” 
someone explained in this week’s 
programme. It was an arresting 
phrase. Presumably it meant they 
were unhappy- Because if it meant 
they kept saying “Smarter than the 
average bear. Boo Boa" and 
stealing pic-a-nic baskets, they 
would have been kept on. It would 
have been called earning your keep 
in tire market-place.

all at the same time. Pale 
young lads, in essence, would 
like to be the Stereo MC’s. 
And the Stereo MC’s want to 
be... a television station? 

“I wanna see dreads and 
nose-rings and everything on 
my television.” says Bob Birch, 
lead ringer with the Stereos. 
“And the only time you ever 
get to see people from different 
countries on television is 
when it's some kind of crisis— 
you never get to see them in 
ordinary settings doing ordi¬ 
nary things. You just get 
’starving Africans' and loot¬ 
ing black Americans'. Every¬ 
body’s just kept in a little box 
with a label on ft. 1 want to 
have television programmes 
with respect.” 

Birch looks distinctly Dick¬ 
ensian —- occasionally during 
the interview I have to resist 
the urge to call him Fagin and 
burst out into a squeaky rendi¬ 
tion of “Food Glorious Food”. 
Birch and Nick Hallam. also 
known as The Head, are the 
hard core, the firm base, that 
the glittery pagoda of the 
Stereo MCs is built on. An 
edifice put together with en¬ 


thusiasm, love, deterarination. 
and The Head’s former home. 

The Head had a really nice 
flat see, that he was quite fond 
of. Handily, so was a local 
property developer, who, in a 
fit of generosity and despera¬ 
tion. came round to the 
Head's flai with a suitcase 
containing El ,000. which he 
was willing to donate to a very 
worthy cause—The Head —if 

he would just care to move out 
The Head accepted and in¬ 
vested in a recording studio. 
And lo! in the west of London. 
Gee Street, home of the Stereo 
MCs. was bom. 

Birch says, “Music is a lot to 
do with how you see life: it 
seeps into your brain and 
colours your view. I used to 
run around doing stupid 
things" — from the way he 
says this 1 assume he doesn't 
mean just putting incorrect 
postcodes on letters and fail¬ 
ing to re-fold jumpers he’d 
tried on in Benetton — “and 
music has changed my mind a 
lot made me mellow out We 
used to go around junk shops 
buying 2 Op records, and edu¬ 


cated ourselves about music 
that way. Funk, soul, gospel 
rap, jazz and dub records. A 
bit of everything, really” 

The Stereo MCs are not a 
straightforward funk band, 
nor a fairly uncomplicated 
jazz/hip-hop band, nor a rea¬ 
sonably simplistic souIA- 
rap/jazz/funk fusion outfit 
They're the New Jazz-rap- 
rock-gospel-dub-funk-hip- 
hop-glittery-pop sound, 
known as the Stereo MCs for 
short and there isn't anything 
rise like them. 

“We haven't come out of any 
scene." Birch confirms. “We’re 
not from the rap scene, or the 
pop scene, or the jazz scene, or 
tire rock scene; we've just been 
under the water a while and. 
like, someone threw out a life¬ 
jacket and we popped up to the 
surface.” “Popped" is a bit of 
an undemaremem. “Explod¬ 
ed in a vaguely tremendous 
way" would be more accurate. 
The stomping ass-wriggle of 
“Step It Up” assaulted tire Top 
20 in early 1993. leaving it an 
weak and shaky: then the 
album Connected soared to 


charts, leaving tbe competi¬ 
tion ten pounds lighter and 
with a slide sheen of sweat on 
their foreheads. 

Andrea, one of the three 
deliriously extravagant back¬ 
ing ringers, pipes up. “Before 
I got into music I was so shy. I 
could never look anyone in the 
eye. I’d either stare down at 
the ground or up at die sky. 
People used to call me The 
Swan; my neck was always 
curved." 

Three hours later, Andrea. 
Verona and Cath are shimmy¬ 
ing around the stage, twitch¬ 
ing and grooving. Birch is 
leaping from stage monitor to 
drum riser to speaker-stack, 
and down at the front, two or 
three hundred paleyoung lads 
of a certain age are watching it 
all with boggly eyes, frantically 
taking notes.
